One  messenger  at  a  salary  of  $3  per  diem. 

One  porter  at  a  salary  of  $2.50  per  diem.

Six  committee  clerks  at  a  salary  of  $5  per  diem. 

Two  pages  at  a  salary  of  $2.50  per  diem.

Your  committee  would  have  recommended  the  appointment  of  a 
chaplain,  but  a  controversy  has  arisen,  which  the  committee  has  been 
imable  to  decide  by  a  unanimous  vote,  whether  or  not  the  eleventh 
section  of  the  declaration  of  rights  in  the  constitution,  which  prohibits 
the  appropriation  of  money  to  any  religious  exercise,  prohibits  the  legis- 
lature from  providing  a  compensation  for  chjiplain.  Therefore,  your 
committee  have  decided  to  leave  the  question  of  the  chaplain  to  be  de- 
cided by  the  Senate. 

We  also  recommend  the  election  of  a  president  i)ro  tem.,  to  serve 
without  any  compensation  except  his  pay  as  a  member. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  messenger  be  designated  to  act  as  post- 
master.

The  oath  of  office  of  Charles  Erastus  Laughton,  as  lieutenant- 
governor  of  the  State  of  Washington,  as  taken  before  Probate 
Judge  M.  A.  Root,  of  Thurston  county,  was  read  to  the  Senate, 
whereupon  he  took  the  chair  as  presiding  officer  and  spoke  as 
follows: 

(ilENTLEMEN   OF  THE  SENATE: 

As  your  constitutional  presiding  officer,  it  becomes  my  pleasural)le 
duty  at  this  hour  to  call  to  order  the  first  Senate  of  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington. 

The  convening  and  action  of  this  Legislature*  is  fi*aught  with  deepest 
imjiort  to  the  i)eople  of  a  territory,  who  have  patiently  awaited  de- 
ferred statehood,  in  its  magnificent  fruition,  significance  and  privileges. 

Your  constituents  await  with  anxious  solicitude  such  wise  and  liberal 
enactments  as  may  be  necessary  to  develop,  foster,  encourage  and  pro- 
tect the  varied  and  marvelous  national  resources  with  which  we  are 
no  abundantly  blessed.  They  look  for  ample  and  thoughtful  legislation 
ill  the  formulating  of  a  code  of  laws,  such  as  will  insure  harmony  be- 
tween and  encouragement  to  both  labor  and  capital,  and  which  will  be 
applicable  to  the  changing  needs  and  conditions  of  our  growing  com- 
m(»rce,  our  divei*sified  manufactures  with  their  collateral  interests,  and 
the  rapidly  increasing  poi)ulation  of  this  young  and  vigorous  common- 
wealth. 

Criticism  of  our  actions  (whether  it  be  legitimate  or  otherwise)  can- 
not be  avoided;  Vnit  the  personnel  of  this  body  warrants  the  confident 
assurance  that  this,  the  first  Senate  of  Washington,  will  establish  a 
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precpili^nt  for  diji^nity,  wisdom  and  .statesmanship,  which  its  successors 
may  well  endeavor  to  emulate. 

The  constitution  imposes  upon  the  lieutenant-governer  the  delicate 
duty  of  presiding  over  your  dcdiberations,  and  the  people  of  Wash- 
ington have  been  pleased  to  select  me  as  that  officer.  Whilst  fully 
appreciating  that  1  possess  few  of  the  especial  qualifications  essential 
to  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  I  assure  you,  gentlemen,  that  I  bring  to  its 
performance  a  high  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  this  trust,  and  a 
sincere  desire  to  be  diligent  and  faithful  in  its  execution.  With  these 
sentments,  and  in  no  sense  a  partisan,  I  come  to  this  chair  to  administer 
your  rules,  appealing  to  you  only  for  that  consideration  and  generous 
support  by  which  alone  a  presiding  officer  may  be  sustained,  pledging 
you  in  return  an  inflexible  impartiality  upon  the  part  of  the  chair. 

I  am  sure  that  kindly  forbearance  and  ample  courtesy  will  govern 
our  official  intercourse;  and,  with  the  expression  of  this  belief,  the  chair 
announces  that  the  Senate  of  Washington  is  now^  ready  to  proceed  to 
business.

Olympia,  Washington,  November  13,  1889, 
To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Washington: 

We  take  this  means  of  thanking  you  for  the  recognition  you  have 
shown  the  colored  voters  of  this  state  in  electing  John  Gonna  as  assist- 
ant sergeant-at-arms  of  the  Senate.  We  are  thankful  also  to  the  Hon. 
Charles  E.  Laughton,  lieutenant-governor,  for  appointing  William  Lynch 
as  the  speaker*s  page.  We  are  thankful  and  grateful  for  this  recogni- 
tion, w^hich  we  believe  to  be  due  us,  for  the  reason  that  we  have  ]>ee!i  in 
everj'  historic  event  in  the  history  of  this  country.  We  were  with  you 
in  the  person  of  Christopher  Attucks,  whose  blood,  I  claim,  was  the  first 
spilled  on  American  soil  in  defense  of  liberty  and  justice.  We  Avere  at 
Bunker  Hill;  we  were  at  Salem;  we  were  with  Washington,  whose  name 
we  have  adopted,  when  he,  in  a  small  boat,  crossed  amid  the  ice  upon 
the  Delaware.  We  were  at  New  Orleans  with  Jackson,  and  helped  to 
pile  the  cotton  bales  that  gave  to  him  the  victory'  of  New  Orleans.  We 
were  with  Perrj'  at  the  victory  on  Lake  Erie,  in  a  small  boat,  when  he, 
wrapped  in  the  commodore's  flag,  passed  from  ship  to  ship.  We  were 
with  the  gallant  Shaw,  colonel  of  the  Fifty-fourth  Mjissachusetts  Black 
regiment,  when  he  led  that  historic  charge  and  died  upon  the  ramparts 
of  Fort  Wagner. 

We  were  with  Benjamin  F.  Butler,  as  he  guided  his  horse  hither  and 
thither,  amid  the  upturned  faces  of  the  dead  black  men  that  lay  shining 
in  the  sun,  and  I  heard  him  say  myself  that  if  ever  he  went  back  upon 
the  black  man  he  hoped  his  right  hand  might  lose  its  cunning  and  his 
tongue  cleave  to  the  roof  of  his  mouth. 

We  were  in  Colorado,  at  the  Meeker  massacre,  when  the  black  troops 
marched  seventy  miles  in  one  day  to  relieve  Major  Thornburg*8  command, 
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and  strange  as  it  may  seem,  amid  the  prejudices  which  exist  in  this 
country,  the  white  soldiers  fell  upon  the  necks  of  the  black  soldiers  and 
kissed  them. 

We  are  with  you  to-day.  We  were  with  you  last  November,  in  the 
Empire  State,  when  the  polls  closed  on  election  day  and  had  rolled  up 
22,000  colored  votes,  which  gave  the  Republican  party  36  electoral  votes, 
which  made  Benjamin  Harrison  president  of  these  United  States  —  with- 
out which  Washington  would  not  to-day  have  been  a  state  of  the  Union.

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SENATE  RULES. 

RULE  ONE. 

The  president  shall  call  the  Senate  to  order  each  day  of  sitting  at 
10  o'clock  A.  M.,  unless  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned  to  some  other 
hour. 

RULE  TWO. 

A  majority,  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Senate  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  providing  that  less  than  a 
quorum  may  adjourn  from  day  to  daj'  until  a  quorum  can  be  had. 

RULE  THREE. 

The  president  shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Senate  to  order  pre- 
cisely at  the  hour  appointed  for  meeting,  and  if  a  quorum  be  present 
shall  cause  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read.  He  shall  pre- 
serve order  and  decorum,  and,  in  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly 
conduct  within  the  chamber,  shall  order  the  sergeant-at-arms  to  sup- 
press the  same,  and  may  order  the  arrest  of  any  person  creating  any 
disturbance  within  the  Senate  chamber.  He  may  speak  to  points  of 
order  in  preference  to  members,  arising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  without  debate,  subject  to  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Senate  by  any  three  members,  on  which  appeal  no  member 
shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave  of  the  Senate.  He  shall  have 
charge  of,  and  see  that  all  officers,  attaches  and  clerks,  perfoinn  their  re- 
spective duties,  and  shall,  in  open  session,  sign  all  acts,  addresses  and 
joint  resolutions.  He  shall  sign  all  writs,  warrants  and  subpoenas  issued 
by  order  of  the  Senate,  all  of  which  shall  be  attested  by  the  secretary. 
He  shall  have  general  control  of  the  Senate  chamber  and  lobby,  and 
shall  have  the  ^^ight  to  name  any  senator  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
chair,  but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment, 
nor  authorize  the  senator  so  substituted  to  sign  any  document  requiring 
the  signature  of  the  president. 

RULE   FOUR. 

Upon  the  organization  of  the  senate  the  members  shall  select  one  of 
their  number  as  president  pro  tem.,  who  shall  have  all  the  power  and 
authority  and  who  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  president  during 
his  absence,  or  inability  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office. 

RULE  FIVE. 

The  subordinate  officei*s  of  the  Senate  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
usually  pertain  to  their  respective  positions  in  legislative  bodies  under 
the  direction  of  the  president,  and  such  other  duties  as  the  Senate  may 
impose  upon  them. 

RULE  SIX. 

The  president  shall  appoint  all  special,  joint,  and  the  following  stand- 
ing committees  on  the  part  of  the  Senate:

KULE   SEVEN. 

When  a  motion  is  made  to  refer  any  subject,  and  dilTerent  committees 
are  i)roi)osed.  the  question  shall  be  taken  in  the  following  order: 

First  —  The  committee  of  the  whole  Senate. 
Second — A  standing  committee. 
Third  —  A  select  committee. 

KULE   EIGHT. 

The  several  committees  shall  fully  consider  all  measures  referred  to 
them.  They  shall  acquaint  themselves  with  the  interests  of  the  state 
specially  represented  by  the  committee,  and  from  time  to  time  present 
such  bills  and  reports  as  in  their  judgment  will  advance  the  interests  and 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  the  state. 
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No  comniittee  shall  sit  during  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Senate  unless 
In'  special  leave. 

KULE  NINE. 

All  reports  of  commit  tees  shall  be  signed  by  such  members  thereof  as 
concur  therein,  and  the  report,  with  the  name  or  names  signing  the  same, 
shall  be  read  by  the  secretary,  or  at  the  secretary's  de*k  by  the  member 
making  the  report,  without  a  motion,  unless  the  reading  be  dispensed 
with  by  the  Senate.  The  meml)ei*s  of  the  committee  not  concurring  in 
the  majority  report  shall  prepare  a  written  minority  report,  sign  and 
present  the  same  to  the  Senate.  And  both  majority  and  minority  reports 
shall  in  all  cases  be  spread  in  full  upon  the  journal. 

RULE  TEN. 

No  committee  shall  employ  assistance  or  incur  any  expense,  except 
by  peimission  of  the  Senate  previously  obtained. 

RULE  ELEVEN. 

In  forming  the  committee  of  the  whole,  the  president  shall  name  a 
chairman  to  preside,  and  all  bills  considered  shall  be  read  by  sections, 
and  the  chairman  shall  call  for  amendments  and  debates  thereon  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  reading  of  each  section.  The  body  of  the  bill  shall  not 
be  defaced  or  interlined,  but  all  amendments  (noting  the  page  and  line) 
shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  secretary  on  a  separate  paper,  as  the  same 
shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  so  reported  to  the  senate  for 
action. 

RULE  TWELVE. 

The  rules  of  the  Senate  shall  apply  to  preceedings  in  committee  of 
the  whole,  except  that  the  previous  question  shall  not  be  ordered,  nor 
the  ayes  and  noes  demanded;  but  the  committee  may  limit  the  number 
of  times  that  any  member  may  speak  at  any  stage  of  proceedings  during 
its  sitting. 

RULE  THIRTEEN. 

Messages  may  be  received  by  the  president  while  the  committee  of 
the  whole  is  sitting;  in  which  case  the  president  will  resume  the  chair, 
receive  the  message,  and  vacate  the  chair  in  favor  of  the  chairman  of  the 
committee. 

RULE   FOURTEEN. 

A  motion  that  the  committee  of  the  whole  rise  shall  always  be  in 
order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

RULE   FIFTEEN. 

"f  he  Senate  may  at  any  time,  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members 
present,  suspend  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  Senate  for  the  purpose  of 
going  into  the  committee  of  the  whole  for  the  consideration  of  any  bill, 
memorial  or  resolution  before  the  Senate. 

RULE   SIXTEEN. 

The  committees  on  enrolled  and  engrossed  bills  may  report  at  any 
time  during  the  sitting  of  the  Senate,  except  when  the  Senate  is  sitting 
in  committee  of  the  whole. 
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RULE  SEVENTEEN. 

After  the  roll  is  called,  and  the  journal  read  and  approved,  business 
shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials,  resolutions  and  motions. 

2.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

3.  Reports  of  select  committees. 

4.  Messages  from  the  governor  and  other  state  officers. 

5.  Messages  from  the  House  of  Representatives. 

6.  Introduction  and  first  reading  of  bills. 

7.  Second  reading  and  reference  of  bills. 

8.  Business  on  general  tile  and  third  reading  of  bills. 

9.  Business  lying  on  the  table. 
10.  The  orders  of  the  day. 

li.  Unfinished  business. 

RULE  EIGHTEEN. 

The  president  shall  on  each  day  announce  to  the  Senate  the  business  in 
order,  agreeably  to  the  preceding  rule,  and  rio  business  shall  be  taken  up 
or  considered  until  the  class  to  which  it  belongs  shall  be  declared  to  be  in 
order. 

RULE   NINETEEN. 

The  unfinished  business  at  the  preceding  adjournment  shall  have  the 
preference  in  the  orders  of  the  day,  excepting  special  orders,  and  no 
motion  or  any  other  business  shall  be  received  without  special  leave  of 
the  Senate  until  the  former  is  disposed  of. 

RULE   TWENTY. 

At  least  one  day's  notice  shall  be  given  of  the  introduction  of  a  V)ill, 
unless  by  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Senate,  or  the  bill  be  presented  by 
a  committee  in  the  discharge  of  its  duty. 

RULE  TWENTY-ONE. 

Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  previous  to  its  passage.  The 
l)resident  shall  give  notice  at  each,  whether  it  be  the  first,  second  or 
third  reading.  The  first  and  second  readings  may  by  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  Senate  be  on  the  same  day.  The  third  reading  of  every  bill  shall 
be  by  sections,  and  upon  its  final  passage  the  vote  must  be  taken  by  yeas 
and  nays,  the  names  of  the  Senators  voting  for  and  against  the  same  be 
entered  upon  the  journal,  and  the  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  the 
Senate  must  hv  recorded  thereon  as  voting  in  its  favor  to  secure  its  pas- 
sage by  the  Semite. 

RULE   TWENTY-TWO. 

All  bills  that  have  passed  a  second  reading  which  have  not  been  re- 
ferred, and  all  bills  reported  by  committees  after  the  second  reading, 
shall  be  placed  on  the  general  file,  and  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in 
which  they  became  entitled  to  a  position  on  the  file,  unless  otherwise 
specially  ordered  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Senate. 
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RULE   TWENTT-THBEE. 

Engrossed  bills  shall  be  placed  at  the  head  of  the  general  file  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  reported  engrossed  (except  general  appropriation 
bills,  which  shall  be  placed  at  the  head  of  the  general  file). 

RULE  TWENTY-FOUR. 

A  bill  may  be  committed  with  special  instructions  to  amend  at  any 
time  before  taking  the  final  vote. 

RULE   TWENTY-FIVE. 

No  bill  shall  embrace  more  than  one  subject,  and  that  shall  be  ex- 
pressed in  the  title. 

RULE   TWENTY-SIX. 

No  bill  shall  ever  be  revised  or  amended  by  mere  reference  to  its  title, 
but  the  act  revised  or  the  section  amended  shall  be  set  forth  at  full  length. 

RULE  TWENTY-SEVEN. 

No  bill  shall  be  considered  in  the  Senate  unless  the  time  of  its  intro- 
duction shall  have  been  at  least  ten  days  before  the  final  adjournment  of 
the  Senate,  unless  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  direct  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  thereto,  said  vote  to  be  taken  by  yeas 
and  nays,  and  entered  upon  the  journal,  or  unless  the  same  be  at  a  special 
session. 

RULE  TWENTY-EIGHT. 

No  amendment  to  any  bill  shall  be  allowed  which  shall  change  the 
scope  and  object  of  the  bill. 

RULE  TWENTY-NINE. 

On  the  second  day  next  succeeding  the  final  vote  on  any  bill,  said  vote 
may  be  reconsidered  on  the  motion  of  any  member,  provided  notice  of 
intention  to  move  a  reconsideration  was  given  on  the  day  such  final  vote 
w^as  taken,  by  a  senator  who  voted  on  that  side  which  prevailed,  and  no 
motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  in  order  on  the  day  such  final  vote  is  taken, 
except  by  unanimous  consent.  A  motion  to  reconsider  shall  have  prece- 
dence over  every  other  motion,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn;  and  when 
the  Senate  adjourns  while  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  pending,  or  before 
passing  the  order  of  motions,  resolutions  and  notices,  the  right  to  move 
a  reconsideration  shall  continue  to  the  next  day  of  sitting.  No  notice  of 
reconsideration  of  any  final  vote  shall  be  in  order  on  the  day  preceding 
the  last  day  of  the  session.  Motions  to  reconsider  a  vote  upon  amend- 
ments to  any  pending  question  may  be  made  and  decided  at  once. 

RULE  THIRTY. 

Bills  appropriating  money  shall  be  considerered  in  committee  of  the 
whole  Senate,  and  no  change  in  the  amount  appropriated  shall  be  made 
outside  of  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

RULE  THIRTY-ONE. 

Unless  otherwise  ordered,  500  copies  of  all  bills  of  a  general  nature 
originating  in  the  Senate  shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Senate  and 
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House  of  Representativeg,  and   such  other  bills  and   matter  shall   be 
printed  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Senate. 

RULE  THIRTY-TWO. 

The  president  shall  call  the  Senate  to  order  at  the  hour  fixed  for  the 
consideration  of  a  special  order,  and  announce  that  the  special  order  is 
before  the  Senate,  which  shall  then  be  considered  unless  it  be  postponed 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  and  any  business  before  the  Senate  at  the  time  .of 
the  announcement  of  the  special  order  shall  take  its  regular  position  in 
the  order  of  business. 

RULE  THIRTY-THREE. 

Joint  resolutions  addressed  to  congress,  or  either  house  thereof,  or  to 
the  president  of  the  United  States,  or  the  heads  of  au}'^  of  the  national 
departments,  or  proposing  amendments  to  the  state  constitution,  shall 
be  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  foregoing  rules  governing  the  course  of 
bills. 

RULE  THIRTY-FOUR. 

Resolutions,  other  than  those  referred  to  in  rule  33,  shall  be  treated 
as  motions  in  all  proceedings  of  the  Senate. 

RULE  THIRTY-FIVE. 

No  motion  shall  be  entertained  until  it  shall  be  seconded,  nor  debated 
until  announced  by  the  president.  It  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and 
read  by  the  secretary',  if  desired  by  the  president  or  any  senator,  before 
it  shall  be  debated,  and  by  consent  of  the  Senate  may  be  withdrawn  be- 
fore amendment  or  action. 

RULE  THIRTY-SIX. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order.  The  name  of  the 
senator  moving  to  adjourn,  and  the  time  when  the  motion  was  made, 
shall  be  etitered  on  the  journal. 

RULE  THIRTY-SEVEN. 

When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  the 
following,  which  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  named: 

1.  To  fix  the  time  to  which  to  adjourn. 

2.  To  adjourn. 

3.  For  a  call  of  the  Senate. 

4.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

5.  For  the  previous  question. 

6.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

7.  To  commit. 

8.  To  amend. 

9.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

The  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  motions  shall  be  decided  without 
debate,  and  no  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  being  decided,  shall  again  V)e  allowed  on  the  same 
day,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  proceedings,  and  when  a  question  ha.s 
l)een  postponed  indefinitely,  it  shall  not  again  be  introduced  during  the 
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session,  except  this  rule  be  suspended  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  and  there 
iShall  be  no  reconsideration  of  a  vote  on  a  motion  to  indclinitely  postpone. 

RULE  THIKTY-EIGHT. 

A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  chiuse  of  a  bill  or  resolution  shall 
have  precedence  of  a  motion  to  commit,  or  amend,  and  if  carried  shall 
be  equivalent  to  its  rejection. 

RULE  THIRTY-NINE. 

Any  senator  may  call  for  a  division  of  a  question,  which  shall  be  di- 
vided if  it  embraces  subjects  so  distinct  that  one  being  taken  away  a 
substantive  proposition  shall  remain  for  the  decision  of  the  Senate;  but 
a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  not  be  divided. 

RULE   FORTY. 

The  previous  question  shall  not  be  jjut  unless  demanded  by  three 
senators,  whose  names  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal,  and  it  shall 
then  be  in  this  form,  "Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?"  When 
sustained  by  a  majority  of  the  senators  present  it  shall  preclude  all  de- 
bate, and  the  roll  shall  be  immediately  called  on  the  question  or 
questions  before  the  Senate,  and  all  incidental  questions  or  quCvStions  of 
order  arising  after  tlie  motion  is  made  after  the  previous  question,  and 
pending  such  motion  shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise, 
without  debate. 

RULE   FORTY-ONE. 

All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

RULE   FORTY-TWO. 

The  passage  of  a  bill  or  action  on  a  question  is  lost  l>y  a  tie  vote,  but 
when  the  vote  of  the  Senate  is  equally  divided,  the  lieutenant-governor, 
when  presiding,  shall  have  the  deciding  vote. 

RULE   FORTY-THREE.       ^ 

The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  when  called  for  by  one-sixth  of  all 
the  senators  present,  and  every  senator  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate 
shall  vote,  unless  excused  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Senate,  and  the 
votes  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal,  and  the  names  of  senators  de- 
manding the  yeas  and  nays  shall  also  be  entered  upon  the  journal. 

RULE   FORTY-FOUR. 

In  filling  blanks  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall  be  first  put. 

RULE   FORTY- FIVE. 

Where  the  reading  of  any  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  objected  to  by 
any  senator,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  and  without 
debate. 

RULE  FORTY'-SIX. 

Messages  from  the  governor,  other  state  officers,  and  from  the  assem- 
bly, may  be  considered  at  any  time  by  consent  of  the  Senate. 
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RULE  FORTY-SEVEN. 

When  any  senator  is  about  to  spe^k  in  debate,  or  submit  any  matter 
to  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and,  standing  in  his  place,  re- 
spectfully address  himself  to  "Mr.  President,"  and,  when  recognized,  shall 
in  a  courteous  manner,  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  avoid- 
ing personalties,  and  when  finished  shall  resume  his  seat.  No  senator 
shall  impeach  the  motives  of  any  other  member,  nor  speak  more  than 
twice  (except  for  explanation)  during  the  consideration  of  any  one  ques- 
tion, on  the  same  day,  nor  a  second  time  without  leave,  when  others  who 
have  not  spoken  desire  the  floor,  but  incidental  and  subsidiary  questions 
arising  during  the  debate  shall  not  be  considered  the  same  question. 

RULE  FORTY-EIGHT. 

If  any  senator,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of  the 
Senate,  the  president  shall,  or  any  senator  may  call  him  to  order,  and 
when  a  senator  shall  be  so  called  to  order  he  shall  resume  his  seat  and 
not  proceed  without  leave  of  the  Senate,  which  leave,  if  granted,  shall 
be  upon  motion  "That  he  be  allowed  to  proceed  in  order,"  when,  if  car- 
ried, he  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  consideration. 

RULE  FORTY-NINE. 

Every  decision  on  points  of  order  by  the  president  shall  be  subject  lo 
appeal;  and  no  discussion  of  a  question  or  order  shall  be  allowed,  ex- 
cept on  appeal  of  three  Senators,  and  in  all  cases  of  appeal  the  question 
shall  he,  "Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
Senate?" 

RULE   FIFTY. 

In  cases  of  breaches  of  decorum  or  propriety  any  senator,  ofticer  or 
other  person  shall  be  liable  to  such  censure  or  punishment  as  the  Senate 
may  deem  jiroper,  and  if  any  senator  be  called  to  order  for  offensive  or 
indecorous  language  or  conduct,  the  person  calling  him  to  order  shall 
report  the  language  or  conduct  excepted  to,  which  shall  be  taken  down 
or  noted  at  the  secretary's  desk,  and  no  member  shall  be  held  to  answer 
for  any  language  used  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  if  business  has  inter- 
vened before  exception  to  the  language  was  thus  taken  and  noted. 

RULE   FIFTY-ONE. 

When  two  or  more  senators  rise  up  at  the  same  time  to  address  the 
chair,  the  president  shall  name  the  one  who  shall  speak  first,  giving 
preference,  when  practicable,  to  the  mover  or  introducer  of  the  subject 
under  consideration. 

RULE   FIFTY-TW^O. 

The  author  of  a  bill,  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
opening  and  closing  debate  upon  same,  unless  the  previous  question  has 
been  moved  and  sustained. 

RULE   FIFTY-THREE. 

Any  senator  or  senators  may  protest  against  the  action  of  the  Senate 
upon  any  question,  and  have  such  protest  entered  upon  the  journal. 
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RULE  FIPTY-FOUR. 

Any  senator  may  rise  to  a  question  of  privilege  and  explain  a  matter 
peraonal  to  himself,  by  leave  of  the  president,  but  he  shall  not  discuss 
any  pending  question  in  such  explanation. 

RULE   FIFTY-FIVE. 

No  senator  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Senate  without 
leave,  except  in  case  of  accident  or  sickness;  and  if  any  senator  or  officer 
shall  so  al>sent  himself,  his  per  diem  shall  not  be  allowed  or  paid  him, 
and  no  senator,  officer  or  attache  shall  obtain  leave  of  absence  or  be  ex- 
cused from  attendance  without  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

RULE  FIFTY-SIX. 

A  call  of  the  Senate  may  be  moved  by  three  senators,  whose  names 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal,  and  if  carried  by  a  majority  of  all  pres- 
ent, the  secretary  shall  call  the  roll  and  note  the  absentees,  after  which 
the  names  of  the  absentees  shall  again  be  called.  The  doors  shall  then 
be  closed,  and  the  sergeant-at-arms  directed  to  take  into  custody  all  who 
may  be  absent  without  leave,  and  all  senators  so  taken  into  custody  shall 
be  presented  at  the  bar  of  the  Senate  for  such  action  as  the  Senate  ma\' 
deem  proper. 

RULE  FIFTY-SEVEN. 

A  senator,  being  absent  at  roll  call,  may  ask  to  have  his  name  called. 

RULE  FIFTY-EIGHT. 

In  all  eases  of  election  by  the  Senate  the  votes  shall  be  taken  viva 
voce,  and  no  senator  or  other  person  shall  remain  by  the  secretary's  desk 
while  the  roll  is  being  called,  or  the  votes  are  being  counted.  No  senator 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  except  when  at  his  seat,  nor  upon  any  question  in 
which  he  is  in  any  way  personally  or  directly  interested,  nor  be  allowed 
to  explain  his  vote  or  discuss  the  question  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are 
))eing  called,  nor  change  his  vote  after  the  result  is  announced. 

RULE  FIFTY-NINE. 

The  announcement  of  all  votes  shall  be  made  by  the  president,  and 
the  announcement  of  the  result  of  any  vote  shall  not  be  postponed. 

RULE  SIXTY. 

Witnesses  summoned  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Senate,  to  appear  before 
the  Senate,  or  any  of  its  committees,  shall  be  paid  for  each  day's  attend- 
ance, $8.  For  each  mile  traveled  in  coming  to  the  place  of  examination, 
15  cents,  and  nothing  shall  be  paid  for  travel  where  the  witness  was 
served  at  the  place  of  examination,  and  no  mileage  shall  be  paid,  except 
where  the  witness  actually  traveled  for  the  purpose  of  giving  testimony. 

RULE  SIXTY-ONE. 

No  person,  except  state  and  United  States  officers,  the  president, 
officers  and  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  shall 
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he  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  except  by  special  invitation  on 
the  part  of  some  member,  and  a  majority  of  the  senators  may  by  vote 
authorize  the  president  to  have  the  Senate  chamber  cleared  of  all  per- 
sons, except  members  and  officers  of  the  Senate;  and  the  Senate  chamber 
shall  not  be  used  for  any  but  legislative  business  during  the  session,  ex- 
cept by  permission  of  the  Senate  given  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

RULE  SIXTY-TWO. 

Smoking  shall  not  be  allowed  within  the  Senate  chamber  during  the 
sessions  of  the  Senate,  nor  .shall  indecorous  conduct,  boisterous  or  un- 
becoming language,  be  permitted  there  at  any  time. 

RULE  SIXTY-THREE. 

The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  as  contained  in  Jefferson's  Manual 
shall  govern  the  Senate  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in 
which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  rules  and  orders  of  this  Senate, 
and  the  joint  rules  of  this  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives. 

RULE   SIXTY-FOUR. 

No  standing  rule  or  order  of  this  Senate  shall  be  rescinded  or  changed 
without  a  vote  of  tw^o-thirds  of  the  members,  and  one  dav's  notice  of  the 
motion  therefor,  but  a  rule  or  order  may  be  temporarily  suspended  for  a 
special  purpose  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  When 
the  suspension  of  a  rule  is  called  for,  and  after  due  notice  from  the 
president  no  objection  is  offered,  he  may  announce  the  rule  suspended, 
and  the  Senate  may  proceed  accordingly;  but  this  shall  not  apply  to  that 
portion  of  rule  22  relating  to  the  third  reading  of  bills,  which  cannot  be 
suspended. 

Report  adopted,  and  Senator  Houghton  appointed  by  the  presi- 
dent a  committee  of  one  to  attend  to  the  printing  of  said  rules. 

The  Senate  committee  to  notify  the  House  reported  that  that 
body  would  be  ready  to  meet  the  Senate  in  joint  convention  at  12 
o'clock. 

Rej)ort  received,  and  committee  discharged. 

JOmT  SESSION  OF  LEGISLATURE. 

The  Senate  then  j)roceeded  in  a  body  to  the  hall  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  where  in  joint  convention  of  both  bouses  the 
votes  for  two  L^nited  States  senators  in  each  house  were  canvassed; 
President  Charles  K.  Laughton  of  the  Senate  presiding. 

The  result  showed  that  on  the  first  vote  in  the  Senate  John  B. 
Allen  received  25  votes;  George  Turner  received  6  votes;  Watson 
C.  Squire  received  2  votes;  Chauncey  W.  Griggs  received  I  vote; 
34  votes  cast. 

The  second  vote  in  the  Senate,  as  shown  by  the  journal,  was  as 
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follows:  Wat8on  C.  Squire  received  30  votes;  John  W.  Sprague 
received  3  votes;  C.  S.  Voorhees  received  1  vote;  34  votes  cast. 

The  vote,  as  shown  by  the  journal,  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives was  as  follows:  On  the  first  vote  for  United  States  senator 
John  B.  Allen  received  46  votes;  George  Turner  received  14  votes; 
Charles  S.  Voorhees  received  H  votes;  Thomas  H.  Brents  received 
1  vote;  total,  69  votes. 

On  the  second  vote  for  United  States  senator  in  the  House  it 
was  shown  that  Watson  0.  Squire  received  46  votes;  John  W. 
Sprague  received  10  votes;  W.  J.  Thompson  received  3  votes; 
Chauncey  W.  Griggs  received  8  votes;  George  Turner  received  1 
vote;  John  F.  Gowey  received  one  vote;  total  69  votes. 

It  appearing  that  John  B.  Allen  and  Watson  C-  Squire  had  re- 
ceived a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  in  each  house,  President 
Laughton  of  the  joint  convention  declared  John  B.  Allen  and 
Watson  C.  Squire  duly  elected  members  of  congress  to  represent 
the  State  of  Washington  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States. 

Upon  the  adjournment  of  the  joint  convention  the  Senate  re- 
turned to  the  Senate  chamber,  and  on  motion  of  Senator  L.  F. 
Thompson  at  12:40  adjourned  until  to-morrow  at  I  o'clock  p.  m.

Senate  called  to  order  pursuant  to  adjournment;  the  president  in 
the  chair. 

Roll  called;  all  members  present  except  Senator  Snow,  absent  on 
leave,  and  Senators  Fairweather  and  Thompson  (G.  T.),  excused. 

Prayer  offered  by  the  Rev.  J.  R.  Chaplin  of  Olympia. 

Journal  of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 

Senator  Whalley  called  to  the  chair  temporarily  by  the  president. 

Senator  Kinnear  offered  the  following: 

SENATE  CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION  NO.  6. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring, 
ThaU  until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  supreme  court  of  the  State  of 
Washington  may  hold  its  sessions  in  the  new  library  room  of  the  Capitol

at  Olympia,  and  the  clerk  of  said  court  may  have  his  office  in  the  same 
place. 

Adopted. 

Senator  Luce  offered  tbe  following: 

Mb.  President : 

We,  your  committee  on  rules  and  joint  rules,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
at  a  joint  conference  of  the  Senate  and  House  committees  the  accom- 
panying rules  were  agreed  to  as  the  joint  rules  of  the  Legislature.  We, 
therefore,  respectfully  recommend  their  adoption. 

'  F.  H.  Luce,  Chairman. 

The  joint  rules  were  read. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Houghton,  rule  "7  was  amended  by  insert- 
ing **and  claims"  after  the  title,  and  adding  to  the  rule  the  fol- 
lowing: *'The  standing  committee  on  claims  of  the  two  houses 
shall  be  a  joint  standing  committee.'' 

Senator  Houghton  was  appointed  by  the  chair  a  committee  of 
one  to  see  that  the  amendment  was  properly  inserted. 

The  report  of  committee  on  the  joint  rules  was  then  adopted  on 
motion  of  Senator  Long. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Long,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Senate 
rules  was  then  taken  up  and  read  by  paragraphs. 

Senator  Wilson  moved  that  the  word  '*with"  be  inserted  after 
the  word  ** dispensed,"  in  the  sixth  line  of  paragraph  9. 

Senator  Houghton  moved  that  section  9  be  amended  by  inserting 
after  the  word  *'by,"  in  the  first  line  **the  chairman  thereof,"  and 
striking  out  '*such  members  thereof  as  concur  therein,"  and  in 
line  7  to  change  the  word  *' shall"  to  "may." 

Senator  Rinehart  moved  the  amend  the  amendment  by  inserting 
the  word  **or"  after  the  word  ** chairman,"  and  strike  out  the 
word  ** thereof." 

Senator  Wood  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute: 

NINE. 

All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  signed  by  such  members  thereof  as 
concur  therein,  or  by  the  chairman  for  such  concurring  members  (nam- 
ing them),  and  the  report,  with  the  names  by  or  for  whom  the  same  is 
signed,  shall  be  read  by  the  secretary,  or  at  the  secretary's  desk  by  the 
member  making  the  report,  without  a  motion,  unless  the  reading  be  dis- 
pensed with  by  the  Senate.

The  chief  clerk  of  the  House  here  appeared  and  informed  the 
Senate  that  the  House  had  concurred  in  Senate  concurrent  resolu- 
tion No.  6,  relative  to  the  supreme  court  occupying  the  library  room 
at  the  capitoj. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Wilson,  the  word  "up,"  in  the  first  line 
of  paragraph  51,  was  stricken  out. 

A  clerical  error  in  paragraph  52  was  corrected. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Kinnear,  the  words  "at  his  seat,"  in  line 
6,  paragraph  58,  were  stricken  out,  and  the  words  "within  the  bar 
of  the  Senate"  inserted. 

Senator  Wood  offered  an  amendment  to  rule  58,  relative  to  ex- 
planation of  votes  of  senators,  which  was  not  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Kinnear,  paragraph  20  was  stricken  out. 

Senator  Payne  moved  that  in  paragraph  6,  line  34,  the  word 
**five"  be  stricken  out  and  "seven"  inserted,  and  in  line  39,  same 
paragraph,  the  word  "five"  be  stricken  out  and  the  word  "seven" 
inserted.

Senator  Drum  mov€»d  to  strike  out  "250  copies"  in  the  report 
and  insert  ''1,000." 

Lost. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  rules  was  then  adopted,  as 
amended. 

Senator  Parkinson  then  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  permission  be  granted  for  providing  a  lunch  stand  in 
the  entry  to  this  chamber,  and  that  the  sergeant-at-arms  select  the  per- 
son who  shall  own  or  provide  the  same.

Senate  called  to  order,  ))ursuant  to  adjournment;  the  president 
in  the  chair. 

Roll  called,  all  present,  except  Senator  Snow,  absent  on  leave. 
Prayer  offered  by  Rev.  G.  A.  Landen  of  Olympia. 
Journal  of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 
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Senator  Houghton  introduced  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  state  and  state  treasurer  be  requested  to 
furnish  the  Senate,  for  its  information,  with  a  statement  of  the  financial 
resources  and  liabilities  of  the  state. 

Adopted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Owings,  the  sergeant-at-arms  was  instructed 
to  procure  a  copy  of  the  code  of  Washington  Territory  and  such 
other  enactments  as  there  are  on  hand,  one  copy  of  each  for  each 
senator  and  the  president. 

Senator  Lawrence,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  invitation  to 
clergymen,  made  a  report,  stating  that  an  invitation  had  been  ex- 
tended to  all  the  clergymen  of  Olympia,  who  had  agreed  to  be 
present  this  week,  and  suggested  that  it  would  be  more  convenient 
to  have  one  elected  if  the  Senate  would  conclude  that  a  chaplain 
could  be  elected  and  paid. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rinehart,  the  report  was  laid  on  the  table 
for  the  present. 

Senator  Kneeland,  chairman  of  the  joint  committee  on  salaries 
and  compensation  of  the  emj)loyes  of  the  Senate  and  House,  made 
a  report,  as  follows: 

Mk.  Prksident  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate: 

Your  committee  on  salaries  and  compensations,  appointed  to  confer 
with  a  similar  committee  from  the  House,  would  most  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  agreed  upon  the  amount  of  salaries  or  compensations  that 
shall  be  paid  to  each  of  the  employes  in  the  Senate  and  Hoiise,  except- 
ing the  committee  clerks  — these,  we  believe,  were  put  out  of  our  reach 
by  a  motion  which  passed  the  Senate,  that  committee  clerks  could  only 
l>e  employed  by  members  of  committees,  who  should  apply  to  the  Senate 
for,  and  obtain  from  the  Senate,  permission  to  employ  such  committefe 
clerks,  at  a  compensation  to  be  fixed  l\v  the  Senate,  and  a  list  of  such 
compensations  is  herewith  submitted. 

Your  committee  would  also  recommend  that  the  president  of  the 
Senate  be  allowed  to  employ,  during  this  session  of  the  Senate,  one  clerk 
at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  four  dollars  per  diem.

The  report  was,  on  motion  of  Senator  Rinehart,  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Wilson,  the  members  of  the  press  were 
extended  the  privileges  of  the  Senate  floor. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Houghton,  a  committee  of  three  senators 
was  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  House  and  inform  that  body  that 
the  Senate  was  ready  to  meet  them  in  joint  session  to  hear  the  mes- 
sage of  Governor  E.  P.  Ferry. 

The  president  appointed  Senators  Houghton,  Vestal  and  Drum 
as  such  committee.  They  repaired  to  the  House,  and,  on  returning, 
informed  the  Senate  that  the  House  was  readv  to  meet  them. 

JOINT  SESSION. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Kinnear,  the  Senate  proceeded  in  a  body- 
to  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  where  the  Senate  and 
House  met  in  joint  convention,  President  Laughton  presiding. 

A  call  of  the  roll  of  the  Senate  and  House  was  had,  and  a  quorum 
of  each  found  present. 

Governor  Ferrv  was  introduced  bv  a  committee  of  three,  a« 
follows:  Senator  L.  F.  Thompson  and  Representatives  Browne 
(of  Pierce)  and  Grant. 

The  governor  then  delivered  his  iirst  message,  after  which  the 
two  houses  dissolved. 
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THE  FIRST  MESSAGE. 

M£SSAG£  OF  GOVERNOR  E.  P.  FERRY,  DELIVERED  TO  THE  SENATE  AND 
HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  THE  STATE  OF  WASHINGTON,  IN  JOINT 
SESSION   ASSEMBLED,  NOVEMBER  22.  1889. 

OerUlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Iffouse  of  Representatives: 

The  convening  of  the  first  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Washington  is  a 
most  important  event  in  our  history,  and,  as  the  representative  of  the 
executive  clepartraent,  I  extend  to  you  my  sincere  congratulations.  The 
great  honor  which  has  been  confen*ed  upon  you  by  your  fellow  citizens 
is  a  marked  one,  which  cannot  fail  to  awaken  in  you  pardonable  feelings 
of  pride  and  gratification.  Other  Legislatures  of  Washington  there  will 
be,  but  this  is  the  first.  You  are  the  pioneers  of  state  legislation.  To 
you  has  been  assigned  the  work  of  laying  the  foundation  upon  which  the 
lawmakers  of  the  future  will  build;  of  so  establishing  the  institutions  of 
the  state  that  they  will  be  in  keeping  Avith  the  modest  present,  yet 
capable  of  expansion  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  future;  and  you 
have  the  great  privilege  of  bearing  a  most  important  part  in  the  found- 
ing of  the  state  government. 

While  the  position  which  you  occupy  is  one  of  peculiar  honor,  the 
duties  pertaining  to  it  are  also  of  peculiar  responsibility.  The  powers 
possessed  by  you  are  limited  only  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  of  this  state.  It  is  your  province  to  make  precedents,  not  to  follow 
them;  to  mark  the  way,  that  others  may  walk  in  the  path  which  you 
have  made.  Your  position  is  unparalleled,  so  far  as  this  commonwealth 
is  concerned.  The  situation  of  the  State  of  Washington  is  like  that  of  a 
young  man  entering  upon  the  serious  business  of  life.  In  his  mind  are 
the  precepts  which  he  has  learned  in  childhood  and  in  youth.  Before  and 
about  him  are  the  examples  of  others  who  have  entered  upon  their 
active  career  under  similar  circumstances  to  those  in  which  he  is  placed. 
Behind  him  are  incomplete  and  unsatisfactory  experiences,  Which  are 
totally  inadequate  to  serve  as  guides  for  future  acts,  or  to  furnish  rules 
for  future  conduct.  The  commonwealth  of  Washington  has  arrived  at 
manhood.  Its  childhood,  its  youth,  are  passed.  It  has  to  guide  it  the  ex- 
ample of  other  states,  which  have  been  similarly  situated,  together  with 
the  incomplete  experiences  of  its  own  period  of  territorial  existence.  It 
is  your  high  prerogative  and  imperative  duty  to  start  it  aright  in  the 
larger  life  upon  which  it  is  now  entering. 

CONSTITUTIONAL   REQUIREMENTS. 

The  constitution  of  the  State  of  Washington  designates  certain  legisla- 
tion which  should  be  enacted.  Although  this  duty  is  not  directly  im- 
posed upon  you,  yet  it  is  evident  that  it  was  intended  that  the  subjects 
referred  to  should  be  considered  by  the  first  Legislature.  Of  the  matters 
to  which  your  attention  is  thus  pointedly  directed,  I  will  refer  briefly  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  presented  in  the  constitution. 
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CONVICT  LABOK. 

After  the  first  da^^  of  January  next  the  labor  eonvicts  in  the  peni- 
tentiary cannot  be  let  out  to  any  person  or  corporation,  and  you  are  re- 
quired to  provide  for  the  workinf?  of  convicts  for  the  benefit  of  the  state. 
Early  legislation  upon  this  subject  is  necessary  in  order  that  the  system 
of  labor  adopted  by  you  may  go  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  the 
coming  year,  which  is  clearly  intended  by  the  constitution. 

BUREAU    OF   STATISTICS,  AGKKrULTlTRE    AND    IMMIGRATION. 

The  constitution  provides  ( article  2.  section  34,)  that  "there  shall  be 
established  in  the  oflSce  of  the  secretiu'v  of  state  a  Bureau  of  Statistics, 
Agriculture  and  Immigration,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Legislature 
may  provide."  It  becomes  your  duty,  therefore,  to  establish  such  a  bureau 
and  to  prescribe  the  duties  and  to  provide  for  the  compensation  of  such 
oflScers  as  may  become  necessary  for  its  successful  operation.  The  name 
given  to  the  proposed  bureau  by  the  constitution  suflScientlj'  indicates  it« 
general  scope,  and  it  is  your  duty  to  make  such  provision  as  in  your  judg- 
ment will  best  attain  the  end  which  is  obviously  designed. 

PROTECTION    OF   MINERS   AND   OTHERS. 

You  are  also  directed  (article  2,  section  35,)  to  "pass  necessary  laws 
for  the  protection  of  persons  working  in  mines,  factories  and  other  em- 
ployments dangerous  to  life  or  deleterious  to  health,"  and  to  "fix  pains 
and  penalties  for  the  enforcement  of  the  same."  There  is  a  mining  law 
now  in  force  which  has  given  general  satisfaction  to  those  most  interested 
in  its  operation.  This  law,  modified  in  some  particulars,  and  so  extended 
in  scope  as  to  apply  to  persons  employed  in  other  lines  of  industry,  as 
well  as  to  miners,  would  doubtless  meet  the  requirements  of  the  consti- 
tution and  give  protection  to  those  for  whom  it  is  designed..  This  is  a 
subject  to  which  I  would  earnestly  direct  your  attention.  The  citizen  has 
a  right  to  look  to  the  state  for  the  fullest  posvsible  protection  against  bodily- 
injury  in  his  efforts  to  secure  a  livelihood,  no  less  than  against  injury 
which  is  designed  and  malicious.  The  enactment  of  a  law  which  will 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section  to  their  fullest  extent  would  be  as 
acceptable  to  the  people  of  the  state  lus  it  would  be  beneficial  to  those 
who  are  engaged  in  dangerous  employments. 

FREE    PASSES. 

I  direct  your  attention  to  section  39  of  article  2,  which  is  as  follows: 

"  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  holding  office  in  this  state  to  accept  or  use  a  pass, 
or  to  purchase  transportation  from  any  railroad  or  other  corporation,  other  than  as  the 
same  may  be  purchased  by  the  general  public,  and  the  Legislature  shall  pass  laws  to  en- 
force this  provision." 

You  will  obsene  that  this  section  specifically  directs  you  to  enact  a 
law  for  the  accomplishment  of  a  stated  purpose.  In  connection  with  this 
subject,  I  also  direct  your  attention  to  section  20.  article  12,. and  suggest 
the  enactment  of  a  law  to  carry  those  sections  into  effect. 
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COMMISSIONER   OF   PUBLIC   LANDS. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  prescribe  the  duties  and  fix  the  com- 
pehsation  of  the  commissioner  of  public  lands.  This  office  is  created  by 
the  constitution;  the  incumbent  has  been  elected  by  the  people;  but  no 
powers  have  been  conferred  upon  him  or  duties  prescribed.  It  is  to  be 
inferred  from  the  title  given  to  this  officer,  that  it  w^as  designed  that  he 
should  have  the  management  and  control  of  all  lands  donated  by  the 
general  government  to  the  state,  but  the  powers  and  duties  to  be  exer- 
cised and  discharged  by  him  are  subjects  over  which  you  have  full  con- 
trol. It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  until  there  is  legislation,*  this  officer, 
although  elected  and  qualified,  can  perform  no  duties. 

JUSTICES    OF   THE    PEACE. 

You  are  required  to  "determine  the  number  of  justices  of  the  peace  to 
be  elected  in  corporate  cities  and  towns  and  in  precincts,"  and  to  pre- 
scribe their  powers,  duties  and  jurisdiction. 

ELECTIONS. 

In  the  matter  of  elections,  the  constitution  confers  upon  you  large 
powers,  prescribing,  for  the  most  part,  however,  in  what  direction  they 
shall  be  used.  You  are  instructed  to  provide  a  method  of  voting  which 
will  secure  to  every  elector  absolute  secrecy  in  preparing  and  depositing 
his  ballot.  In  devising  such  a  method  you  are  allowed  the  largest  free- 
dom of  action,  the  only  limitation  being  the  provision  that  elections 
shall  be  by  ballot.  It  is  not  necessary,  nor  do  I  desire  to  indicate  a 
choice  between  any  of  the  methods  for  securing  a  secret  ballot,  which 
may  be  urged  upon  you.  In  this  matter  you  should  exercise  the  utmost 
care,  for  upon  the  preservation  of  the  purit}'  of  the  ballot  depends  in  a 
great  measure  the  success  of  our  institutions,  and  without  absolute 
secrecy  we  cannot  hope  to  attain  even  a  reasonable  degree  of  purity  in 
our  elections.  You  are  also  directed  to  enact  a  registration  law  to  be 
enforced  in  cities  and  towns  having  a  population  of  more  than  500.  In 
addition  to  this,  you  may,  in  your  discretion,  provide  for  the  registration 
of  every  elector  in  the  state  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  right  to  vote.  You 
may  adopt  one  system  of  registration  in  cities  and  towns  having  a  popu- 
lation of  more  than  500,  and  another  applicable  to  all  other  portions  of 
the  state.  This  should  receive  your  careful  attention.  The  safeguanls 
to  be  thrown  around  the  ballot  box  to  prevent  fraud  and  corruption 
cannot  be  too  many  nor  too  stringent. 

REVENUE    AND    TAXATION. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  article  of  the  constitution  relating 
to  revenue  and  taxation.  The  matter  of  raising  revenue  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  state  government,  to  insure  the  maintenance  of  its  insti- 
tutions, and  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  debt  that  now  ex- 
ists, or  that  may.her(»after  be  incurred,  is  left  in  your  hands.  There  are 
however,  several  important  restrictions  of  which  you  should  not  lose 
sight.     Taxation  shall  be  annual,  and  the  rate  of  assessment  and  taxation 
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of  all  property  in  the  state  shall  be  uniform  and  equal.  The  property  of 
the  United  States  and  of  the  state,  counties,  school  districts  and  muni- 
cipal corporations  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  by  general  law.  You 
also  have  the  right  to  exempt  other  property  from  taxation  by  general 
laws:  Provided,  however,  that  the  property  of  corporations  shall  be 
taxed  equally  with,  and  similarly  to,  the  property  of  individuals.  You 
are  also  directed  to  provide  for  the  annual  publication  of  a  statement  of 
the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  public  moneys.  By  the  w^ise  use  of  the 
powers  granted  to  you  in  this  article  depends,  in  a  great  measure,  the 
success  or  failure  of  the  state  government.  The  power  of  taxation  is  one 
of  the  most  important  delegated  by  the  people  to  their  representatives. 
It  is  not  to  be  assumed  that  the  laws  which  you  enact  relative  to  taxa- 
tion will  not  be  changed  by  succeeding  Legislatures,  but  it  is  most  im- 
portant that  we  start  aright.  If  no  mistakes  are  made  now,  the  proba- 
bility of  mistakes  in  the  future  are  not  to  be  presumed.  I  urge  you» 
therefore,  not  only  in  behalf  of  those  who  are  now  residents  of  the  state, 
and  who  are  deeply  interested  in  this  matter,  but  in  behalf  of  those  who 
will  hereafter  become  citizens,  to  bestow  upon  this  subject  your  best  and 
most  thoughtful  consideration. 

EDUCATION. 

It  will  also  become  your  duty,  under  the  constitution,  to  provide  for  a 
general  and  uniform  system  of  popular  education,  to  include  common 
schools,  and  such  high  schools,  normal  schools  and  technical  schools  as 
may  be  established.  In  the  performance  of  this  duty  you  should  strive 
for  nothing  short  of  perfection.  Upon  public  education  depends  the  suc- 
cess of  free  governments.  Education  brings  out  all  that  is  noblest  and 
best  in  man.  Without  it  his  best  efforts  are  misdirected  and  rendered  of 
no  value.  Upon  education  depends  intelligence,  conservatism  and  re- 
spect for  law;  without  which  successful  government  by  the  people  is 
impossible.  The  system  of  education  which  you  devise  for  this  state  can- 
not be  too  broad  nor  too  liberal,  and  the  standard  which  you  fix  cannot 
be  too  high.  In  this  connection  I  desire  to  commend  to  your  consider- 
ation the  Territorial  University,  which  should  be  reorganized  and  its 
name  changed  to  "The  Washington  State  University."  This  institution 
should  be  made  worthy  of  our  commonwealth  and  a  fit  coping  stone  for 
our  educational  system. 

THE    MILITIA. 

It  will  be  your  duty  to  provide  by  law  for  organizing  and  disciplining 
the  militia  and  for  the  protection  and  safe-keeping  of  the  public  arms. 
The  organized  militia  of  the  commonwealth,  known  as  the  National 
(luard,  has  made  great  progress  during  the  past  few  years  and  is  now  in 
a  very  creditable  state  of  efficiency.  It  is  provided  with  the  latest  arms, 
and  with  complete  equipments,  and  though  small,  will  compare  favorably 
in  point  of  discipline  and  in  the  character  of  its  officers  and  men,  with 
the  organized  militia  of  any  state  in  the  Union.  The  National  Guard  of 
Washington  has  on  several  occasions  given  abundant  evidence  that  it  can 
be  depended  upon  to  maintain  order  in  any  emergency  that  may  arise. 
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Provision  should  be  made  to  increaso  the  militia  force  proportionately  to 
the  increase  in  population  and  wealth  of  the  state,  in  order  that  the  state 
may  always  have  on  hand  a  disciplined  body  of  men  who  will  give  conti- 
dence  at  any  time  of  danger,  and  maintain  its  authority  at  times  of  pu])Jic 
disturbance. 

SOLDIERS'   HOME. 

The  constitution  also  directs  you  to  provide  by  law  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  a  soldiers'  home  for  honorably  discharged  Union  soldiers,  sailors 
and  marines,  and  members  of  the  state  militia  disabled  in  the  line  of 
duty.  I  would  recommend  that  the  scope  of  this  projected  institution 
be  so  enlarged  that  its  benefits  may  be  shared  by  citizens  of  the  state 
who  have  been  honorably  discharged  after  service  in  any  of  the  wars  of 
the  republic,  and  who  have  been  disabled  while  serving  the  United 
Slates  or  the  Territory  of  Washington  in  any  of  the  Indian  wars  that 
have  taken  place  within  the  borders  of  this  state. 

COrNTY    AND    MUNICIPAL    GOVEHNMENTS. 

I  desire  to  direct  your  attention  to  sections  4,  5,  8  and  10  of  article 
XI  of  the  constitution,  relating  to  the  subject  of  county  and  nmnicipal 
government.  In  accordance  with  these  sections  it  will  be  your  duty  to 
provide  a  unifomi  system  of  county  and  township  government;  to  pro- 
vide for  the  election  of  county,  district  and  precinct  officers,  and  to  fix 
the  compensation  by  salaries  of  county  officers  and  of  constables  in 
cities  having  a  population  of  5,000  or  more.  It  will  also  be  your  duty  to 
provide  by  general  laws  for  the  incorporation,  organization  and  classifi- 
cation of  cities  and  towns.  You  have  the  power  to  permit  cities  con- 
taining a  population  of  25,000  inhabitants  or  more  to  form  charters  for 
their  own  government,  according  to  the  method  prescribed  by  the  con- 
stitution. It  is  well  known  that  several  cities  of  the  state  have  outgrown 
their  several  charters  and  will  seek  to  avail  themselves  of  this  provision 
of  the  constitution.  This  subject  will  doubtless  soon  be  brought  before 
you  by  the  action  of  these  cities. 

COKPORATIONS. 

On  the  subject  of  coporations  the  constitution  is  very  explicit.  Any 
legislation  bearing  upon  this  subject  must  be  so  framed  as  to  meejt  numer- 
ous requirements  and  to  come  within  numerous  limitations.  No  sub- 
ject which  will  come  before  you  will  be  more  worthy  than  this  of  careful 
consideration.  On  the  one  h^md.  you  should  avoid  the  passage  of  laws 
which  will  have  the  tendency  to  prevent  the  investment  of  foreign  capi- 
tal in  the  state  and  discourage  the  incepHon  of  large  enterprises.  The 
development  of  the  resources  of  our  state  has  just  >)egun  and  any  legis- 
lation which  is  too  restrictive  upon  corporations  will  materiallj'  retard 
the  advancement  of  the  commonwealth.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  your 
duty  to  enact  laws  which  will  i)revent,  so  far  as  is  possible,  the  unjust  use 
of  the  great  powers  which  are  necessarily  conferred  upon  corporations. 
You  have  in  this  respect  a  double  duty  toward  the  people.  You  should 
stimulate  the  developement  of  our  resources  by  encouraging  the  invest- 
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iiient  of  capital,  whether  it  be  that  of  corporations  or  that  of  individuals, 
but  you  should  also  enact  legislation  which  will  effectually  protect  the 
individual  against  exary  probable  aggression  on  the  part  of  corporations. 
You  are  specifically  directed  to  "pass  laws  establishing  reasonable  niax- 
inium  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight,  and 
to  correct  abuses  and  prevent  discrimination  and  extortion  in  the  rates 
of  freight  and  passenger  tariffs  on  the  different  railroads  and  other  com- 
mon carriers  in  the  state,  and  to  enforce  such  laws  by  adequate  penal- 
ties." You  also  have  power  to  establish  a  railroad  and  transportation 
commission. 

REFORM ATOBY    INSTITUTION. 

There  is  one  duty  indirectly  imposed  upon  you  by  the  constitution  to 
which  I  desire  to  direct  your  attention.  You  should,  without  unnecessai'y 
delay,  enact  legislation  looking  to  the  establishment  of  a  reformatory'  in- 
stitution for  de])raved  and  vicious  youth.  The  fact  that  no  institution  of 
tliis  kind  exists  has  been  a  reproach  to  our  commonwealth.  Youthful 
offenders  must  either  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary  with  hardened  crim- 
inals or  permitted  to  be  at  large.  Against  the  former  of  these  alterna- 
tives, judges  and  juries  are  disinclined,  and  such  offenders  are  usually 
dismissed  with  a  reprimand  or  confined  for  a  short  period  in  a  county 
jail,  no  matter  how  serious  the  offense  may  have  been.  The  effect  of 
such  leniency  is  bad.  both  upon  those  to  whom  it  is  extended  and  upon 
their  friends  and  comj)anions.  Further  than  this,  there  is  to  be  found  in 
all  our  large  cities  a  class  of  young  boys  who  defy  parental  authority  and 
have  little  regard  for  rights  of  property.  Thej^  are  well  acquainted  with 
the  police  court  and  have  no  fear  of  arrest,  as  it  is  too  frequently  followed 
by  release  with  no  further  punishment  than  a  reprimand.  It  is  most  per- 
nicious to  permit  such  youth  to  grow  to  manhood  in  vice  and  ignorance 
without  an  effort  to  reclaim  them.  An  institution  in  which  such  efforts 
would  be  made  is  imperatively  needed,  and  the  first  Legislature  of  the 
new  state  should  not  adjourn  without  enacting  necessary  legislation  for 
its  establishment. 

HARBOR   (X>M MISSION. 

The  duty  is  imposed  upon  you  by  article  10  of  the  constitution  to  ap- 
point a  commission  to  locate  and  establish  harbor  lines  in  navigable  waters 
in  front  of  the  cities  in  the  state  and  to  provide  by  general  laws  for  the 
leasing  of  the  right  to  build  wharves,  docks  and  other  structures  within 
the  harbor  lines  that  may  be  established.  This  is  a  very  important  sub- 
ject and  should  receive  your  early  attention.  Any  legislation  a.ssertive  of 
the  rights  of  the  state  to  areas  refeired  to  in  article  16  will  be  also  carry- 
ing out  the  declaration  in  article  17  of  the  constitution,  and  will  facilitate 
an  early  settlement  by  judicial  trihunals  of  the  conflicting  claims  to  what 
are  designated  in  the  constitution  as  "tide  lands," 

STATE    BOARD    OF    HEALTH. 

Article  XX  provides  for  the  organization  of  a  state  board  of  health 
and  bureau  of  vital  statistics,  with  such  powers  as  you  may  direct,  and 
for  the  enactment  of  laws  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine  and  the 
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sale  of  drugs  and  medicines.  The  ])enefit  arising  from  laws  enacted  in 
other  states  of  the  character  here  indicated  have  been  so  apparent  that  I 
need  only  diriect  your  attention  to  the  subject. 

AFFAIRS    OF    STATE. 

There  will  be  laid  before  you  the  respective  repoits  of  the  late  terri- 
torial treasurer,  territorial  auditor  and  other  officers  having  charge  of 
different  departments  under  the  late  territorial  government.  From  these 
you  will  ascertain  the  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  state,  and  be  enabled 
to  take  such  action  upon  financial  and  other  kindred  subjects  as  you  may 
deem  necessar3'^  and  proper. 

STATE    LANDS. 

The  general  government  welcomes  us  into  the  Union  with  muniticent 
endowments  of  lands  to  be  applied  to  educational  purposes  and  the  es- 
tablishment and  maintenance  of  charitable,  penal  and  reformatory  insti- 
tutions, and  for  public  buildings  at  the  state  capital.  In  addition  to 
sections  16  and  36,  which,  under  certain  restrictions  and  limitations,  are 
granted  for  the  support  of  common  schools  in  the  state,  there  are  further 
grants  as  follows:  For  erecting  pu])lic  buildings  at  the  capital  for  legis- 
lative, executive  and  judicial  purposes,  182,000  acres;  for  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  a  scientific  school,  100,000  acres;  for  state 
normal  schools,  100,000  acres;  for  state  charitable,  educational,  penal  and 
reformatory  institutions,  200,000  acres.  The  lands  granted  for  other  than 
educational  purposes  can  l)e  disposed  of  by  the  Legislature  in  such  man- 
ner as  it  may  deem  most  eonducive  to  the  interests  of  the  state;  the  only 
limitation  imposed  by  the  general  government  being  that  they  shall  be 
held,  appropriated  and  disposed  of  exclusively  for  the  purposes  men- 
tioned. The  general  government  has  obligated  itself  to  pay  to  the  state 
five  per  centum  of  the  net  proceeds  of  public  lands  lying  within  the  state, 
which  shall  be  sold  by  the  United  States  subsequent  to  our  admission  as 
a  state.  This  is  to  constitute  a  permanent  fund,  the  interest  of  which 
only  can  be  expetided  for  the  support  of  common  schools.  The  revenue 
to  be  derived  from  this  source  will  be  annually  augmented  and  will  con- 
tinue so  long  as  sales  of  public  lands  in  the  state  are  made  by  the  Unite<l 
States.  The  state  will  also  be  entitled  to  that  portion  of  the  seventy-two 
sections  granted  by  act  of  congress,  July  17,  1854,  for  an  University,  which 
it  has  not  received. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  last  years  of  the  commonwealth  under  territorial  government 
have  been  years  of  prosperity.  The  population  of  Washington  has  in- 
creased at  a  marvelous  rate,  and  the  development  of  its  resources  have 
gone  forward  without  interruption.  With  careful  legislation  and  with 
efficient  and  systematic  efforts  toward  the  development  of  our  great  re- 
.sources,  the  prosperity  with  which  we  are  at  i) resent  blessed  should  con- 
tinue indefinitely-.'  The  possibilities  of  our  commonwealth  are  great, 
and  we  may,  with  confidence,  assert  that  there  are  those  now^  living  who 
will  .see  Washington  one  of  the  most  populous  and  wealthy  and  in  every 
way  one  of  the  most  important  states  of  the  great  Union  in  which  it  has 
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just  been  admitted  under  such  favorable  auspices  and  with  such  a  hearty 
welcome.  To  be  the  first  law-maker.s  of  this  state  is  your  great  privi- 
lege. May  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  universe  aid  and  direct  you  in  the 
discharge  of  your  arduous  and  responsible  duties.  In  all  measures  de- 
vised by  you  for  the  advancement  of  the  prosperity  of  our  state  and  for 
the  welfare  of  our  people  you  will  have  my  active  and  zealous  coopera- 
tion.

The  rules  were,  on  motion,  suspended,  the  bill  read  a  first  and 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Elections. 

By  Senator  Whalley;  Senate  bill  No.  5,  An  act  for  the  incor)K)- 
ration  of  cities  and  towns  in  the  State  of  Washington  of  less  than 
20,000  inhabitants,  and  providing  for  the  re-organization  of  exist- 
ing municipal  corporations. 

The  rules  were,  on  motion,  suspended,  the  bill  read  first  and 
second  time  by  title,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Municipal 
Corporations. 

By  Senator  Baker:  Senate  bill  No.  6,  An  act  to  continue  nota- 
ries public  in  office  and  to  validate  certain  of  their  acts. 

The  rules  were,  on  motion,  suspended,  the  bill  read  first  and 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee. 
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Senator  Owings  moved  that  5,000  copies  of  the  governor's  mes- 
sage be  printed. 

Senator  Drum  moved  to  amend  to  include  the  inaugural  address 
of  the  governor.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States, 
in  Congress  Assembled: 

Your  memorialists,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  W^ashington.  would 
most  respectfully  represent,  that 

Whekeas,  Under  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  congress,  approve<l  Fcl)- 
ruarj'  22,  1889.  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  division  of  Dakota 
into  two  states,  and  to  enable  the  people  of  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota, 
Montana  and  Washington  to  form  constitutions  and  state  governments. 
and  to  be  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original 
states,  and  to  make  donations  of  public  lauds  to  such  states,"  our  just 
and  beneficent  national  government  has  granted  to  the  young  State  of 
Washington  a  magnificent  heritage  of  more  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  acres  of  the  fertile  lands  within  her  borders,  to  be  utilized  in 
the  erection  of  public  buildings,  colleges  and  universities  of  learning. 
and  the  maintenance  of  the  same,  the  prosecution  of  internal  improve- 
ments, and  the  upbuilding  and  fostering  of  a  free  public  scliool  system  — 
that  bulwark  of  our  liherties;  and 

Whekeas.  The  loss  to  our  state  of  any  part  of  this  munificent  dona- 
tion would  be  irreparahle  and  disastrous  to  the  commonwealth,  and  if 
permitted,  a  grievous  wrong  to  future  generations;  and 

Whekeas,  Under  the  existing  conditions  of  a  rapidly  increasing  popu- 
lotion,  already  great,  striving  to  appropriate  to  individual  benefit  the 
public  lands  within  our  state,  it  is  absolutely  certain  that  under  the 
various  puhlic  land  laws  now  in  force,  such  appropriation  of  all  desirahle 
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tracts  of  such  lands  will  be  effected  before  the  selection  of  lands  for  the 
state  under  such  donation  can  l)e  accomplished  as  now  provided  by  law; 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  absolutely  necessary,  in  order  tiiat  the  intention  of  the 
national  government  may  be  fully  carried  out  in  pursuance  of  the  spirit 
prompting  such  donation,  and  that  the  state  may  not  be  dispoiled  of  the 
precious  gift,  that  congress  take  legislative  action  in  order  that  section  19 
of  said  act  may  be  rendered  operative  and  of  full  force,  and  that  the 
public  lands  within  the  state  may  not  be  entirely  appropriated  by  indi- 
viduals before  the  same  is  surveyed,  or  an  opportunity  given  for  a  selec- 
tion of  lands  under  such  donation  on  behalf  of  the  state; 

Therefore,  We  most  earnestly  and  respectfully  petition  your  honor- 
able bodies  that  you  enact  such  legislation  as  will  effect  the  purpose  of 
that  part  of  said  act  relating  to  the  donation  of  lands  to  the  State  of 
Washington,  and  effectually  prevent  the  appropriation  by  individuals  of 
any  of  the  public  domain  within  the  State  of  Washington  imtil  a  reason- 
able time  and  proper  opportunity  have  been  given,  subsequent  to  the 
tiling  of  the  plats  of  such  lands  in  the  local  land  offices,  for  selections  of 
said  lands  to  be  made  on  behalf  of  the  state. 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  state  is  hereby  directed  to  furnish  a 
certified  copy  of  this  memorial  to  each  of  our  senators  and  our  repre- 
sentative in  congress;  also  one  copy  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee, 
on  public  lands  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States;  and  one  copy  to  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  of  public  lands  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, commissioner  of  general  land  office  and  secretary  of  the  interior. 

And  your  memorialists  will  ever  pray. 

Senator  Luce  gave  notice  that  he  would  introduce  a  bill  to-mor- 
row regulating  the  number  of  officers  and  employes  of  the  Senate, 
and  their  salaries.

'*  Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  state  and  state  treasurer  be  requested 
to  furnish  the  Senate  for  its  information  with  a  statement  of  the  financial 
resources  and  liabilities  of  the  state." 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  there  is  no  data  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  state  covering  the  information  asked  for.  In  order  to  facil- 
itate the  business  of  the  Senate,  however,  I  have  referred  the  resolution 
in  question  to  the  state  auditor,  who  will  doubtless  give  it  immediate  at- 
tention.

Desiring  to  cooperate,  however,  in  economical  as  well  as  efficient  service 
in  the  business  of  the  state,  I  have  insisted  upon  placing  estimated  ex- 
pense items  as  low  as  necessities  would  seem  to  permit.

Gentlemen:  In  response  to  a  resolution  passed  by  your  honorable 
body  on  the  22d  inst.,  requesting  this  office  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  code 
and  session  laws  of  Washington  to  each  member  of  the  Senate,  I  would 
say  that  I  have  this  day  delivered  to  the  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  Senate, 
thirty-seven  copies  of  the  Washington  Code  of  1881.  In  respect  to  ses- 
sion laws,  I  would  say,  that  on  the  20th  inst.,  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives made  a  similar  request  on  this  office,  to  l>e  furnished  with  session 
laws,  but  was  infofmed  that  there  were  but  sixty-five  (65)  copies  of  the 
laws  of  1883  available  for  that  purpose;  a  few  of  which  have  since  been 
<lisposed  of  by  sale,  leaving  about  sixty  (60)  copies  on  hand.  I  respect-

Mr,  Pre»ideni  and  Hotiorahk  Members  of  the  State  Senate: 

Gentlemen  —  Responsive  to  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Senate  on  the 
22<l  inst.,  and  referred  to  this  office  by  the  secretary  of  state,  requesting 
information  regarding  the  financial  resources  and  liabilities  of  the  state, 
I  have  respectfully  to  report  as  follows:  The  present  resources  of  the 
state  under  existing  laws,  and  as  shown  by  credit  data  and  other  exhibits 
in  this  office,  appear  to  consist  —  Firsts  of  tax  levy  on  assessed  property 
valuations  for  general  state  purposes,  at  two  and  one-half  mills  on  the 
dollar;  serand,  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  collected  as  licenses  for 
the  sale  of  spirituous,  fermented,  malt  and  other  intoxicating  liquors  in 
the  state;  third,  receipts  from  state  convict  labor;  fourth,  miscellaneous 
sources,  such  as  the  sale  of  codes,  .session  laws,  etc. 

There  is  also  an  annual  tax  levy  of  one-fifth  of  one  mill  on  the  assess- 
ment of  property  valuations  for  defraying  current  expenses  of  the  state 
militia. 

The  resources  of  the  state  may  be  summarized  as  follows:

Estimate  from  prison  labor 15.000  00 

Miucellaneous 1,000  00

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It  will  be  seen  that  no  reference  is  made  in  the  foregoing  estimates  to 
any  balances  due  from  counties  to  the  state  from  taxes  previously  levied, 
and  now  delinquent.  I  regret  to  say  that  the  accounts  between  the 
sev^eral  coimties  and  the  territory  as  shown  bj'  the  books  of  the  late  terri- 
torial auditor,  are  not  in  such  a  condition  as  to  justify  any  estimate  of 
available  funds  to  the  state  treasury  from  this  source.  The  apparent 
balances  against  the  counties,  exclusive  of  the  levies  of  1889,  aggregate 
over  $53,000.  There  are  doubtless  many  credits,  or  abatements  in  the 
nature  of  cost  bills,  treasurers'  commissions,  delinquent  taxes,  and  mis- 
cellaneous offsets  which  have  not  been  entered  to  the  credit  of  counties, 
and  whatever  net  balance  may  be  found  due  to  the  state  from  this  source 
cannot  be  reckoned  of  greater  amount  than  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  due  on  outstanding  warrants,  before  the  same  can  be  redeemed 
by  the  state. 

The  financial  liabilities  of  the  stat«  consist  of  outstanding  warrants, 
general  fund,  amounting  to  $238,472.26;  there  are  also  unsettled  claims, 
not  audited,  which  will  perhaps  aggregate  two  or  three  thousand  dollars, 
but  of  which  it  is  now  impossible  for  this  office  to  form  a  reliable  estimate.

There  is  a  considerable  balance  of  the  tax  levy  of  1888  for  militia  pur- 
poses uncollected,  but  it  is  not  probable  that  the  amount  of  that  delin- 
quency will  exceed  the  interest  on  the  outstanding  warrants,  drawn  on 
the  militaiy  fund. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  state  resources,  1  desire  to  call  at- 
tention to  section  3,  of  an  act  pas.sed  by  the  territonal  legislature  of 
1883  (Laws  of  1883,  page  25,)  "relative  to  inspectors  of  coal  mines  and 
ventilation  of  coal  mines,"  under  the  provision  of  which  a  tax  of  four 
mills  on  each  ton  of  coal  sold  or  used  from  the  coal  mines  of  the  terri- 
tory was  levied. 

From  this  source  there  was  collected  and  paid  into  a  special  mining 
fund,  from  July  1,  1885,  to  May  1,  1888,  the  sum  of  $4,823.71;  of  this  sum. 
$3,656.56  was  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  salaries  of  coal  mine  in- 
spectors, and  the  balance,  $1,167.15,  transferred  to  the  general  fund. 
Since  May  1,  1888,  no  receipts  have  come  into  the  treasury  from  this 
source. 

"An  act  in  relation  to  coal  mines"  was  passed  by  the  legislature  of 
1887-8  (Laws  1887-8,  page  32),  and  while  it  in  general  terms  repeals  all 
"acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  therewith,"  it  makes  no  reference  to 
the  law  of  1883,  imposing  a  mining  tax,  and  therefore  in  my  judgment 
the  validity  of  section  3,  of  the  law  of  1883,  herein  referred  to,  has  not 
been  repealed  or  nullified  by  the  law  of  1887-8,  in  relation  to  coal  mines, 
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or  by  any  other  act  of  the  legislature.  It  was  doubtless  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal objects  of  the  legislature  of  1888,  in  creating  this  separate  "mining 
fond,"  to  provide  means  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  coal  mine  in- 
spectors. 

The  salaries  of  these  officers,  under  the  present  law,  aggregate  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  which,  during  the  last  biennial  term 
have  been  paid  from  the  general  fund.  It  will  be  seen  at  a  glance  that 
this  is  an  unjust  financial  expedient,  imposing  a  tax  levy  upon  the  people, 
or  property^  valuations  in  general,  of  the  State,  directly  in  the  interest  of 
private  or  corporate  enterprises. 

Attention  is  respectfully  called  to  this  matter  that,  if  deemed  advisable, 
remedial  legislation  may  be  had  upon  the  subject.

FROM  THE  SURVEYOR-GENERAL. 

A  communication  was  read  from  Surveyor-General  Thomas  H. . 
Cavanaugb,  relative  to  the  surveyed  and  unsurveyed  lands  of  the 
state. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Kinnear  150  copies  were  ordered  printed 
for  the  use  of  the  Senate  and  House.

Hon.  Chas.  E.  Laughton,  President  of  the  Senate,  Olympia,  Washington: 

Sir — In  compliance  with  request  of  the  Senate,  in  resolution  passed 
and  received  with  your  letter  of  the  26th  inst.,  *'that  the  surveyor-gen- 
eral be  requested  to  furnish  the  Senate  for  its  information  with  such 
facts  in  regard  to  the  public  domain  within  the  State  of  Washington 
relative  to  the  amount  of  surveyed  and  unsurveyed  lands,"  etc.,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following: 

The  estimated  total  area  of  the  State  of  Washington  is  44,796,160  acres, 
of  which  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  80,  1889,  there  were  surveyed 
21,715,261  acres,  leaving  at  the  present  time  unsurveyed  23,080,899  acres, 
which  includes  3.600,000  acres  unsurveyed  in  the  Colville,  Yakama  and 
Spokane  Indian  reserv^ations,  in  eastern  Washington,  and  224,000  acres 
unsurveyed  in  the  Quinault  Indian  reservation,  in  western  Washington. 

Of  this  unsurveyed  area,  there  are  about  9,200,000  acres  in  western 
Washington,  and  13,800,000  acres  in  eastern  Washington,  and  of  the  total 
unsurveyed  area,  about  Ave  million  acres,  principally  in  western  Wash- 
ington, is  practically  unsurveyable.  For  the  three  last  preceding  years 
surveys  were  completed  in  Washington  Territory,  as  follows: 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1887 105,363  acres. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1KK8. 289,868     " 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1889 199,390     " 

Total  area  surveyed  during  last  three  years 544,651  acres. 

The  aggi-egate  area  of  all  lands  disposed  of  in  Washington  Territory, 
was,  during — 

The  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1886 544,828  acres 

The  fiscal  year  ending  June  :»,  1887 2,652,587     " 

The  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1888 4,675,194     " 

Total  area  disposed  of  during  three  preceding  years 7,772,609  acres, 

Hs  against  544,551  acres  surveyed. 

It  should  also  be  understood  that  all  of  the  unsurveye<l  portion  of  land 
in  the  State  of  Washington  is  heavily  timbered;  probably  not  one  town- 
ship of  unsurveyed  public  land  in  the  whole  state,  outside  of  Indian  n»s- 
ervations,  that  is  open  land. 

There  are  now  on  file  in  this  office  applications  for  survey  from  sel- 
lers on  unsurveyed  lands,  claiming  in  the  aggregate  500,000  acres,  located 
in  all  parts  of  the  stale,  in  150  different  townships.  Claims  would  bt» 
tiled  for  this  amount,  and  probably  a  much  larger  area,  as  soon  as  the 
land  is  surveyed.

House  bill  No.  1,  An  act  to  appropriate  money  to  pay  deficiencies 
for  supplies  furnished  for  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Steila- 
coom.  State  of  Washington;  passed  by  the  House  November  29th. 

The  rules  were  suspended,  the  bill  read  first  and  second  times 
by  title,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Stat<?  Insane. 

House  bill  No.  4,  An  act  making  appropriation  for  the  expenses 
of  the  first  State  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Washington;  passed 
by  the  House  November  80th. 

Read  first  time. 
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On  motion  of  Senator  Whalley,  the  secretary  was  instructed  to 
secure  proper  indorsements  on  the  back  of  the  House  bills  and 
memorials,  stating  their  hist.ory  in  the  House  and  the  vote  by 
which  they  were  passed. 

Senator  Forsyth,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Memorials,  re- 
ported back  to  Senate,  Senate  memorial  No.  1,  relative  to  Indian 
war  claims,  and  recommended  that  it  pass. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Jones,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted,  by  a  divisional  vote  of  14  in  the  affirmative  and  12  in  the 
negative.

Company"  of  Olympia. 

Mr.  President,  I  presume  that  I  am  the  offending  senator  whose  name 
and  reputation  Dame  Rumor  is  so  busily  engaged  in  bringing  into  unen- 
viable notoriety,  and  1  desire,  therefore,  to  make  a  brief  statement  of 
facts,  and  then  I  shall  cheerfully  and  confidently  entrust  the  question  of 
the  rectitude  of  my  course  to  this  honorable  body  and  a  candid  public. 

About  a  year  ago  I  subscribed  for  two  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
**  State  Printing  and  Publishing  Company,"  and  paid  therefor  one  hun- 
dred dollars.  At  the  time,  I  regarded  it  not  a«  an  investment,  but 
rather  in  the  light  of  a  donation  to  an  uncertain  enterprise  which  was 
}>eing  started  by  some  of  my  good  friends,  and,  finally,  the  fact  that  I 
had  bought  those  two  shares  escaped  my  memory  and  was  forgotten.

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But,  Mr.  President,  if  any  senator  or  member  of  the  House,  or  any 
citizen,  imagines  the  owning  of  two  shares  in  that  concern  could  influence 
the  vote  of  any  member  of  this  legislature,  or  that  my  personal  friend- 
ship for  individual  members  of  the  "State  Printing  and  Publishing  Com- 
pany," would  influence  my  vote  in  their  favor,  as  against  the  public  good, 
I  challenge  him  to  show  where  or  when  1  have  ever,  directly  or  indirectly, 
by  vote,  word  or  deed,  exerted,  or  even  attempted  to  exert,  such  influence. 
And,  furthermore,  I  appeal  to  the  honorable  senators  surrounding  me, 
with  an  abiding  contidence  that  they  will  bear  testimony  to  the  truth  of 
the  declaration  w^hich  I  now  solemnly  make,  that,  when  the  original  reso- 
lution was  olfered  in  the  Senate  to  give  the  printing  exclusiveiy  to  the 
"State  Printing  and  Publishing  Company"  for  thirty  days,  I  voted  for 
the  substitute  resolution  offered  by  the  honorable  senator  from  King. -Mr.

Mk.  President: 

Your  Committee  on  Printing,  to  whom  wiis  referred  House  joint  reso- 
lution No.  9,  y)eg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  carefully  examined  said 
resolution,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  impolitic  to  let  the 
contract  for  legislative  printing  to  the  lowest  bidder,  for  many  reasons, 
chief  of  which  is  that  it  would  be  impracticable  for  the  work,  more 
especially  the  printing  of  bills,  to  be  done  at  any  other  place  than  the 
seat  of  government.  This  would  confine  the  bidders  to  01ynii)ia,  where 
it  would  be  possible  for  the  few  establishments  there  to  combine  and  fix 
a  rate  greatly  in  excCvSs  of  what  the  state  should  pay  for  such  work. 

We  would  recommend  the  adoption,  by  enactment,  of  such  a  scale  of 
prices  as  to  insure  good  work  and  reasonable  remuneration  for  the  same, 
believing  that  it  is  not  the  policy  of  this  legishitive  body  to  so  reduce  the 
price  of  any  class  of  labor  that  the  artisan  cannot  receive  full  compensa- 
tion for  his  services.  If  this  legislature  should,  in  its  \vi.sdoni,  so  fix  a 
scale  of  prices  that  the  public  printer  could  employ  skilled  labor,  pay  the 
usual  wages  and  receive  a  fair  return   for  the  capital  invested  in  type. 
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presses,  etc.,  there  would  be  no  opportunity  for  jobbery,  and  the  object 
desired  would  be  attained  without  unnecessary  friction  or  expensive  and 
damaging  delays. 

We  would  therefore  recommend  that  House  joint  resolution  No.  9  be 
indefinitely  postpone^l.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

the  unanimous  conclusion  that  the  work  of  said  commission  was  not  in 
shape  to  be  presented  to  the  legislature  to  be  acted  upon  and  adopted  at 
this  time,  and  that  it  would  take  several  months  of  the  time  of  that  body 
to  complete*  the  work,  if  it  could  be  done  at  all,  in  a  satisfactory  manner, 
in  a  body  so  large. 

In  view  of  the  embarrassing  situation  your  committee  addressed  a  let- 
ter to  W.  Lair  Hill,  Escj.,  an  able  lawyer  of  this  slate,  the  gentleman  who 
compiled,  arranged  and  annotated  the  laws  of  Oregon,  and  who  has  had 
a  wide  experience  in  these  matters,  asking  him  for  such  information  as 
he  could  give,  as  to  time  required  to  complete  the  code,  probable  cost 
thereof,  and  further  asking  him  if  he  would  undertake  the  work,  to  state 
his  terms  and  price,  to  be  used  in  case  the  legislature  should  set*  lit  to 
employ  him. 

Mr.  Hill  replied  in  writing  to  the  letter  of  your  committee,  a  copy  of 
which,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  letter  of  the  committee  to  him,  is  here- 
with submitted. 

Your  committee  has  carefully  considered  Mr.  Hill's  communication, 
and  is  favorably  impressed  therewith,  and  it  is  the  unanimous  judgment 
of  the  committee  that  the  legislature  should  promptly  accept  his  terms 
for  providing  a  complete  (^ode. 

Your  committee  has  prepared  a  bill  in  duplicate  embodying  the  terms 
au<l  conditions  in  full  for  the  preparation  and  publication  of  the  code 
under  Mr.  Hill's  proposition,  and  presents  a  copy  to  each  House  for  their 
consideration  and  action,  and  respectfully  recommends  the  passage 
thereof. 

Your  committee  further  reports  that  the  code  commissioners  turned 
over  to  it  all  their  work,  unconditionally,  as  the  property  of  the  state, 
and  that  your  committee  holds  the  same  subject  to  the  order  of  the  legis- 
lature.

Gentlemen— Your  favor  of  to-day  was  duly  received,  and  1  have  given  its  contents 
careful  attention;  and,  in  response  to  the  several  inquiries,  have  to  say: 

1.  As  to  the  length  of  time  required  to  compile,  arrange,  annotate,  supply  omissiou8 
and  defects,  and  index  the  laws  of  this  state,  in  my  opinion,  based  upon  considerable  ex- 
perience in  that  line  of  work,  is,  that  one  year,  at  least,  would  be  required  to  perform  the 
work  properly.  No  man  who  has  not  attempted  such  a  task  will  be  likely  to  form  an 
adequate  idea  of  the  amount  of  labor  it  involves;  and  there  is  no  work  in  which  haste 
is  likely  to  work  greater  mischief. 

2.  With  respect  to  the  cost:  In  order  to  have  the  work  in  a  condition  to  be  submitted 
to  the  legislature,  and  in  a  condition  for  that  body  to  act  Intelligently  upon  it,  I  see  no 
practicable  way  but  by  having  it  printed  before  being  presented  to  the  legislature,  and  a 
copy  laid  upon  the  desk  of  each  member.  This  printing  could,  of  course,  go  forward  while 
the  editorial  work  is  being  done;  but  it  would  l>e  an  important  element  in  the  cost.  I 
estimate  that  the  cost  of  editorial  work,  including  clerk  hire,  would  be  about  |10,000;  and 
the  printing,  including,  say  1,000  copies,  in  two  volumes,  bound  and  put  up  in  good  law 
lx)ok  style,  after  final  action  by  the  legislature,  at  about  110,000  more. 

:>.  Would  I  be  "willing  to  undertake  this  work  if  desired  by  the  legislature?"  I  Lave 
concluded  to  say— not  without  some  hesitation  on  account  of  the  responsibility  of  the 
work— that  I  should  be  willing  to  undertake  it;  and  in  order  to  put  the  matter  into  tan- 
gible form  without  delay,  have  prepared  the  following  business  proposal  for  the  compila- 
tion and  publication  of  a  code  of  laws  for  the  state: 

1  will  compile,  arrange  and  fully  annotate  the  laws  contained  in  the  code  of  Washing- 
ton Territory  of  1881,  and  the  laws  passed  since,  including  those  of  the  present  session  of 
the  legislature;  I  will  prepare  in  form  for  eiuictment,  such  additional  laws  and  amend- 
ments and  such  repeal  or  superfluous  laws  as  seem  necessary  to  harmonize  the  whole 
body  of  our  laws  with  the  constitution  of  the  state,  and  the  hew  order  of  things  incident 
to  the  change  from  territorial  to  a  state  government,  together  with  a  bill  for  the  enact- 
ment thereof,  expecting  in  this  connection  to  be  allowed  to  make  such  use  as  seems 
desirable  of  the  work  reported  by  the  late  Territorial  Code  Commission. 

I  will  print  this  work  in  .two  royal  octavo  volumes  (which  I  estimate  at  about  800 
pages  each),  and  complete  the  entirti  work  in  time  for  action  by  the  legislature  to  meet 
in  January,  1891. 

I  will  furnish  to  the  governor  of  the  state,  for  examination  by  himself,  and  the 
Judges  of  the  supreme  and  superior  courts  and  members  of  the  legislature,  IfiO  sets  of  the 
work,  printed,  indexed  and  bound  in  paper  binding. 

Immediately  upon  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature  in  1891 1  will  republish  the  vol- 
umes, with  such  modifications  and  additions  as  the  legislature  shall  have  made,  and  de- 
liver to  the  secretary  of  state  1,000  sets  of  the  two  volumes,  printed  and  bound  in  the  best 
style  of  law-book  publishing. 
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I  shall  wish  to  receive  tu*  full  comj)ensntion  for  the  editorial  work  named,  and  the 
entire  publishing  and  republishing  of  the  volumes,  and  furnishing  of  the  1,150  copies, 
the  sum  of  $16,000,  payable  as  follows:  fl,0(K)  when  the  editorial  work  on  the  remedial 
and  penal  co<le  is  completed;  |1,(HK)  when  all  the  editorial  work  is  completed,  excepting 
the  work  of  arranging  the  general  laws  passed  at  the  session  of  1891 ;  |4,000  when  the  150 
copies  are  delivered  to  the  governor,  and  1^1,000  when  the  1,000  sets  are  delivered  to  the 
secretary  of  state. 

I  will  further  agree  to  furnish  to  the  state  and  the  public  all  the  additional  copies  re- 
<4uired,  for  a  period  of  six  years  from  date  of  final  publication,  at  a  price  not  to  exceed 
110  per  set. 

This  proposition  is  8ubmitte<i  upon  the  jis.sumption  that  if  the  legislature  should  de- 
termine to  act  upon  it,  such  action  should  be  promptly  taken,  as  I  should  not  wish  to 
undertake  a  work  of  such  magnitude  and  responsibility,  under  an  obligation  to  com- 
plete it  within  the  time  indicated,  unless  it  could  be  commenced  without  delay. 

In  explanation  of  the  difference  between  the  estimated  aggregate  cost  of  |20,000,  and 
the  proposed  amount  of  |lti,000,  it  is  pixiper  to  say  that  1  estimate  that  sales  of  the  vol- 
umet<,  in  addition  to  the  1,000  copies  of  the  complete  work  furnished  to  the  state,  would 
probably  realize  about  |4,0(X)  before  the  work  would  go  out  of  date  so  as  to  be  unsalable.

Your  .standing  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  House 
bill  No.  1,  appropriating  funds  to  meet  a  deficiency  for  supplies  fur- 
nished to  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Steilacoom,  have  had  the  same 
under  consideration,  and  respectfully  rejjort  as  follows: 

The  report  of  this  institution  has  not  yet  been  laid  before  this  legisla- 
ture. We  regard  it  as  a  bad  precedent  to  make  any  appropriations  to 
meet  deficiencies  in  advance  of  the  reports  required  by  law,  showing  in 
full  what  disposition  has  been  made  of  former  appropriations  and  the 
cause  of  such  deficiencies. 

Section  2269,  code  of  1881,  says:  "No  oflficer  or  employe  shall  have 
authority  to  purchase  at  the  expense  of  the  territory  any  article  for  the 
hospital,  except  in  case  of  extreme  necessity,  and  when  the  superin- 
tendent shall  consider  such  article  absolutely  necessary." 

10— SENATB. 
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We  regard  this  as  a  wholesome  provision  of  law,  and  that  a  rigid  com- 
pliance therewith  should  be  enforced  by  the  legislature. 

Not  only  should  all  persons  charged  with  the  di.slmrsement  of  public 
funds  appropriated  by  us  be  held  to  strict  accountability  therefor,  but 
any  liability  incurred  in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated  should  be 
verified  and  vouchers  therefor  should  accompany  the  bills  intended  to 
cover  such  deficiency. 

We  find  that  the  act  of  February  2,  1888,  appropriating  $75,000.  covers 
the  period  from  September  30,  1887.  to  September  30,  1889.  and  that  the 
three  months  from  October  1,  1889,  to  January  1,  1890,  were  unprovided 
for.  For  this  period  $9,375  would  be  the  same  as  allowed  under  the 
former  act.  and  the  actual  deficiency  beyond  this  amount  would  be 
$9,579.28,  as  per  statement  accompanying  the  bill.  Believing,  as  we  do, 
that  the  delay  in  getting  the  report  of  this  institution  before  us  is  not  the 
fault  of  tho.se  in  charge  at  the  hospital,  and  that  good  faith  to  tho.se  who 
have  supplied  their  needs  on  the  credit  of  the  state  demands  prompt  pay- 
ment therefor. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  report  this  bill  back,  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass.

The  Committee  on  Labor  and  Labor  Statistics  reported  as  follows 
on  Senate  bill  No.  29. 
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Mr.  President: 

Your  Committee  on  Labor  Statistics,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill 
No.  29,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report,  and  recommend  that 
the  bill  do  pass  with  the  following  amendments: 

That  line  1  of  section  10  be  amended  by  striking  out  after  the  words 
*' shall  be,"  and  before  the  word  ''dollars"  the  words  "twenty-four  hun- 
dred," and  the  tigures  "2400,"  and  substitute  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"eighteen  hundred"  and  the  figures  "1800,"  and  that  all  of  section  11 
be  stricken  out  relating  to  the  emergency  clause. 

After  line  41  of  section  2  add  the  following  new  section: 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  state,  county  and  city  officers  to  col- 
lect and  till  in,  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  bureau,  such  information 
relative  to  labor,  capital,  acreage,  products,  distribution,  t|*ansportation. 
property  and  immigration  as  from  time  to  time  may  be  required  and 
made  apparent  on  the  face  of  said  blanks.  All  such  information  must 
be  brought  up  to  the  thirtieth  (30)  day  of  October  of  each  year,  and  the 
said  blanks,  tilled  and  attested;  must  be  returned  to  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  Agriculture  and  Immigi^tion  on  or 
before  the  first  (1)  day  of  December  of  each  year.

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MEDICAL  LAKE  HOSPITAL. 

Joint  Report  of  Senate  and  House  Committees  on  State  Insane,  with  Refer- 

enre  to  the  Hospital  at  Medical  Lake. 

Olympia,  Wash.,  January  ^th.  1890. 
To  thi'  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives: 

Your  standing;  Committee.s  on  State  Insane,  who  were  bj'  concurrent 
resolution  directed  to  inspect  the  hospital  for  the  insane  at  Medical  Lake. 
\w^  leave  to  submit  the  following: 

We  have  visited  the  hospital  for  the  insane,  in  process  of  construction, 
at  Medical  Lake,  and  have  made  a  thorough  examination  thereof,  together 
with  all  the  books  and  accounts  kept  by  the  board  of  commissioners  for 
that  institution. 

The  state  possesses  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  valuable  land,  upon 
which  the  hospital  is  situated,  which  land  was  donated  to  the  Territory 
of  W^ashington  by  the  citizens  of  Medical  Lake  for  the  purpose  of  an 
asylum.  This  land  is  .situated  west  of  the  town  of  Medical  Lake  about 
one  mile,  with  the  lake  lying  between.  The  site  selected  for  the  hospital 
building  is  cm  an  elevation,  overlooking  the  lake  and  town,  and  com- 
manding a  magnificent  view  of  the  landscape  for  many  miles  around, 
including  the  Coeur  d*Alene  mountains  and  Steptoe  Butte. 

The  building  is  nearly  completed,  so  far  as  the  contract  stipulated,  as 
herein  explained. 

Acting  under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  the  tenitorial  legislature,  ap- 
pro v€mI  January  25th,  1888,  the  board  of  commissioners.  March  13th,  1888, 
.^telected  J.  (r.  Proctor  as  supervising  architect  of  the  ncAV  structure  at  a 
salary  of  $200  per  month. 

May  Slst.  1888,  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  an  a.sylum  building, 
modeled  after. the  one  located  at  Steilacoom,  but  larger  and  better,  and 
in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  furnished  by  the  supervising 
architect  and  approved  by  the  board  of  commissioners,  was  awarded  to 
Messrs.  Huntington  and  Little,  of  Tacoma,  at  $52,000  for  the  whole  work, 
they  depositing  with  the  board  a  certified  check  for  $6,000  as  a  forf(»iture 
in  the  event  of  their  failure  to  execute  a  satisfactory  bond  for  the  faithful 
fulfillment  of  their  contract.  This  firm,  apparently  in  good  faith,  com. 
menced  the  work  of  excavating  and  constructing  the  foundation  for  the 
building. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  board  held  August  18th,  1888,  it  appeared  that 
Messrs.  Huntington  and  Little  had  suspended  work  on  the  building,  and 
it  was  ordered  that  they  and  the  sureties  on  their  bond  be  notified  that 
they  would  be  held  to  a  strict  accountability  for  the  non-fulfillment  of 
their  contract. 

September  17th,  1888,  Hon.  J.  B.  Metcalf,  attorney  general,  personally 
inspected  the  building  and  grounds  and  the  contract  and  papers  relating 
thereto,  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  board  held  September  18th,  1888.  ren- 
dered an  opinion  that  the  cessation  of  work  on  the  building  by  the  con- 
tractors was  wholly  unjustifiable,  and  he  officially  recommended  that  the 
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board  notify  them  that  unless  they  recommenced  work  by  October  2d, 
1888,  the  board  would  re-advertise  for  letting  the  contract  to  finish  the 
building. 

Notification  was  thereupon  duly  served  upon  Messrs.  Huntington  ant! 
Little  and  their  bondsmen,  through  the  Northern  Pacific  Express  Com- 
pany, in  accordance  with  the  attorney  general's  recommendation,  and  fur- 
ther, that  they  would  be  held  responsible  for  all  damages  accruing  on 
account  of  the  delay  in  the  construction  of  the  building. 

No  official  attention  w^as  paid  to  this  notice  by  the  contractors,  and  on 
October  3d,  the  board  instructed  its  secretary  to  re-advertise  for  bids  to 
(complete  the  building. 

December  8d,  1888.  the  bid  of  P.  Hughes  and  G.  M.  McDonald  was  ac- 
cepted, being  $51,800,  the  value  of  the  work  done  by  Huntington  and 
Little  to  be  deducted  in  final  settlement,  and  also  the  value  of  the  mate- 
rial then  on  the  ground. 

March  4th,  1889,  L.  M.  Boardman  was  appointed  supervising  architect, 
at  a  salary  of  $200  per  month,  in  place  of  J.  G.  Proctor,  resigned. 

Under  the  new  contract,  the  w^ork  progressed  very  satisfactorily,  ami 
December  8d,  1889,  the  board  addressed  to  the  legislature  a  memorial 
praying  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  complete  and  furnish  the  build- 
ing, ready  for  occupancy. 

The  board  of  commissioners  have  had  at  their  disposal  the  sum  of 
$00,000,  appropriated  by  the  territorial  legislature,  for  the  beginning  of 
this  structure.  The  plans  and  specifications,  under  the  contract,  called 
for  a  brick  building,  of  certain  dimensions,  with  granite  foundation,  the 
I)uilding  to  be  enclosed  and  partitions  constructed,  ready  for  lathing  an<l 
finishing. 

The  specifications  have  been  carried  out,  and  the  state  now  has  a  han<l- 
some  brick  building,  resting  on  a  substantial  foundation,  the  structure 
being  416  feet  long,  with  an  average  depth  of  48  feet.  The  main  building 
is  74X48  feet,  and  four  stories,  with  two  wards  (or  extensions),  each 
171 X  48  feet,  and  three  stories.  Each  of  the  stories  is  12  feet  in  height  in 
the  clear,  with  the  exception  of  the  fourth,  which  is  16  feet.  There  is  a 
basement,  with  granite  walls,  171  feet  in  length  and  the  full  width  of  the 
building,  and  about  15  feet  from  the  ground  to  the  joists.  The  building 
is  roofed  with  metallic  shingles,  and  the  windows  are  all  in  place.  The 
foundation  walls  (of  granite)  are  24  inches  in  thickness  above  the  footings. 
The  brick  walls,  throughout  the  entire  structure,  are  17  inches  in  thick- 
ness. There  are  40  brick  piers  and  numerous  arches  of  substantial  ma- 
sonry in  the  basement  to  support  the  floors.  The  building  is  designed  to 
contain  260  rooms,  with  a  capacity  sufficient  to  accommodate  about  300 
patients.  The  partitions  and  all  the  interior  framework  are  built  of  well 
seasoned  lumber,  and  of  a  good  sul)Stantial  character.  The  floor  linings 
throughout,  including  the  attics,  are  of  seasoned  pine,  1X6  inches.  Above 
the  building  are  three  water  towers  with  tanks,  one  for  each  ward  and 
one  for  the  center  building,  having  a  capacity  of  10.000  gallons  each,  or 
30.000  gallons  in  all.  The  footings  of  the  masonry  throughout  are  built 
on  solid  granite,  leaving  no  possibility  of  settling  or  raising  by  the  action 
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of  frost.  The  materials  used  and  the  workmanship  are  first  class,  and, 
in  our  judgment,  a  better  building  could  not  be  constructed  for  an  equal 
sum  of  money  anywhere  in  the  State  of  Washington. 

Near  the  building  is  a  good  well,  20  feet  deep,  and  containing  8  feet  of 
water.  Besides  this,  there  is  a  living  spring  on  an  elevation  near  the 
building,  aflfording  a  large  supply  of  pure  water  that  may  be  utilized. 
Water  for  cleansing  and  bathing  purposes  may  be  drawn  in  unlimited 
(jiiantities  from  the  lake.  This  lake  contains  medical  properties  which 
physicians  and  others  pronounce  highly  beneficial  in  the  treatment  of  many 
forms  of  disease. 

it  is  desirable  that  another  brick  building  be  erected,  40x60,  two  stories, 
for  kitchen,  engine  room,  laundix  «tc. 

The  following  is  an  estimate  of  the  amount  required  to  complete  and 
furnish  the  building  ready  for  occupancy;  also  to  build  and  complete  the 
kitchen,  laundry,  boiler  and  power  house,  engine  room,  electric  lighting, 
l)ath  rooms,  etc.,  according  to  the  original  plans:

There  is  on  the  state's  property  at  Medical  Lake  an  apparently  inex- 
hau.stible  supply  of  gray  granite,  which  cannot  be  excelled  anywhere  for 
building  purposes,  and  is  susceptible  of  high  polish  and  tine  finish  for 
ornamental  purposes.  Experts  who  have  examined  this  granite  pro- 
nounce it  superior  to  the  product  of  any  other  locality  in  the  United 
States.  If  properly  managed  this  quarry  will  prove  a  valuable  source  of 
revenue  to  the  state.  There  is  also  on  the  state's  tract  of  land  at  Medical 
Lake  a  large  deposit  of  clay  suitable  for  the  manufacture  of  building  brick. 
Both  the  stone  and  the  brick  used  in  the  construction  of  the  hospital 
building  there  were  produced  on  the  state's  property,  and  the  quality  of 
the  material  cannot  be  excelled  anywhere. 

From  thirty  to  forty  acres  of  the  state's  land  at  Medical  Lak(^  may  be 
cultivated  for  vegetables,  and  a  much  larger  poi'tion  will  produce  fruits, 
which  thrive  abundantly  in  that  locality. 

In  selecting  an  eligible  site  on  the  state's  lands  for  the  location  of  the 
hospital  building  the  commissioners  took  into  consideration  a  suitable 
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elevation,  (le8ira])le  frontage,  water  supply  and  proper  drainage  away 
from  the  Medical  Lake,  all  of  which  were  obviously  necessary.  Thus 
the  buildings  were  located  in  the  southeast  corner  of  the  grounds,  near 
the  line.  It  is  desirable  to  obtain  a  larger  frontage,  and  the  commis- 
sioners have  agreed  with  E.  L.  Smith,  owner  of  the  adjoining  property; 
to  exchange  twelve  and  six  oue-hundredths  acres  in  the  northeast  corner 
of  the  state's  tract  of  land  for  an  equal  number  of  acres  lying  in  front  of 
the  state's  building  and  between  it  and  the  lake.  The  deeds  have  been 
signetl  and  deposited  with  the  secretar>'  of  state,  and  the  commissioners 
await  the  authority  from  the  legislature  to  complete  the  execution 
thereof. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  $100,000  be  appropriated  by  the 
legislature  to  complete  and  furnish  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Medical 
Lake,  and  that  the  board  of  commissioners  be  authorized,  by  legislative 
enactment,  to  make  the  transfer  of  land  herein  described.

The  joint  committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  on  state  insane 
with  reference  to  the  Hospital  at  Medical  Lake,  made  a  lengthy 
report  which  was  received,  and  on  motion  of  Senator  0 wings,  300 
copies  were  ordered  to  be  printed.

Mr.  President: 

Your  Committee  on  Corporations  other  than  Municipal  have  carefully 
examined  Senate  bill  No.  67,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  persons,  com- 
panies and  corporations  owning,  leasing  or  operating  lines  of  railway 
within  this  state  to  take,  acquire,  own,  negotiate,  sell  and  guarantee  bonds 
of  companies  or  corporations  organized  for  the  purpose  of  irrigating  and 
reclaiming  lands  within  this  state,"  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass.

The  report  of  Committee  on  Corporations  other  than  Municipal, 
on  Senate  bill  No.  26,  was  read  as  follows: 

Mr.  President: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referi'ed  Senate  bill  No.  26,  the  same 
being  for  an  act  "To  prohibit  mining  and  manufacturing  corporations 
from  engaging  in  the  business  or  carrying  on  stores  known  as  company 
stores  or  general  supply  stores,"  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have 
carefully  and  exhaustively  examined  said  bill  in  whole  and  in  part,  and 
respectfully  report  the  same  back  to  the  Senate  with  the  recommendation 
that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  submit  to  the  Senate,  as  a  part  of 
this  report,  as  among  the  reasons  why  said  bill  should  not  become  a  law, 
the  following: 

First.  For  that,  should  said  bill  become  a  law  it  would  be  unconstitu- 
tional in  this  that  being  general  in  its  scope  and  application  it  would 
interfere  with  vested  rights  of  such  mining  and  manufacturing  corpora- 
tions as  might  have,  at  the  time  of  the  taking  effect  of  such  law,  should 
thi.s  bill  become  a  law,  invested  capital  in  or  established  such  stores  or 
supply  depots  as  are  contemplated  in  this  bill,  it  being  a  well  settled 
principle  of  fundamental  law  that  except  in  cases  of  the  abatement  of 
nuisance  of  unquestioned  character  under  the  law,  no  legislation  can  be 
.sustained  which  either  directly  or  indirectly  interferes  with  the  private 
property  either  of  individuals  or  corporations,  and  the  full  and  free  enjoy- 
ment thereof  in  the  manner  and  applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
originally  intended,  providing  such  purpose  was  in  the  beginning  lawful. 
That  such  a  law — should  this  bill  be  enacted — would  tend  to  render 
valueless,  or  greatly'  depreciate  in  value,  without  rendering  or  providing 
any  compensation  therefor,  a  great  amount  of  property  within  the  state 
belonging  to  mining  and  manufacturing  corporations,  and  this  without 
the  consent  of  such  corporations,  and  contrary  to  the  general  principle 
hereinbefore  refeiTed  to,  such  result  flowing  from  the  consequent  inter- 
ference with  the  u.se  of  such  property  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
intended.    That  section  2  of  the  bill,  should  it  become  a  law,  would estab- 
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lish  in  our  courts  a  new  and  arbitrary  rule  of  evidence  applicable  ex- 
clusively to  actions  under  such  law,  whether  of  a  civil  or  criminal  nature, 
and  would  in  effect  so  far  as  such  actions  under  such  law  are  concerned, 
completely  revolutionize  both  the  civil  and  criminal  procedure  of  the 
state  by  reversing  the  time  honored  proposition  that  "the  burden  of 
proof  rests  upon  the  plaintiff"  in  the  one  instance,  and  that  "he  who  is 
accused  of  crime  is  presumed  to  be  innocent  until  he  is  proven  guilty" 
in  the  other.  Furthermore,  such  rule  of  evidence  is  by  said  section  2 
made  contingent  upon  the  existence  of  some  imaginary,  hypothetical, 
illegal  and  non-enforcible  rule,  regulation  or  contract  made  by  or  entered 
into  by  such  mining  or  manufacturing  corporations.  The  law  does  not 
contemplate  the  possibility  of  the  existence  of  that  which  may  not 
legally  exist,  and  to  enact  legislation  so  radical  in  its  character  as  that 
proposed  in  the  section  referred  to,  for  no  better  reason  than  the  possi- 
ble making  of  an  illegal  rule,  reg^ulation  or  contract  by  a  corporation, 
when  such  corporation  is  already  absolutely  prevented  by  law  from  en- 
forcing the  same,  seems  to  your  committee,  to  say  the  least,  unwise  and 
inexpedient. 

Second,  That  should  this  bill  become  a  law  it  would  work  unnecessary 
hardship  and  injustice  both  to  the  corporations  contemplated  in  the  bill 
and  the  employes  of  such  corporations  in  many  instances,  as  for  example 
where  the  place  of  operations  of  such  a  corporation  is  far  removed  from 
a  town  or  city  or  other  general  base  of  supplies.  In  such  a  case  it  is  not 
reasonable  to  presume  that  a  person  not  interested  in  such  corporation 
or  the  success  of  its  undertakings  would  invest  in  and  establish  such  a 
store  or  supply  depot  as  is  contemplated  by  this  bill  for  the  exclusive 
benefit  of  such  corporation  and  the  employes  thereof,  in  the  absence  of 
other  sufficient  patronage  and  inducement  in  the  nature  of  profits  in 
cases  where  the  patronage  of  the  corporation  and  employes  is  insuflicient 
to  afford  such  a  profit  as  a  person  engaged  in  such  business  would  expect 
and  might  enjoy  elsewhere,  and  many  such  cases,  your  committee  is  ad- 
vised, do  exist.  For  such  a  case  as  the  above  each  individual  employe 
would  be  obliged  to  procure  his  own  supplies  from  the  nearest  base  of 
supplies,  and  give  his  time  and  attention  to  the  transportation  of  the 
same,  to  his  inconvenience  and  sacrifice,  while  on  the  other  hand  the  cor- 
poration being  interested  primarily  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  imme- 
diate purposes  for  which  it  exists,,  can  and  does  establish  in  such  eases 
stores  and  supply  depots  for  the  accommodation  of  its  employes,  without 
regard  to  the  amount  of  patronage  to  be  received  or  profit  to  be  realized 
therefrom,  it  being  necessary  so  to  do  for  the  prosecution  of  its  enter- 
prises and  to  avoid  unnecessary  encroachment  upon  the  time  of  em- 
ployes. 

Third,  That  should  this  bill  become  a  law  it  will  so  complicate  the  re- 
lations between  employes  and  the  corporations  mentioned,  that  instead 
of  the  former  being  benefited  thereby  they  will  be  absolutely  injured 
in  consequence  thereof,  so  long  as  it  is  the  general  custom  —  and  it  now 
is  —  for  such  employes,  where  they  receive  supplies  from  third  persons 
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to  hypothecate  the  credit  of  their  employers  upon  written  or  accepted 
orders  therefor. 

Fourth,  That  quo  warranto  being  an  extraordinary  legal  remedy,  should 
be  resorted  to  only  in  extreme  cases  where  there  is  no  other  adequate 
remedy,  and  that  the  object  sought  by  this  bill  can  in  no  wise  justify  the 
extraordinary  power  conferred  upon  disinterested  persons,  to  invoke  the 
aid  of  such  remedy  by  the  enacting  of  this  bill.

The  Helect  committee,  to  ascertain  and  report  the  various  needs 
of  the  state  offices  and  state  library,  in  reference  to  the  furniture 
thereof,  made  the  following  report: 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Represcntativea  of  Washington: 

Gentlemen — Your  committee,  appointed  under  concurrent  resolution 
No.  12,  to  ascertain  and  report  the  various  needs  of  the  state  offices  and 
state  library,  in  reference  to  the  furniture  and  accessories  necessary 
thereto,  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  they  have  made  an  examination  of  each  of  the  state  offices  and 
the  state  library,  and  of  the  furniture,  fixtures  and  accessories  thereof, 
and  find  that  the  same,  in  every  case,  falls  far  short  of  what  it  should  be, 
both  in  kind,  quality  and  amount. 

That  the  furniture  turned  over  to  the  state  by  the  United  States,  is 
antiquated  and  in  many  cases  entirely  worn  out,  rickety  and  falling  to 
pieces,  from  long  continued  usage  and  decay;  that  the  whole  stock  of  such 
furniture  is  wholly  disreputable  and  neither  reflects  credit  upon  the  state 
nor  serves  any  other  purpose  than  a  makeshift. 

Your  committee,  upon  an  examination  of  the  state  library,  find  the 
shelving  and  other  fixtures  wholly  insufficient  to  accommodate  the  rap- 
idly increasing  size  of  that  institution,  and  such  as  there  is  of  it  is  prac- 
tically unsafe  and  ill-suited  to  the  requirements  of  the  place. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  recommend  that  all  of  the  state 
offices  be  re-furnished  and  fitted  at  once  with  desks,  tables,  chairs,  copy- 
ing presses,  stoves,  carpets  and  such  other  accessories  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, and  that  the  same  be  selected  with  especial  care  to  quality  and 
fitness,  and  of  the  most  modern  and  substantial  character,  suitable  in 
design  to  comport  with  the  dignity  of  statehood,  and  believe  that  in  so 
recommending,  the  wisest  economy  will  result  from  such  a  course. 

Your  comraittee  has  made  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  furniture 
and  accessories  necessary  at  this  time,  and  find  that  the  sum  necessary 
for  that  purpose  will  be  $5,500,  and  recommend  that  a  proper  bill  appro-

The  Prison  Committee  to  visit   the  Walla  Walla   penitentiary 
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made  a  leugthy   report,   which   was   ordered    to   be   printed   ( 250 
copies),  on  motion  of  Senator  Owings: 

REPORT  OF  STATE  PRISON  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  of  the  State  of  Washington: 

Gentlemen — Pursuant  to  the  resohition  adopted  by  the  Senate,  your 
committee  visited  the  penitentiary  at  Walla  Walhi  on  the  fifth  and  sixth 
of  the  present  month,  and  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  prem- 
ises, and  herewith  submit  our  report: 

The  new  cell  wing,  which  was  erected  through  an  appropriation  by  the 
last  territorial  legislature,  will  probably  meet  all  requirements  in  thai 
direction  for  several  vears  to  come.  The  cells  are  constructed  entix'elv  of 
steel,  and  though  not  so  massive  in  appearance,  are  said  to  l)e  superior  in 
many  respects  to  the  old  ones,  which  are  constructed  largely  of  iron. 
The  general  health  of  the  convicts  is  good,  and  from  their  own  statements 
we  conclude  that  they  are  served  with  wholesome  food  and  treated  as 
leniently  as  wholesome  prison  discipline  will  admit.  The  appropriations 
for  electric  light  plant,  officers  and  guards,  quarters  and  barn  and  stable 
seem  to  have  been  judiciously  expended,  and  the  one  thing  lacking  to 
make  this  a  creditable  state  institution,  is  suitable  and  constant  employ- 
ment for  the  convicts;  for  while  this  is  not  established  as  a  reformatory 
institution,  yet  the  practice  of  maintaining  them  in  close  solitary  con- 
finement is  in  the  highest  degree  cruel  and  debasing  in  its  tendencies. 
In  regard  to  the  most  practicable  and  successful  system  of  management 
and  government  of  the  institution,  your  committ^^e  are  inclined  to  believe 
that  it  should  vest  in  a  superintendent  instead  of  a  board  of  commissioners 
as  at  present,  and  in  this  view  we  are  strengthened  by  the  unanimous 
voices  of  the  present  commissioners,  and  by  others  who  have  formerly 
been  connected  with  the  institution  in  this  same  capacity.  Regard- 
ing the  best  meai^s  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  section  twenty- 
nine  of  article  two  of  the  constitution,  your  committee  have  nothing  to 
present  which  appears  more  feasible  than  the  proposition  of  the  last  ter- 
ritorial legislature  for  the  establishment  of  a  jute  mill  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  burlap  and  burlap  bags.  This  scheme  seems  to  meet  the  approval 
of  a  large  majority  of  the  people  with  whom  we  have  come  in  contact, 
and  it  is  urged  in  strong  resolutions  by  the  Farmers  Alliance,  and  in  me- 
morials from  mass  meetings  of  citizens.  It  also  recommends  itself  to 
your  committee  as  offering  the  least  interference  with  the  occupations  of 
our  wage-workers,  and  while  we  do  not  think  it  probable  that  the  total 
output  of  such  a  plant  will  supply  local  demands  for  wheat  sacks  and  hop 
cloth,  yet  by  its  establishment  a  certain  means  will  be  provided  to  pro- 
tect our  agriculturalists  from  being  defrauded  of  many  thousand  dollars 
each  year  through  combinations  to  unduly  enhance  the  pricelbf  this  class 
of  goods.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  appropriation  asked  for  in 
House  bill  No.  79  be  granted  for  that  purpose.  Your  committee  also 
(with  the  aid  of  an  expert  accountant)  subjected  the  account^s  to  a  thor- 
ough examination  and  find  that  the  apparent  discrepancy  between  the 
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accounts  of  the  eoraiuissioiiers  and  th(^  territorial  auditor  have  arisen 
through  the  absence  of  a  concerted  system  in  keeping  their  books.  Owing 
to  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  convicts  and  to  the  us«<  of  a  consid- 
erable amount  for  the  establishment  of  the  brick  business,  the  earnings 
of  which  were  paid  into  the  general  fund  of  the  territory,  the  appi'opria- 
tion  by  the  legislature  of  1887  and  1888  proved  insufficient,  and  there  is  a 
bill  now  pending  in  the  lower  house  to  cover  it.  Our  attention  was  also 
directed  to  the  lack  of  hospital  facilities,  and  we  recommend  that  a  build- 
ing be  erected  for  that  purpose.  By  this  means  the  rooms  now  occupied 
for  hospital  purposes  could  be  converted  into  a  woman's  ward,  a  neces- 
sary adjunct  to  the  institution.  This  would  not  necessarily  entail  much 
expense  upon  the  state,  as  the  brick  for  its  construction  and  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  labor  would  be  furnished  bv  the  convicts.  Your  committee 
will  at  an  early  date  submit  a  bill  for  your  consideration,  embodying  our 
views  regarding  the  management  and  government  of  the  penitentiary.

THE  STEILACOOM  ASYLUM. 

Joint  Report  of  the  Committees  on  State  Insane,  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  ivith  Reference  to  the  Asylum  at  Steilacooni. 

Olympia.  Washington,  January  24,  1890. 

To  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representative^'^: 
Your  standing  ("ommitteos  on  State  Insane,  who  were  by  concurrent 
resolution  directed  to  visit  the  asylum  at  Steilacoom  and  report  its  con- 
dition and  management,  beg  leave  to  say: 

We  have  jointly  visited  that  institution  and  made  a  thorough  inspection 
thereof.     We  find  that  the  asylum  proi)er  is  in  perfect  condition.     The 
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building  is  of  a  very  substantial  character,  and  has  been  well  preserved 
by  judicious  supervision.  The  building  is  capable  of  accommodating 
about  two  hundred  and  fiftj'  (250)  patients,  but  not  exceeding  that  num- 
ber. It  is  constructed,  arranged  and  equipped  upon  scientific  principles, 
and  is  supplied  with  an  abundance  of  pure  water,  drawn  from  living 
springs  by  means  of  hydraulic  rams,  pumps  and  pipes.  Some  of  these 
appliances  are  now  in  need  of  repair,  and  will  soon  become  ineffectual 
unless  remedies  are  promptly  applied. 

There  are  now  assigned  to  that  institution  and  provided  with  accom- 
modations therein,  322  patients.  The  w^ards  in  the  main  building,  occu- 
pied by  male  patients,  are  full,  and  the  wards  for  female  patients  are 
nearly  tilled  to  the  extent  of  their  capacity.  To  accommodate  the  excess 
of  male  patients  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  building,  numerous  old  frame 
buildings,  constructed  and  used  for  military  purposes  while  Fort  Steila- 
coom  was  occupied  by  the  national  government  as  a  military  post,  have 
been  utilized.  The  old  buildings  referred  to  have  been  overhauled  and 
repaired  and  many  improvements  added  thereto,  including  better  venti- 
lation, painting,  etc.  Nevertheless,  they  are  not  and  cannot  l)e  made 
adaptable  to  the  needs  of  persons  afflicted  with  and  under  treatment  for 
disease  of  the  brain.  The  wooden  buildings  are  decaying.  The  means 
of  ventilation  (although  we  think  as  good  as  could  be  devised  in  struc- 
tures of  that  character)  are  insufficient.  On  account  of  so  many  diseased 
pei"sons  being  huddled  together  in  such  apartments,  the  atmosphere  is 
decidedly  impure,  and  in  some  of  the  wards  exceedingly  offensive.  We 
are  not  prepared  to  state  that  these  conditions  have  oi)erated  seriouslj^  to 
the  detriment  of  any  of  the  patients  confined  in  the  wards  referred  to, 
but  we  are  convinced  that  they  unquestionably  retard  the  physicians  and 
others  charged  with  the  duty  of  caring  for  such  patients  in  the  applica- 
tion of  scientific  and  progressive  methods  of  producing  relief  to  the 
sadly  unfortunate  human  beings  in  their  charge. 

The  asylum  proper  is  scrupulously  clean  throughout,  thoroughly  ven- 
tilated and  sufficiently  heated  from  the  furnaces.  The  l)eds  and  bedding 
are  of  excellent  material,  and  we  found  them  clean  and  in  good  condi- 
tion. 

The  patients  are  as  well  clad  as  the  conditions  of  such  patients  will 
allow.  The  food  supplied  the  patients  is  apparently  of  good  quality  and 
carefully  prepared  and  served  by  competent  persons  employed  for  that 
purpose. 

The  management  utilize  as  many  of  the  patients  as  may  be  trusted  in 
the  performance  of  minor  service  as  they  deem  practicable,  and  thus  cur- 
tail the  expense  of  maintaining  the  institution  to  the  fullest  extent,  with- 
out hazarding  injury  to  any  of  the  patients  by  relying  upon  insane  per- 
sons for  services,  where  there  is  a  possibility  of  an  error  proving  disas- 
trous. 

The  management  have  good  control  over  the  i)atients,  and  preserve 
almost  perfect  discipline,  iisually  without  resort  to  force  or  harsh  treat- 
ment. The  female  patients  are  kept  in  wards  entirely  apart  from  the 
male  patients,  and  are  under  the  especial  care  of  a  matron  and  female 
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assistants,  who  apparently  comprehend  their  duties  and  the  responsi- 
bilities devolving  upon  them.  Men  are  never  admitted  to  these  wards, 
except  under  the  guidance  of  the  superintendent  and  accompanied  by 
the  matron. 

The  supplies  for  the  asylum  are  all  purchased  under  advertisement  for 
proposals,  and  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  upon  any  article  required  is 
awarded  the  contract,  and  the  goods  delivered  are  required  to  conform 
to  samples  deposited  with  the  trustees  and  superintendent  at  the  time  of 
awarding  the  contract.  Thus  the  books  of  the  institution  show  that  the 
prices  paid  for  supplies  are  usually  but  slightly  in  excess  of  the  prices 
paid  by  retail  merchants  when  buying  similar  goods  in  the  wholesale 
market. 

The  clothing,  boots  and  shoes,  bedding,  staple  groceries,  meats,  and 
in  fact  all  supplies  on  hand  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  were  of  standard 
brands  and  grades,  and  in  all  respects  suitable  for  the  purposes  intended. 

Your  committees  exceeded  your  instructions  to  the  extent  of  inquiring 
into  the  accusations  recently  published,  with  reference  to  the  manage- 
ment of  the  asvlum  for  the  insane  at  Fort  Steilacoom,  and  from  the  rec- 
ords  and  letters  and  other  documents  on  tile,  we  found  the  accusations 
referred  to  wholly  groundless  and  unjustifiable.  We  do  not  deem  it  nec- 
essary, in  this  report,  to  give  the  details  of  this  investigation,  but  will 
add  that  in  our  judgment  a  newspaper  should  be  held  strictlj^  account- 
able for  any  damage  accruing  in  consequence  of  the  publication  of  an 
anonymous  communication,  the  authorship  of  which  is  unknown  to  or 
cannot  be  divulged  by  the  editor  or  owner  of  such  newspaper.  Your 
committees  deem  that  the  statements  published,  concerning  the  manage- 
ment of  the  insane  asylum  at  Steilacoom,  were  grossly  libelous,  both 
against  the  management  of  that  asylum  and  the  unfortunate  women  who 
have  been  sent  there  for  treatment,  and  also  against  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington; and  we  take  the  liberty  of  denouncing  said  publications  as  wholly 
without  foundation,  unjust  and  infamous,  and  calculated  to  effect  irre- 
parable injury.   . 

Your  committees  found  that  there  is  a  strip  of  land  belonging  to  the 
state,  extending  from  the  west  line  of  the  asylum  grounds  at  Fort  Steila- 
coom to  the  bay.  and  containing  from  50  to  60  acres  (the  same  not  having 
been  accurately  surveyed).  This  land  is  now  practically  useless  to  the 
state  for  the  purposes  of  the  asylum,  inasmuch  as  the  timber  has  been  re- 
moved therefrom  and  the  land  is  not  suitable  for  cultivation.  It  is  not 
needed  and  cannot  be  utilized  for  any  purposes  of  the  asylum,  now  or 
hereafter,  so  far  as  your  committees  have  been  able  to  discern.  It  is  de- 
sirable that  the  trustees  of  the  asylum  at  Fort  Steilacoom  be  empowered 
by  legislative  enactment  to  sell  this  strip  of  land,  and  with  the  proceeds 
derived  therefrom,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  required,  to  purchase  a 
tract  of  land  of  about  the  same  area  lying  one  mile  east  of  the  asylum, 
a  portion  of  which  is  now  timbered  and  all  of  which  may  be  cultivated. 
On  the  last-named  tract  is  an  abundant  supply  of  excellent  water  that 
niav  hereafter  be  verv  useful  to  the  asvlum. 

Your  committees  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  by  this 
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legislature  suflScient  to  defray  the  exi)ense  of  maintaining  the  asylums 
for  the  insane  at  Fort  Steilacoom  and  Medical  Lake,  from  the  beginning 
of  the  cuiTent  fiscal  year,  October  1, 1889,  to  the  date  of  an  appropriation 
for  that  purpose  by  the  next  legislature,  and  for  such  improvements  and 
repairs  as  may  be  required. 

Your  committees  further  recommend  that  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
asylum  at  Steilacoom  be  authorized  and  empowered  by  legislative  enact- 
ment to  sell  and  to  execute  a  deed  for  the  tract  of  land  herein  referred  to 
at  not  less  than  $100  per  acre,  and  with  the  proceeds  derived  from  such 
sale,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  needed,  to  purchase  the  other  tract  of 
land  herein  mentioned  for  the  purposes  of  the  asylum:  Provided,  That 
the  surveys  of  the  tracts  of  land  designed  to  be  sold  and  purchased  shall 
be  made  without  expense  to  the  state,  and  that  any  sui'plus  remaining 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  first  mentioned  tract  of  land  in 
excess  of  the  amount  paid  for  the  tract  to  be  purchased  shall  be  turned 
into  the  state  treasury,  and  be  applied  to  such  fund  as  may  be  designated 
in  the  act  of  the  legislature  authorizing  the  board  of  trustees  to  sell  and 
purchase  said  lands. 

There  are  several  children  of  tender  age  now  confined  in  the  asylum 
at  Fort  Steilacoom,  and  vour  committees  recommend  that  the  board  of 
trustees  and  superintendents  of  insane  asylums  in  this  state  be  empow- 
ered, by  legislative  enactment,  to  send  to  the  School  for  Defective  Youth 
at  Vancouver,  all  children  of  suitable  age  who  may  have  been  or  may 
hereafter  be  committed  to  their  charge. 

The  physicians  for  the  asylum  at  Steilacoom  are  now  required  to  dis- 
pense the  drugs  for  their  patients,  which  occupies  a  great  deal  of  their 
time,  and  we  recommend  that  the  trustees  be  authorized  to  employ  a 
druggist.

REPORT  OF  TIDE  LANDS  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Slate  of  Wash- 
ingto7i: 

Gentlemen  —  Your  joint  committee,  to  whom  was  delegated  the  duty 
of  collecting  data  and  testimony  concerning  the  tide  lands  of  the  State 
of  Washington,  having  discharged  the  said  duty,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report,  viz.: 

Your  committee,  having  organized  for  that  purpose,  proceeded  on  the 
18th  of  January,  1890,  to  the  city  of  Aberdeen  and  the  city  of  Hoquiam. 
^n  the  countv  of  Chehalis,  where  the  testimony  herewith  submitted,  des- 
ignatcd  as  the  testimony  taken  at  said  points.  Avas  taken;  that  said  com- 
mittee then  r«»turned  to  the  city  of  Olympia,  from  whence  they  proceeded 
to  the  city  of  Tacoma,  in  Pierce  county,  where,  after  taking  certain  testi- 
mony, herewith  submitted,  the  said  committee,  having  had  the  steamer 
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Wiishington  tendered  it,  proceeded  by  said  meaus  to  the  cities  of  Seattle, 
Port  Townsend,  Fairhaven,  Sehome  aud  Whateora,  respectively,  and  in 
the  order  named  took  testimony  at  each  of  the  said  named  places,  which 
<M  testimony  is  all  herewith  submitted  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

Your  committee,  at  all  the  points  named,  extended  to  the  citizens  of 
the  state  a  full  opportunity  of  expressing  their  A'iews  as  to  the  manner  of 
disposing  of  the  said  tide  lands.  Your  committee  also  report  and  recom- 
mend the  said  testimony  so  taken  as  a  popular  exposition  of  all  the  facts 
and  circumstances  showing  all  the  varied  conditions  and  interest  at  the 
diflfereut  points  named,  by  Avhich  the  proper  manner  of  disposing  of  the 
said  tide  lands  may  be  arrived  at,  in  order  that  the  interests  of  the  state, 
as  well  as  all  kinds  of  claimants,  maj'  be  conserved,  keeping  always  in 
view  the  concession  of  the  state's  absolute  ownership  of  said  lands,  at  the 
same  time  keeping  in  view  the  equitable  claims  of  such  claimants. 

Your  committee  further  report,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  the  majorit}^  of 
the  persons  with  whom  your  committee  came  in  contact  that  the  portion 
of  said  tide  lands  lying  in  front  of  the  incorporated  cities  should  be  ap- 
praised and  sold  under  the  provisions  of  law  at  the  earliest  date  conducive 
to  a  safe  disposition  of  the  same,  in  order  that  the  interests  of  commerce, 
manufactures  and  the  growth  and  development  of  commercial  centers 
may  be  accelerated. 

Your  committee  also  recommend,  that  legislation  of  a  character  nec- 
essaiy  to  the  proper  appraisal  of  permanent  improvements  on  tide  lands 
and  such  proper  pre-emptive  or  preference  rights  of  the  occupants  of 
such  lands  should  be  enacted  at  the  earliest  moment  consistent  with 
sound  legislative  action. 

Your  committee  further  report,  that  in  considering  the  mass  of  testi- 
mony taken  and  in  preparing  and  reporting  the  bill  or  bills  necessary  to 
the  proper  solution  of  both  the  tide  lands  and  harbor  lines  question,  said 
committee  will  require  further  time,  and  that  the  said  committee  are  now 
J^ngaged  in  the  preparation  of  the  said  bills. 

Your  committee  further  report,  that  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  as 
aforesaid  they  traveled  the  distance  of  644  miles.

EviDEN<^E  Taken  Befoke  the  Tide  Land  (Commission. 

SEHOME. 

Sehome,  Washington,  January  25,  1890. 
Mr.  J,  L.  Qiiackenbush:  I  have  no  interest  in  the  tide  lands,  other  than 
as  a  citizen.     It  is  my  opinion  that  the  state  has  no  power,  under  the  con- 
stitution, to  make  any  disposition  of  any  tide  lands  in  front  of  any  of  the 
incorporated  towns.     I  take  it  for  granted  that  the  tide  lands  belong 
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to  the  state.  My  opinion  is  that  the  land  should  be  leased,  and  not 
sold.  The  harhor  line  should  not  be  less  than  thirty  (30)  feet  at  outer 
rim.  Tliink  the  greatest  number  of  persons  possible  should  be  made  the 
tenants  of  the  state  on  the  tide  lands.  Think  the  law  should  give  the 
right  to  re-lease  to  the  improver  and  lessees  of  lands  at  the  enhancetl 
value  or  rental.  I  think  that  there  would  be  no  doubt  that  people  would 
improve  on  leases,  as  they  have  already  done  so  without  leases.  Think 
leases  better  for  people  and  state. 

Mr.  (\  W.  Dorr:  I  assume  that  the  state  owns  tide  lands,  and  has  the 
right  to  dispose  of  the  same  inside  of  the  harbor  lines.  Think  they  should 
be  sold  absolutely,  and  good  title  made  by  the  state;  that  the  person  who 
has  made  improvements  should  have  preference  right  of  purchase,  re- 
gardless of  whether  or  not  he  is  the  littoral  or  riparian  owner.  If  ri- 
parian owner  sits  by  and  allows  improvements^— is  barred  of  rights  (1 
mean  by  improvements  substantial  buildings  and  wharves,  docks,  or  any 
substantial  improvements),  he  ought  to  have  lirst  chance  to  buy.  Think 
persons  who  have  simply  staked  or  piled  in  lands  not  entitled  to  any  rights 
or  consideration.  If  the  riparian  owner  should  have  made  improvements 
and  failed  to  purchase,  then  the  public  should  have  the  right  to  come  in 
and  bid.  I  think  the  county  commissioners  the  proper  persons  to  ap- 
praise. Do  not  think  the  lands  ought  to  be  appraised  at  any  exorbitant 
prices.  I  don't  think  the  oyster  claim  men  ought  to  be  recognized  at  all. 
There  are  a  number  of  transplanted  oyster  beds  here.  I  know  of  three 
or  four  oyster  claims  of  thirteen  acres  each.  In  no  instance  have  the 
oyster  men  the  littoral  right.  The  boundary  of  Whatcom  and  Sehome  is 
identical,  but  the  town  of  Whatcom  fronts  south;  we  front  west,  and  thus 
conflict  with  each  other.  Think  there  should  be  provision  of  law  to  p<'r- 
mit  two  or  more  towns  under  the  same  harbor  line. 

Mr.  Edward  (Josgrove:  Mr.  Dorr  has  stated  my  views.  I  own  some 
land  on  shore,  and  would  like  to  buy  some  of  the  tide  lands  in  front  of 
my  property,  and  have  piled  in  Avhat  I  want.  Think  it  would  be  wrong 
to  deprive  the  person  who  has  improved  of  the  land  without  giving  him 
preference  right  of  purchase.  Think  we  ought  to  have  24  feet  at  low  tide 
for  harbor  line,  although  it  might  require  more.  Mr.  Don*  thinks  80 
feet,  and  not  any  less  should  be  the  depth  of  water. 

Mr.  a.  A.  Cooper:  I  think  I  can  endorse  Mayor  Moran's  theory  on  this 
(juestion,  being  the  owner  of  a  saw  mill  on  the  tide  lands;  own  no  shore 
lands;  have  never  been  enjoined,  but  was  encouraged.  Think  you  could 
not  find  very  many  on  this  bay  who  had  made  improvements  who  does 
not  expect  a  title  from  the  state.  Think  a  board  of  appraisers  should  be 
appointed,  who  would  apprise  the  lands  with  reference  to  the  local  value 
of  the  same.  Think  a  state  l)oard  of  appraisers  might  err  in  appraising, 
but  a  state  board  of  appraisers  would  be  better,  as  local  boards  wouhl 
not  be  likely  to  grasp  the  situation. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Morris:  I  assume  that  the  state  OAvns  and  has  a  right  to  dis- 
pose of  the  state  tide  lands.     Think  they  should  be  sold,  as  the  owner  of

the  title  would  he  more  likely  to  improve.  Think  a  state  board  should 
appraise,  and  not  the  county  commissioners.  Think  the  parties  who 
have  gone  upon  these  lands  in  good  faith  and  improved  should  have  pref- 
erence right  to  purchase  within  a  reasonable  time;  think  three  months 
should  be  ample  time.  There  should  be  some  way  to  determine  what  was 
valuable  and  permanent  improvements,  and  that  the  persons  who  have 
merely  piled  in  some  of  the  lands,  but  had  made  no  other  valuable  im- 
provements, should  have  no  consideration.  Don't  think  the  bank  owner 
has  any  rights,  if  the  state  owns  the  lands  below.  Should  think  harbor 
line  should  not  be  less  than  thirty  feet. 

Mr.  M.  L.  Jameson:  Believing  the  state  owns  tide  lands,  think  they 
should  be  sold,  and  ought  to  be  appraised  by  the  county  commissioners. 
Think  no  improvements  not  works  of  utility  should  be  considered  in  de- 
termining what  was  valuable  or  permanent  improvements.  Think  com- 
missioners would  have  best  means  of  knowing  local  values.  Think  the* 
value  should  be  the  same  as  what  lands  were  worth  before  thev  were  im- 
proved.  Think  as  a  basis  of  valuatiq^,  the  value  of  upland  should  be 
taken.  Think  there  are  three  hundred  acres  of  tide  lands  pro])er  in  front 
of  Sehome  and  Whatcom,  and  only  about  ten  acres  of  it  imj)roved.  Think 
those  lands  should  be  worth  at  least  $1,000  per  acre,  now  immediately  in 
front  of  the  cities.  Dcn't  think  parties  who  have  contributed  so  largely 
to  the  value  of  these  lands,  by  improving  them,  should  be  compelled  to 
pay  the  state  this  enhanced  value,  but  should  have  the  land  at  its  value 
at  the  time  he  commenced  to  improve. 

Mr.  Dorr  (re-called):  I  think  littoral  or  nparian  owner  has  equity  in 
tide  lands  in  front  of  his  land  when  the  same  have  not  been  improved  by 
any  other  person.  I  think  there  are  at  least  one  thousand  acres  of  tide 
lands  in  front  of  Whatcom  and  Sehome.  Mr.  Quackenbush  thinks  there 
are  three  thousand  acres  in  front  of  the  three  cities. 

Mr.  S.  D.  Wyman:  We  put  a  mill  out  on  tide  lands  and  are  willing  to 
pay  for  what  lands  we  took  on  the  basis  of  its  value  when  we  took  it.  My 
best  judgment  would  be  to  sell  the  lands;  think  that  the  best  policy.  We 
expect  to  V>uild  shipping  dock  and  increase  capacity  of  mill  to  niiuHy 
thousand.  Our  firm  is  W.  B.  Martin  &  Company.  Think  l;^gislature 
should  take  into  consideration  the  improvements  put  upon  lan<ls  by 
holders.  Those  who  have  improved  lands  should  hav<'  it  at  the  ])rice  of 
unimproved  lands  of  this  character. 

SEATTLE. 

Seattle.  Wash.,  January  28,  1890. 
Mr.  T.  E.  Jones:  Think  it  generally  conceded  that  the  tide  lands  be- 
long to  the  state.  With  this  in  view  I  have  constructed  wharves  an<l 
other  improvements;  others  have  erected  other  improvements,  such  :is 
foundations,  boiler  shops,  etc.,  etc.  We  went  on  to  the  land  and  made 
improvements  by  driving  piles  around  a  piece  of  ground  and  making  an 
enclosure,  after  which  we  tiled  a  claim  in  the  auditor's  office.  Our  im- 
provements are  about  one  block  in  width  and  about  three  blocks  long. 
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We  are  not  bank  owners.  We  consider  we  have  given  the  land  improved 
value  ])y  the  improvements  we  have  made  on  it.  We  want  the  first  right 
to  purchase  at  a  valuation,  and  not  by  a  competitive  bidding.  We  have 
had  the  lands  about  two  years.  We  have  been  enjoined  by  the  Seattle 
Improvement  Company,  who  were  bank  owners;  the  injunction  was  dis- 
solved. We  are  holding  adversely  to  the  upland  owners.  We  went  on 
the  land  and  made  considerable  improvements  before  we  were  enjoined. 
At  extreme  high  tide  light  draft  boats  could  go  between  us  and  the  shore 
line.  There  are  a  number  of  claimants  holding  adversely  to  bank 
owners.  We  have  a  roadway  to  connect  with  the  bank,  and  connect  with 
the  streets  of  Seattle.  I  think  a  special  l)oard  should  be  appointed  to 
appraise.  I  would  be  opposed  to  putting  up  the  tide  lands  in  small  lots 
to  the  highest  bidder. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Frost:  I  am  president  of  the  Hall  &  Paulson  Furniture 
Company.  We  hold  some  lands  outside  of  bank  line.  We  had  our  fac- 
tory on  this  land  before  the  fire  of  last  June.  We  borrowed  money  to 
rebuild,  and  have  wharved  the  g|pund  over.  We  have  not  been  enjoined. 
We  ought  to  get  a  title  from  the  state  so  that  the  bankers  would  lend  us 
money  so  that  we  could  put  up  substantial  improvements.  Our  land  has 
been  covered  by  Valentine  and  McKee  scrip.  I  think  the  appraisement 
would  be  better  made  if  made  by  a  local  board.  I  like  the  bill  providing 
for  appraisal  by  county  commissioners.  D.  S.  Maynard  was  the  original 
owner,  and  the  railroad  cpmpany  had  complete  claim  of  title.  I  think 
it  would  be  a  good  plan  to  give  persons,  who  have  improved,  the  prior 
right  of  purchase.  If  the  land  was  left  to  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder, 
we  would  be  deprived  of  our  chance  in  competition.  If  the  upland 
owner  makes  no  olijection,  a  person  can  acquire  rights  in  property  im- 
proved. I  think  Moultray's  bill  fair,  and,  with  slight  amendments, 
should  pass. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Frink:  Am  superintendent  of  Washington  Iron  Works  and 
Seattle  Electric  Light  Company.  Both  institutions  are  on  tide  lands.  I 
think  the  riparian  owners  have  the  right  to  the  tide  lands.  We  think  we 
have  the  right  to  the  lands  we  occupy,  and  also  the  right  to  dock  out  to 
deep  water.  We  don't  concede  the  state's  title;  but  think,  if  it  has  any. 
it  has  no  right  to  the  value  of  the  land  made  so  valuable  by  our  improve- 
ments. There  are  some  persons  occupying  between  our  lands  and  deep 
water.  Our  lands  are  covered  with  scrip.  Not  in  our  interest.  Our 
plant  does  hot  go  to  deep  water,  but  we  insist  on  our  right  to  dock  to 
deep  water.  Think  the  riparian  right  paramount  to  all  others.  Think 
that  if  riparian  owner  had  failed  to  improve,  others  might  improve  and 
acquire  equities.  Think  if  the  tide  lands  had  not  been  improved  this  city 
would  not  have  been  built.  I  think  it  would  be  an  injustice  to  put  the 
present  value  upon  the  tide  lands  as  they  now  stand  improved.  There 
are  from  two  thousand  five  hundred  to  three  thousand  acres  here  of  tide 
lands. 

Mayor  Moran:  I  am  not  a  bank  owner.  It  is  a  full  mile  in  distance 
from  our  works.    The  Seattle,  Lake  Shore  &  Eastern  Railroad  skirt  the 
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waterfront  and  make  it  impossible  to  build  marine  ways.  I  think  the 
people  who  have  j?one  upon  the  tide  lands  and  have  improved  them  shouhl 
have  a  preference  right  of  purchase.  I  think  the  Clark  bill  will  protect 
everybody  and  that  it  meets  my  approval.  Nine-tenths  of  the  city  is  lo- 
cated upon  tide  lands  (business  and  commerce).  The  improvements  ou 
these  lands  only,  are  taxed,  nothing  below  meander  line  is  taxed.  Ap- 
proximate value  of  improvements  on  Seattle  tide  lands,  seven  to  eight 
millions.  Think  the  lands  should  be  sold  and  not  leased,  so  that  sul)- 
stantial  improvements  might  be  made  ( see  notes  harbor  line ).  Our  lands 
are  covered  by  scrip  locations.  Think  lines  should  be  run  from  shore 
line  to  a  common  point,  and  then  no  one  would  have  nothing.  Think 
county  commissioners  should  appraise.  I  think  if  the  Clark  bill  was 
passed  improvements  would  go  on.  Think  that  on  a  bold  shore,  riparian 
owners  have  exclusive  right  to  go  to  deep  water. 

Mr.  H.  W^  McNeil:  Am  resident  manager  of  the  Oregon  Improvement 
Company.  I  think  in  a  broad  way  the  state  ought  to  sell  the  tide  lands 
so  that  people  who  want  to  improve  them  can  do  so  in  a  permanent  way. 
In  selling  them,  I  believe  there  is  no  more  equitable  way  to  treat  them 
than  to  allow  the  persons  owning  the  riparian  rights  precedence,  esp(»c- 
ially  if  they  have  improved  them  in  the  interest  of  commerce  and  manu- 
facturing. I  also  think  it  would  make  a  hardship  upon  those  who  hav<* 
improved  the  lands  without  riparian  rights  if  they  could  not  get  ])refer- 
ence  right  of  purchase  from  the  riparian  owner,  and  in  this  case  the  state 
ought  to  do  equity  in  this  matter.  I  think  the  whole  Sound  should  be 
considered  together,  and  not  in  any  manner  localize  the  question.  A  state 
commission  created,  would  reach  the  desired  end,  but  in  case  local  boards 
were  appointed,  then  should  be  an  appeal  to  a  state  board  and  not  to  a 
court  and  jur>'.  I  think  the  land  should  be  valued,  not  with  reference  to 
the  value  of  the  improvements,  or  the  fact  that  land  has  been  made  under 
these  improvements.  I  think  any  man  or  company  who  has  pioneered 
Puget  Sound  is  entitled  to  what  he  gets,  and  he  should  not  be  taxed  for 
exhibiting  the  nerve  and  enterprise  necessary  to  open  up  the  country. 
I  think  the  policy  of  adopting  a  fund  price,  as  in  case  of  the  United  States 
government  in  making  a  fixed  price,  the  best.  Lands  in  special  locali- 
ties have  special  values  on  account  of  the  settlement  of  country  and  com- 
merce created  bv  it.     There  are  reasons  whv  fortv  feet  at  extreme  low 
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tide  should  be  the  harbor  line;  some  vessels  (grain)  draw  thirty-six  ft»et, 
and  four  feet  is  narrow  enough  margin.  This  regardless  of  the  bottom, 
for  if  the  bottom  was  mud  a  ship  might  be  uneven,  and  it  might  be  in  the 
rand  at  one  end  and  strain  herself.  If  the  price  of  the  lands  at  Seattle 
were  placed  at  an  exorbitant  figure,  people  here  would  buy  if  they 
could  not  do  better  with  a  smaller  amount  of  money  elsewhere.  I  think 
the  question  of  improvements  as  a  pi*e-requisite  to  purchase  should  be 
left  to  the  question  of  good  faith. 

Mr.  0.  W.  Stetson:  I  think  title  should  come  from  the  state.  Anything 
outside  of  ordinary  high  tide  belongs  to  the  state.  Have  had  W.  I).  Jen- 
kins* and  J.  H.  Lewis' opinions.     Paid  taxes  on  improvements.     Riparian 
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owni^rs  have  never  claimed,  but  scrip  has  been  located  on  the  lands. 
Paul  tax  on  realty  up  to  two  years.  We  opened  up  the  street  leading  to 
the  mill,  and  in  other  ways  paid  out  over  $300,000  in  improvements.  Om* 
mills  were  totally  destroyed  by  the  fire,  and  we  have  already  expended 
over  $68,000  in  rebuilding  them. 

Edwin  Louderhack:  Am  vice  president  and  general  manager  of  Me- 
chanics Mill  Company.  Made  inquiries  as  to  the  title  of  the  lands;  found 
we  could  get  only  quit-claim  deed.  Have  expended  $125,000;  employ  800 
men,  and  pay  about  $16,000  per  month.  We  made  improvements,  believ- 
ing that  when  the  state  was  organized  the  question  of  title  would  be 
settled.  In  equity,  those  who  have  gone  in  and  made  substantial  im- 
provements ought  to  be  protected.  We  gave  $1,125  for  four  acres  of 
bind.     We  pay  taxes  on  our  improvements,  but  not  on  realty. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Dearborn  (of  H.  H.  Dearborn  &  Co.,  real  estate  deahrs):  Our 
lirm  own  one-quarter  of  a  mile  of  water  front  abutting  on  the  tide  lands. 
We  have  |)latted  Dearborn's  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  additions  be- 
tween our  uplands  and  the  deep  waters  of  the  bay.  Have  purchased  for 
ourselves  and  others,  claims  to  certain  lots  and  blocks  on  the  tide  lands, 
which  have  cost  us  over  $80,000.  We  bought  the  shore  land  because  of 
it.'^  value,  from  the  fact  that  by  virtue  of  its  ownership  entitles  us  to  a 
right  to  deep  water.  Think  the  county  commissioners  should  appraise 
lands.  We  are  very  desirous  of  having  the  matter  settled  at  once.  Think 
the  valuation  should  be  low,  so  as  to  induce  improvements.  We  have 
been  assessed,  and  paid  taxes  on  every  lot  and  block  we  own.  I  can't  see 
why  jumpers  should  be  allowed  any  show. 

Mr.  Ikriah  Broum,  Jr.:  I  appear  before  you  in  behalf  of  some  twenty- 
five  scrip  owners.  It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  that  we  are  very  much 
interested  in  the  outcome  of  the  discussion,  of  not  only  of  your  committee, 
but  of  the  secretary  of  the  int-erior.  I  am  not  in  favor  of  the  state  being 
in  a  hurry  to  get  this  question  settled.  I  think  the  tide  lands  belong  to 
the  United  States  and  not  to  the  state.  Think  it  useless  for  the  state  to 
trv  and  take  the  lands  away  from  us.  at  least  until  the  secretarv  of  the 
interior's  decision  is  heard. 

Mr.  iV.  Soderberg,  Attorney  at  Law:  I  appear  as  attorney  for  a  large  num- 
ber of  persons  at  Seattle,  who  have  located  tide  lands  under  an  act  of  the 
legislative  assembly  of  Wjvshington  Territor3%  passed  November  6,  1877. 
entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  to  encourage  the  cultivation  of  oysters, 
approved  November  5,  1873."  There  are  about  thirty  claims  at  Seattle, 
taken  up  under  this  act,  each  claim  consisting  of  about  twenty  acres, 
and  most,  if  not  all,  claims  have  been  subdivided  and  transferred  as  the 
law  authorizes,  so  that  there  are  perhaps  one  hundred  different  owners 
of  these  lands  near  Seattle.  These  parties  do  not  claim  any  title  in  fee 
to  the  lands;  they  simply  claim  to  have  possessory  rights.  They  claim 
the  law  is  valid,  has  been  confirmed  by  congress  and  by  the  constitution; 
that  they  have  complied  with  the  terms  of  the  act  above  referred  to,  and 
are  continuing  so  to  do,  and  have  vested  possessory  rights  under  that 
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act  and  under  the  coustitutiou  of  the  state.  Recogniziug  and  validating 
the  act  and  these  claims,  they  are  entitled  to  continue  to  occupy  the 
lands  for  the  purpose  stated  in  the  act.  They  do  not  think  that  it  is 
necessary,  absolutely,  in  order  to  protect  their  rights,  to  ask  any  relief  or 
favor  at  the  hands  of  the  legislature,  because  they  believe  their  rights  are 
entirely  protected  under  the  law  and  the  constitution,  but  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  it  seems  to  be  understood  that  these  lands  are  to  be  sold,  th(»y 
ask  to  have  their  rights  recognized  and  to  have  preference  right  to  bny 
their  respective  claims  upon  the  same  terms  and  in  the  same  manner  as 
shall  be  permitted  to  other  claimants  upon  the  tide  lands  and  in  view  of 
the  rights  these  claims  represent.  In  other  words,  they  ask  that  when 
the  price  shall  be  fixed  at  which  the  lands  they  claim  shall  be  sold,  the 
agents  of  the  state,  whoever  they  may  be,  shall  fix  that  price  in  view  of 
the  rights  which  the  law  and  the  constitution  have  already  given  to  the 
claimants.  I  represent  that  this  measure  will  affect,  as  well,  many  worthy 
citizens  in  other  parts  of  Washington,  as  well  as  citizens  of  Seattle.  In 
my  opinion,  the  oyster  law  shall  be  repealed  with  saving  clauses  in  favor 
of  rights  already  acquired  in  good  faith,  and  with  that  view  I  present 
herewith  a  repealing  act  covering  this  question,  only  by  adopting  this 
course  long  and  expensive  litigation  can  be  avoided.  All  laws  upon  this 
subject  should  be  plain  and  explicit  as  well  as  just,  and  the  matter  should 
be  kept  out  of  court,  if  possible.  The  appraisers  should  have  full  instruc- 
tion in  the  law  to  guide  their  action.  While  I  do  not  believe  the  legisla- 
ture could,  if  it  would,  deprive  my  clients  of  their  rights,  I  believe  it  is 
best  for  all  concerned  that  the  legislature  should  express  itself  in  clear 
language  upon  the  subject.  My  clients  are  the  only  claimants  who  have 
legal  claims  upon  tide  lands,  except,  of  course,  patentees.  If  it  is  right 
to  consider  the  equities  of  parties  who  have  taken  possession  of  such 
lands  outside  of  the  pale  of  the  law,  how  much  stronger  claims  to  recog- 
nition have  we?  The  tribunal,  or  board  of  appraisers,  who  will  be  se- 
lected by  the  state  to  fix  the  price  or  value  of  these  lands,  must  of  course* 
determine  what  parties  have  complied  with  the  law,  so  as  to  be  entitled 
to  the  rights  we  claim.  This  question  cannot  very  well  be  decided  by 
the  legislature.  In  fact,  it  is  rather  judicial  than  legislative  in  its  char- 
acter. In  conclusion,  we  ask  for  no  rights  or  privileges  exce})t  what  the 
law  guarantees  to  us,  and  we  a.sk  for  full  protection  of  those  rights. 

Judge  Thomaa  Burke:  In  its  constitution,  the  state  asserts  ow^nership 
to  the  beds  and  shores  of  all  navigable  waters  in  the  state.  I  think  the 
early  settlers  on  the  shores  of  Puget  Sound  believed  that  the  ownershij) 
of  tide  lands  abutting  on  the  shores  earned  with  it  certain  rights  which 
gave  additional  value  to  the  lands.  The  pioneers  found  that  it  was  im- 
possible to  develop  the  commerce  and  manufactories  which  are  now  on 
Piiget  Soimd,  without  occupying  the  shore  and  tide  lands  by  wharves, 
docks,  warehonses.  sawmills  and  factories.  Great  sawmills  have  been 
built  that  .send  their  products  to  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  the  wharves, 
docks  and  mills  of  Puget  Sound  have  given  employment  to  thousands  of 
men,  and  have  given  to  the  State  of  Washington  great  wealth.     I  think 
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the  state,  whatever  it  does,  ought  to  be  very  just  iu  its  dealings  in  this 
matter  of  the  tide  lauds. 

Mr.  H.  A.  Hmith  submits  the  following:  To  the  Honorable  Legislative 
Tide  Land  Committee  of  Investigation :  I  think  owners  of  uplands  border- 
ing navigable  waters  should  be  made  preferred  purchasers,  as  now  pro- 
vided in  the  bill  before  the  legislature,  of  riparian  fronts  in  all  cases  ex- 
cept where  they  have  not  voluntarily  relinquished  claim  thereto  by  allowing 
some  other  person  or  persons  to  improve  them.  Our  territorial  courts 
have  encouraged  the  supposition  that  owners  of  uplands  were  vested  in 
riparian  rights  of  some  kind  that  the  state  would  protect.  They  have 
done  this  by  sustaining  writs  of  injunction  against  trespassei*s  on  wat«*r 
fronts.  These  uniform  decisions  in  favor  of  upland  owners  greatly  en- 
hanced the  value  of  the  city  front  property  for  which  very  high  prices 
have  been  paid,  and  it  would  work  a  hardship  to  such  purchasers  should 
the  tide  land  in  front  of  them  be  sold  at  public  auction.  Second:  It  would 
be  wrong  to  make  })referred  purchasers  of  those  only  who  have  their 
water  fronts  improved,  from  the  fact  that  such  legislation  would  ht*  a 
discrimination  against  the  poor  and  in  favor  of  the  rich.  In  many  cases 
improvements  depended  upon  the  streets  being  graded  to  the  city  front. 
Where  there  were  no  streets  running  to  the  water  front,  dock  improve- 
ments would  be  useless.  Third:  Simple  justice  seems  to  me  to  demand  that 
all  owners  of  main  lands  bordering  on  navigable  water  should  have  the 
right  to  extend  docks  to  deep  water.  Their  water  fronts  are  their 
natural  right-of-way  to  commerce  and  it  should  not  be  allowable  for  any 
))erson  or  company  to  deprive  them  of  their  outlets;  to  do  so  would  be 
encouraging  the  idea  of  right  as  against  right.  Any  person  who  has 
taken  possession  of  another's  right-of-way  to  deep  water,  withowt  that 
l)erson's  knowledge  or  against  his  protest,  is  an  intruder,  and  occupies 
the  same  position,  in  equity,  that  a  person  does  who  builds  a  house  on  an 
improved  street.  Having  taken  possession  by  violence  he  should  not 
look  to  the  law  for  protection,  or  expect  it;  1  am  therefore  opposed  to 
the  idea  of  making  tide  land  jumpers  preferred  purchasers.  There  are 
thousands  of  acres  of  tide  lands  so  situated  that  thev  are  natural  outlets 
to  deep  water  for  shore  or  upland  owners.  It  would  be  nght,  in  my 
opinion,  to  make  preferred  purchasers  of  persons  who  have  improved 
this  class  of  tide  lands.  Yours  respectfully,  H.  A.  Smith.

Tacoma,  Washington,  January  20,  1890. 
Mr.  Allen  (\  Mason:  I  can  tell  in  a  very  few  words  my  views  on  shore 
or  tide  lands.  Have  always  believed  the  owner  of  shore  line,  or  solid 
ground,  had  a  right  of  easement  over  these  lands  between  high  and  low 
tide.  This  easement  has  always  been  considered  of  great  value.  Owners 
of  shore  lands  have  always  l>een  taxed  higher  than  the  owners  back  of 
the  shore.  I  have  paid  three  times  as  much  tax  on  shore  than  upon  land 
just  back  of  it.  This  right  has  been  conceded  for  the  last  thirty  (30)  or 
forty  (40)  years.     Believing  that  we  had  this  right,  myself  and  associates 
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have  expended  some  $80,000  or  $40,000.  This  improvement  can  be  seen 
from  this  room  —  the  wharf  constructed  has  cost  ns  something  like  $10,000. 
This  improvement  [was]  necessary  to  give  us,  as  the  owner  of  the  upland, 
access  to  deep  water,  which  we  now  have  —  having  thirty-live  feet  of 
water  at  the  end  of  our  wharf.  The  position  we  assume  is,  that  the  state 
Values  this  land  in  the  interest  of  commerce.  State  would  derive  perma- 
nent revenue  by  reason  of  the  increased  taxation,  and  that  the  state  should 
g:ive  title  to  these  lands.  I  think  I  voice  the  feeling  to  the  majority  of  the 
owiiere  of  these  lands  when  I  say  that  they  claim  the  right  of  easement 
over  these  lands. 

Mr.  Geoghegan:  It  would  seem  to  me  that  a  year  would  be  a  reasonable 
time  for  pre-emption  right.  I  should  think  the  upland  owner  should 
have  prior  rights  over  another  making  any  improvements,  although  1 
think  the  party  improving  should  be  paid  for  the  same,  if  he  is  not  a  land- 
jumper.  I  think  it  would  be  safe  to  leave  the  appraisement  to  the  county 
commissioners.  Think  they  would  be  better  able  to  judge  of  the  true 
value.  I  think  it  would  be  unjust  to  make  us  pay  more  for  the  land  we 
have  improved  than  for  an  unimproved  tract  of  the  same  size. 

Mr.  L.  D.  Campbell:  I  think  in  the  courts  it  is  recognized  that  the  up- 
land owner  has  superior  rights.  I  consider  the  right  in  this  land  in  the 
upland  owner  is  the  superior  right  of  easement.  This  right  cannot  be 
taken  from  the  owner  of  the  upland  and  sold  to  a  stranger.  This  right 
of  easement  is  more  valuable  than  the  fee.  I  would  hesitate  before  I 
would  give  $1  per  acre  for  all  the  tide  lands,  if  I  could  buy  them  in  a 
hody,  unless  I  owned  the  upland.  I  think  the  only  thing  the  state  should 
look  for  in  regard  to  these  lands  is  the  increased  taxation  and  revenue 
from  the  improvement  of  these  lands,  and  the  increased  volume  of  busi- 
ness resulting  therefrom.  I  don't  claim  that  the  upland  owner  can  ex- 
clude the  public  from  going  over  these  lands  on  the  tide.  1  think  the 
state  should  hold  the  right  of  the  owner  of  the  upland  to  wharve  and 
'lock  to  deep  water  a  superior  right.  Think  Mason  answered  the  (pies- 
lion  properly;  but  I  do  not  think  the  upland  owner  should  be  compelled 
to  pay  for  improvements  made  by  third  party  without  right.  If  the  fee 
'>f  all  these  lands  lying  between  low  and  high  tide  could  be  bought  for  $1 
per  acre,  I  would  not  buy  them.  I  think  the  right  of  the  upland  owner 
can  be  derived  by  railroad  companies  by  eminent  domain,  but  that  private 
persons  cannot  do  this  thing  in  this  way.  Any  limitation  the  legislature 
Height  put  upon  this  matter  b}'  way  of  pre-emption  right  would  be  in- 
effectual. City  has  power  to  compel  lands  to  be  platted.  If  I  own  the 
upland  I  don't  think  my  right  to  easement  can  be  limited  to  one  particu- 
lar place.  The  fee  carries  no  right  with  it,  except  the  right  to  keep  the 
ground  open  for  navigation  and  commerce.  I  think  the  upland  owner 
has  the  right  to  cross  the  land  at  any  point.  If  owner  of  upland  lays  out 
a  street  to  tide  water,  he  thereby  gives  the  right  to  the  public  to  pass  to 
deep  water. 

Nelson  Bennett:  I  disagree  with  the  theory  that  the  state  owns  this 
land.    I  think  the  enabling  act  takes  the  right  away  and  gives  something 
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ill  the  place  of  it.  Should  think  there  was  more  than  $1,000,000  of  im- 
proveraent.s  upon  tide  lands  about  Tacoma.  Think  the  people  of  each 
county  the  best  judges  of  the  value  of  the  lands  (local  appraisers,  county 
commissioners,  or  residents  of  the  county  or  locality).  Individuals  have 
purchased  tide  lands  with  the  idea  that  they  were  entitled  to  water  front 
privileges.  If  a  person  is  doing  business  in  good  faith  on  the  tide  Hats,  1 
do  not  see  why  he  hasn't  as  good  a  right  to  the  tirst  purchase  of  them  as 
the  man  who  owns  the  uplands  adjoining  the  tide  flats.  I  am  in  accord 
with  Mr.  Mason's  idea,  that  the  state  should  not  tr\'  to  make  much  out  of 
the  sale  of  the  ti<le  lands.  I  believe  in  disposing  of  the  tide  lands  to  the 
real  occupants  of  them  at  a  minimum  price. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Hnson:  I  don't  own  anv  tide  lands.     Am  a  railroad  man.  en- 

• 

gineer  in  charge  of  Northern  Pacific  railroad.  Think  the  bank  owner 
should  have  easement  to  deep  water.  I  think  the  bank  owner  should 
have  tirst  right  to  purchase.  Think  the  person  who  has  improved,  the 
second  right  of  purchase.  Think  county  commissioners  should  place 
values  on  lands  (locul  appraisers).  Don't  think  these  lands  should  be 
sold  at  once  —  though  commission  be  long  standing.  Don't  think  the 
lands  should  be  sold  upon  a  comp(»titive  basis.  Upland  owners  should 
be  given  a  year  to  purchase  the  tide  lands  in  front  of  their  property. 
Tacoma  is  further  advanced  in  regard  to  terminal  facilities  than  any 
other  city  on  the  sound.  Think  these  lands  will  never  be  improved  un- 
less the  purchaser  can  get  title  and  be  secure.  All  the  interest  the  rail- 
way company  has  in  tide  lands  is  to  get  a  right-of-way  for  its  track  across 
them.  This  right-of-way  can  only  be  obtained  from  the  actual  settler  and 
not  from  the  jumper. 

Mr.  Robert  Wingaie:  Think  legislature  should  recognize  the  riparian 
right  of  holders  of  bank. 

Mr.  H.  Y.  Thompson:  Makes  assertion  that  the  right  of  the  state  to  sell 
the  tide  lands  independent  of  the  ownership  of  the  upland. 

Mr.  John  H.  Mitchell,  Jr.:  There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  but  that 
the  state  owns  the  tide  lands.  I  think  the  United  States  can  authorize 
grants  of  easement,  these  grants  lasting  during  life.  Think  the  upland 
owners  are  entitled  to  ask  and  receive  a  patent  or  deed  from  the  state. 
1  contend  there  cannot  be  more  than  three  or  four  instances  on  Puget 
Sound  of  attempts  by  persons  in  bad  faith  to  make  improvements  on 
fronts  not  belonging  to  them,  1  think  it  very  much  to  the  credit  of  the 
people  of  Puget  Sound  that  there  has  been  so  very  little  jumping  done. 
Litigation  in  regard  to  tide  lands  should  be  avoided.  ,Don't  let  [it]  go 
into  the  courts. 

Mr.  J.  F.  liurns:  Thirty  years  ago  1  had  the  opportunity  of  speaking 
ttrst  on  the  list,  that  was  u])on  the  occasion  of  the  shooting  of  Moses  Mc- 
Callester.  up  the  Puyallup.  I  had  the  honor  to  locate  D.  (/,  39.  In  1855J 
we  had  no  roads  except  the  ocean.  I  think  it  is  better  to  sell  than  lease 
the  tide  lands.  There  are  two  kinds  of  tide  lands  —  tide  flats,  or  mud 
flats,  and  sea  beaches.     We  will  have  to  expend  the  sum  of  $100,000  to

connect  the  tide  flats  with  the  city,  in  building  a  bridge,  and  an  act  of 
congress  will  have  to  be  obtained.  I  think  the  tide  flats  are  worth  com- 
paratively little  money  on  account  of  the  fact  that  a  great  deal  of  ex- 
penditure of  money  to  make  them  available  for  any  purpose.  Ordinary 
high  tide  includes  the  difference  between  the  extremerf  of  neap  high  tide 
and  spring  high  tide.  And  the  amount  of  land  covered  at  extreme  high 
tide  at  Tacoma  is  about  2,000  acres. 

POKT   TOWNSEND. 

PoKT  TowNSEND,  Washington,  January  23,  18SK). 

('aj)t.  SteLnon:  In  my  opinion,  the  approximate  value  of  the  improve- 
ments on  the  shore  line  of  Port  Townsend  l)ay,  in  front  of  the  city  of 
Port  Townsend,  is  at  least  $1,000,000. 

Capt.  Smith:  It  has  been  customary  here  to  assess  the  improvement^^ 
on  the  water  front;  don't  think  we  assess  the  lands. 

Mr.  Eisenhciii:  Think  improvements  are  about  $1,000,000.  I  have  i)aid 
taxes  on  tide  lands  covered  l)y  improvements. 

Mr.  Haatings:  I  think  improvements  worth  $1,000,000.  Have  paid 
taxes  for  thirty  years  on  tide  lands. 

Mr.  Einenbeis:  My  idea  of  title  was  that  when  I  bought  the  shore  land, 
that  I  thereby  acquired  the  title  to  the  lands  in  front  of  them.  The  lands 
were  platted  out  into  the  water  since  1857.  Full  blocks  were  laid  out 
next  to,  and  in  deep  water.  The  lots  did  not  reach  into  deep  water  ex- 
cept in  exceptional  cases.  At  the  town  corner  the  whole  of  th(^  plat 
would  be  covered  by  water. 

Mr.  Smith  files  statement: 

To  the  Honorable  Joint  Committee  of  the  Legislature  on  Tide  Lands: 

We.  the  undersigned  citizens  of  Jeffer.«on  county,  Washington,  inter- 
ested in  the  disposal  of  the  state  tide  lands  so  as  to  do  justice  to  the  state 
and  individuals,  respectfully  present  our  views  as  follows: 

First.  Claimants  who  have  valuable  improvements  made  in  good  faith, 
for  purposes  of  business,  should  have  the  preference  right  to  purchase 
the  land  covered  by  their  improvements  at  its  apprai.sed  value,  within  a 
fixed  time. 

Second.  The  upland  owner  or  his  grantee  having  no  impi'ovements, 
should  have  the  preference  right  to  purchase  the  abutting  tide  lands,  not 
occupied  by  another,  as  above  set  forth,  at  its  appraised  value,  within  a 
fixed  time. 

Third.  If  those  given  the  preference  right  to  purchase  fail  to  do  so, 
then  such  land  shall  be  sold. 

Fourth.  County  commissioners  being  best  acquainted  with  values  in

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their  own  counties,  should  have  the  appraisal  of  these  lands,  subject  to 

appeal.

Think  time  payment  with  low  rates  of  interest  would  be  the  proper 
way  to  deal  with  the  matter.  No  one  refused  to  sign  this  stateriient;  all 
are  agreed  that  it  is  a  fair  statement  of  the  case.  Don't  think  there  are 
any  persons  who  claim  tide  lands  who  have  not  signed.  There  are  no 
jumpers  here. 

Mr.  Dov'tis:  1  don't  think  the  state  has  any  title  to  anv  of  these  tide 
lands.     I  think  tlie  bank  owner  has  all  the  right  out  to  deep  water. 

Mr.  (ieo.  W.  Doivn.n:  I  am  a  sawmill  owner  (sends  patent  to  his  hold- 
ings on  shore  line),  all  the  right-of-way  we  had  when  we  patented  thesi* 
lands  was  over  the  water,  and  we  propose  to  insist  on  those  rights  yet  so 
far  as  it  is  necessary  for  the  upland  owner  to  have  this  right-of-way  to 
deep  water.  When  a  man  took  this  laud  he  considered  that  he  had  a 
right-of-wa}'  over  the  water  and  the  land  inten^ening  below  high  tide.  I 
occupy  about  forty  acres  of  land  on  bluff  shore  line,  and  if  the  state  was 
to  place  an  exorbitant  value  on  the  land  it  would  be  a  great  hardship.  I 
don't  consider  the  legislature  called  upon  to  dispose  of  the  foreshore,  but 
that  their  whole  duty  is  to  value  and  deal. 

Captain  Stetson :  I  think  the  harbor  line  should  not  be  less  than  thirty 
feet  of  water;  we  should  not  be  deprived  of  less  than  thirty  feet  dead 
low^  water. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Mvlntyrv:  I  think  the  state  has  policy  powder  only,  and  can- 
not interfere  with  property  rights  in  the  shore.  Think  thirty  feet  of 
water  at  low  tide  the  proper  harbor  line  at  the  inside  rim  or  line.  Think 
the  state  should  take  jurisdiction  as  far  out  as  is  necessarj'  to  protect 
commerce. 
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Mr.  W.  D.  Hmith  submit  the  following:  The  understanding  of  the  peo- 
ple is,  that  in  case  they  do  not  purchase  when  they  have  the  right,  within 
the  time,  then  the  right  should  go  to  those  who  have  the  riparian  right. 

Mr.  Kuhn:  There  is  no  such  thing  as  tide  flats  here. 

Mr.  timiih:  We  think  that  if  the  title  of  the  upland  owner  fails,  the 
legislature  should  provide  for  the  sale  of  the  lands  in  suitable  tracts.  My 
judgment  as  to  the  fixed  appraised  value  of  tide  flats  is,  that  we  would 
be  willing  to  have  a  fixed  appraised  value  by  any  board  of  appraisers, 
and  then,  under  proper  restrictions  as  to  improvements,  have  purchases 
made.  Finally,  if  the  whole  state,  and  not  the  riparian  owner,  is  to  be 
benefited,  the  energy  and  effort  of  the  people,  and  in  investing  the 
money,  and  by  such  improvements  making  the  country,  then  I  think  the 
plan  pursued  by  the  government,  in  fixing  a  nominal  fixed  value  on  land, 
is  the  best.  Think  the  improvements  made  on  contiguous  lands  should 
have  little  bearing  upon  the  question  of  value. upon  the  tide  lands.  If 
the  people  had  an  idea  that  they  could  get  no  title,  they  would  never 
have  improved  the  lands,  and  there  would  have  been  no  docks  here 
to-day.  Think  the  theory  that  the  state  should  reap  a  large  revenue 
from  these  lands  is  not  properly  understood,  and  is  over-estimated.  The 
state  will  get  a  revenue  from  taxation  which  will  be  greater  than  the 
value  of  the  tide  lands  under  the  prevailing  theory.  Think  the  situation 
at  Port  Townsend  different  from  places  where  there  are  no  tide  flats. 
We  have  here  in  Port  Townsend  about  seven  thousand  people.  Think 
people  who  have  made  improvements  on  tide  lands  are  entitled  to  credit 
for  making  the  lands  valuable. 

ABERDEEN. 

Aberdeen,  Washington,  January  1»,  181)0. 

Mr.  Weathertvax  testifies  a,s  follows:  Came  here  five  years  ago.  After 
looking  over  the  country,  Mr.  Benn  made  me  a  proposition,  which  I  con- 
sidered good,  and  one  that  I  agre<*d  with  him  to  put  in  a  mill  here  that 
cut  40.000  [feet]  per  day,  but  I  put  in  a  mill  that  would  cut  from  80,000 
to  100,000  feet  per  day.  Water  front  was  not  valuable  then,  except  it 
was  improved.  My  arrangement  with  Mr.  Benn  was  successful,  and  I 
[injvested  my  money  in  improvements  on  this  land  when  on  the  hope 
that  the  100  acres  of  land  and  the  water  front  before  it  would  be  good 
pro])erty,  and  that  the  government  title  to  it  would  protect  my  rights. 
I  expended  $96,000  in  building  my  mill  and  making  dock  wharf  im- 
provements, including  my  boom.  Tide  lands  are  considered  here  almost 
worthless  unless  improved.  The  whole  value  of  this  county  arises  from 
the  fact  that  these  improvements  have  added  to  the  value  of  the  taxable 
property  of  the  state,  and  its  resources  have  been  made  available  to  the 
state.  When  1  came  here  lots  were  selling  from  $300  to  $75,  and  I  can't 
understand  why  I  should  be  exi)ected  to  pay  the  extreme  price  which  the 
legislature  seems. to  want  to  exact,  when  ray  own  money  and  labor  has 
given  land  all  the  value  it  has.     1  am  not  ready  to  concede  that  the  pat- 
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(Mits  do  not  convey  this  land  to  deep  water,  but  if  they  do  not  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  any  law  which  would  embara«s  the  present  owners  would 
not  tend  to  increase  the  revenue  of  the  state,  as  it  would  not  be  fair  to 
the  men  who  had  Iniilt  up  the  industries  of  the  country.  I  consider  a  fair 
price  for  this  land,  the  price  of  the  land  before  it  was  improved,  say  from 
$1.25  to  $3  ptn-  acre.  I  think  $10  would  be  an  extreme  price.  From  the 
meander  line.  I  occupy  twenty  acres  with  my  mill  and  boom,  but  when 
the  question  as  to  the  value  of  these  lands  comes  up  I  base  my  estimate 
by  their  value,  that  is,  the  land  claimed  by  the  state  in  front  of  them,  at 
what  it  was  worth  before  improved,  say  $1.25  or  $2.50  per  acre.  Some  of 
the  lots  sold  along  the  water  front  were  only  fifty  by  ten  feet  and  sold 
for  $1,500.  but  this  was  upon  the  belief  that  they  controlled  the  water 
front  to  deep  water,  and  the  lots  were  bought  with  this  idea.  The  prop- 
erty was  secured  by  parties  who  meant  to  erect  docks  and  wharves  upon 
the  property,  believing  they  owned  the  right  to  dock  to  deep  water, 
expecting  at  some  time  to  put  in  sawmills  and  their  manufacturing  insti- 
tutions on  the  lands.  These  men  have  paid  their  money  in  good  faith, 
and  it  would  1h»  wrong  to  deprive  them  of  their  rights  on  a  bare  assump- 
tion of  the  stat<''s  title.  It  would  make  no  difference  as  to  the  sale  of  the 
lands  whether  you  sold  it  to  a  corporation  or  an  individual,  as  fifteen  or 
twenty  going  together  woultl  deed  to  a  corporation  any  way,  and  thus 
the  same  end  would  be  reached,  and  the  land  might  as  well  be  sold  to 
corporations  under  restrictions  which  would  compel  them  to  improve  it 
and  not  hold  it  jus  a  speculation.  The  men  who  bought  these  lands  ex- 
pected that  when  they  paid  their  money  in  good  faith  for  the  shore  lands, 
they  would  be  entitled,  by  right  of  purchase  and  the  law.  to  govern  the 
intervening  lands  to  deep  water.  The  Hoquiam  Mill  Company  has  done 
more  to  develop  this  country  than  any  party  of  men  about  here.  They 
have  paid  large  sums  of  money  for  both  labor  and  land,  and  it  is  not  to 
be  supposed  that  this  corporation  would  have  expended  this  money  un- 
less they  had  a  pretty  sure  right  to  the  shore  line,  and  as  an  appurtenance 
thereto  to  right  the  dock  out  to  deep  water. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Muling,  Aberdeen,  Wash.:  I  am  a  real  estate  agent.  Have 
lived  here  one  year.  Mr.  Billing,  for  whom  I  appear  by  request,  was  the 
original  owner  of  the  townsite  of  Aberdeen.  Mr.  Billing  came  here  in 
the  earh'  hardships  of  the  countrj%  and,  as  he  thought,  acquired  title  in 
good  faith  to  the  land.  He  feels  that  he  ought  to  be  owner  of  the  tract; 
his  frontage  being  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  wide  and  extending  back 
to  the  upland,  he  thinks  the  combination  of  the  two  gives  him  the  tide 
lands;  and  as  to  the  power  of  the  third  party  to  obstruct  him  in  going 
into  deep  water,  he  doubts.  Mr.  Billing  thinks  a  fair  value  should  be 
placed  on  these  mud  flats,  based  upon  the  valuation  before  improved, 
with  preference  in  favor  of  the  persons  making  the  improvements. 

Mr.  H.  0.  Cooper,  Montesano,  Wash.:  I  own  a  tide  land  ranch  on  the 
south  side  of  the  harbor.  My  ranch  is  out  about  twenty  miles  from  here. 
Have  a  patent  to  the  land.  The  soil  at  that  point  is  alluvial,  and  the  sur- 
rounding country  is  good  pasturage.     As  to  the  price  at  which  the  state 
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should  charge  for  these  lands,  if  it  owns  them,  I  would  think  a  nominal 
value  should  be  placed  upon  them,  as  the  cost  of  improvements  is  very 
pfreat. 

HQQITIAM. 

HoQuiAM,  Washington.  January  10,  1890. 

Mr.  Edward  i'ampheU:  I  speak  of  the  tide  lands  in  Gray's  Harbor.  I 
think  they  should  be  used  for  commercial  purposes.  Such  lands.  I  think, 
had  better  be  sold;  where  towns  are  building,  I  think  the  lands  should  be 
left  for  commercial  purposes,  but  I  do  not  think  those  lands  should  be 
appraised  so  high  that  the  persons  who  have  made  the  improvement  and 
made  them  valuable  should  be  frozen  out.  It  is  the  improvement  of 
these  shore  lands  that  has  made  the  other  lands  valuable,  and  had  it  not 
been  for  the  investment  of  capital  in  these  lands,  but  little  improvement 
in  this  countrj'  would  have  been  made.  If  these  lands  which  have  been 
improved  by  the  people  are  to  be  sold  to  them,  the  price  should  be  the 
value  of  the  land  without  any  improvements.  Otherwise,  property  which 
has  been  made  valuable  by  improvement  will  be  taken  without  any  ade- 
quate compensation.  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  necessary  to  dispose  of 
the  tide  lands  in  a  hurry.  Can't  you  pass  a  law  so  as  to  dispose  of  lands 
under  certain  constitutions;  a  law  to  dispose  of  lands  already  improved 
that  are  about  Gray's  Harbor.  I  do  not  think  the  law  should  be  formed 
so  as  to  permit  corporations  to  buy  up  these  lands  and  hold  them  to  the 
detriment  of  the  people.  The  state  had  better  hold  the  lands  indefinitely 
than  to  do  this.  I  think  the  people  who  have  acquired  title  to  these  shore 
lands  and  improved  them  are  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  that  may  accrue 
to  them  by  virtue  of  their  previous  occupancy.  It  seems  to  me  these 
lands  are  held  in  trust  by  the  government  for  the  uses  of  commerce  and 
navigation. 

Mr.  James  A.  Karr:  I  came  here  in  1859.  Am  interested  in  dairj'  farm- 
ing. My  opinion  is  that  the  riparian  right  is  correct.  Think  Mr.  Weather- 
wax  is  entitled  to  the  land  where  his  improvements  are,  and  that  others 
should  not  be  allowed  to  jump  his  right. 

GRAY'S  HARBOR  CITY. 

Gray's  Harbor  City,  Wash.,  January  19,  1890. 
Mr.  Dufiran:  I  am  representing  the  Gray's  Harbor  Company;  have 
been  representing  this  company  since  last  March.  The  company  have 
four  miles  of  water  frontage  extending  one  mile  back.  We  have  been 
trying  to  get  a  railroad  to  come  to  Gray's  Harbor.  Bought  the  lands  with 
a  view  of  building  a  city.  Have  expended  on  the  wharf  about  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars.  This  wharf  is  one  and  one-eighth  miles  long.  The 
expenses  paid  out  at  Gray's  Harbor  have  been  very  heavy,  and  I  think  a 
nominal  price  should  be  paid  for  the  tide  lands.  The  result  depends 
entirely  on  our  success.  Another  thing  should  be  considered:  We  have 
done  a  great  deal  in  developing  the  country,  by  advertising,  and  a  great 
number  of  emigrants  have  come  to  this  country,  spending  a  great  deal 
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of  money.    Think  we  have  sold  about  $240  worth;  we  can  do  a  great 
deal  more  when  in  a  position  to  do  so. 

WHATCOM. 

Whatcom,  Washington.  January  25,  18i)0. 
Judge  WiUiams:  My  view  is  that  no  action  ought  to  be  taken  at  present, 
and  that  the  state  ought  not  to  sell  the  lan<ls  at  this  time.  Think  the  ap- 
praisal should  be  made  by  local  boards  amenable  thereby  to  the  people. 
Think  the  Clarke  l)ill  is  about  correct.  If  these  lands  belong  to  the  state 
she  should  hold  them,  as  they  are  becoming  more  valuable.  Think  per- 
manent improvements  could  Ik?  got  upon  leases;  think  thirty  years'  leases 
will  be  too  long.  Think  the  state  would  derive  more  revenue  from  the 
fand  than  from  the  taxes  (if  the  land  is  more  valuable  than  the  taxes). 
Think  a  local  commission  could  act  more  intelligently  than  a  state  board. 
I  have  one  litth*  foundation  and  a  block  piled  in  —  no  interests  elsewhere. 
It  would  be  to  my  interest  to  have  the  lands  sold.  Think  the  county 
commis.sioners  should  appraise,  with  some  way  of  regulating  their  action. 
Think  a  man  who  has  improvements  should  be  recognized  as  having 
equitable  rights.  I  never  saw  much  foundation  for  the  theory'  that  the 
bank  owner  had  riparian  or  littoral  rights.  Approximately  there  are 
several  sections  of  tide  lands  in  Bellingham  Bay.  There  is  one  scrip  lo- 
cation on  the  bay.  I  take  it  that  if  these  lands  were  mine  I  would  not 
sell  them,  and  if  this  was  a  good  business  policy  for  me  it  would  be  for 
the  state.  There  are  acres  of  land  here  that  would  bring  in  a  revenue  if 
leased  at  once,  and  others  that  would  not  yield  a  revenue  for  years. 
Don't  think  $250,000  saw  mills  would  be  built  on  leased  ground  unless  the 
lease  was  a  very  long  one.  Think  the  tendency  to  rent  the  tide  lands 
would  be  to  keep  big  mills  off  the  tide  flats. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Weisenburger:  1  think  the  tide  lands  should  be  sold  at  once 
in  order  that  substantial  improvements  may  be  made.  If  the  lands  wen^ 
leased  we  would  have  a  class  of  inflammable  buildings  here  in  front  of 
the  city  which  would  be  a  standing  menace  to  the  balance  of  the  city.  I 
think  those  who  have  made  permanent,  substantial  improvements  should 
be  protected.  Improvements  and  land  to  be  appraised  separately,  and 
the  appraised  value  of  improvements  should  be  paid  to  the  occupant. 
Tide  lands  should  be  platted  into  lots  and  blocks  and  streets  to  corre- 
spond with  the  other  platted  portion.  Think  there  should  be  a  state 
board  to  which  appeals  might  be  taken  from  the  appraisement  of  local 
boards  of  appraisers  rather  than  to  have  the  appeal  go  to  the  slow  pro- 
cess of  the  courts.  If  the  state  can  derive  a  large  revenue  by  selling 
these  lands  at  auction,  it  should  do  so.  Different  policy  should  prevail 
than  that  which  the  government  pursues  in  regard  to  public  lands.  It 
makes  no  difference  what  disposition  this  legislature  makes  of  this  mat- 
ter, some  hardships  will  accrue.  Think  bank  owners'  rights  should  be 
protected  in  some  cases.  In  case  a  man  has  platted  his  lands,  the  littoral 
right  goes  to  the  public.  Approximately  I  think  there  are  from  two 
thousand  to  two  thousand  five  hundred  acres  on  Bellingham  Bay  in  front 
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of  the  three  cities,  and  some  of  them  in  front  of  the  cities  are  worth  from 
^KK)  to  $1.0()0  per  acre,  others  farther  away  are  worth  probably  $10  ])er 
acre. 

Mr.  William  Powell:  Mr.  Weisenburger  states  my  view  of  tide  hind 
matters.  1  think  the  land  should  be  sold  at  once.  I  think  anybody  who 
went  below  the  meander  line  and  improved  should  have  no  more  right 
than  others,  except  that  they  should  be  paid  for  their  improvements  at 
:ippi*aised  value.  Am  a  member  of  city  government.  I  think  the  city 
has  a  right  to  extend  streets  to  deep  water  (24  feet)  by  virtue  of  her 
charter. 

Mr.  T.  O.  Nicklin:  I  endorse  the  greater  part  of  the  statement  of  Mr, 
Weisenburger.  The  city  should  have  right-of-way  for  streets  through 
tide  lands.  Think  the  people  of  the  whole  state  should  lose  the  ground 
necessary  to  make  these  streets.  The  oyster  man  has  not  been  bjefore 
the  committee.  Don't  believe  the  riparian  owner  owns  the  sea  because 
of  his  ownership  of  the  land.  There  are  six  miles  of  tide  lands  between 
the  Whatcom  dock  and  Lummi  Island,  and  not  a  dock  intervening.  The 
population  gives  the  land  the  value  and  not  the  buildings.  The  increase 
of  population  here  gives  the  value  to  the  tide  lots.  The  occupants  of 
these  lands  have  paid  no  rents.  The  state  has  no  one  to  represent  it  as 
to  its  rights.  Think  Nelson  Bennett's  statement  is  about  what  Whatcom 
wants.  Is  it  not  offering  premium  upon  trespa.ss  by  holding  out  the  idea 
that  the  trespasser  shall  be  paid  for  improvements  upon  the  lands  upon 
which  he  has  trespassed  V  Think  Stetson  and  Post  should  pa>t  market 
value  of  the  lands  at  this  time,  t  should  feel  sorry  to  believe  everything 
I  see  in  the  papers  about  this  legislature.  Don't  think  the  section  relat- 
ing to  improvements  (H.  B.  36)  is  not  specific  as  to  what  improvements 
shall  consist  of,  and  provides  for  no  appeal.  Commissioners  appointed 
by  the  governor  are  more  likely  to  be  appointed  on  account  of  services. 
County  commissioners  being  at  home  in  their  will  be  held  responsible 
and  compelled  to  account  for  their  acts.  The  bill  gives  too  long  an 
option.  If  a  man  is  unable  to  make  up  his  mind  in  regard  to  his  purchase 
in  thirty  (30)  days,  he  probably  could  not  do  so  at  all.  Think  the  long 
option  would  be  more  in  the  interest  of  the  rich  than  the  poor.  The 
railroad  and  mill  companies  own  nearly  all  the  improvements  on  th(/tide 
lands.  What  these  privileged  classes  want  will  be  taken,  and  the  balance 
unimproved,  which  no  one  wants,  will  be  throw^n  upon  the  market.  It 
is  not  right  to  give  the  riparian  owner  an  option,  or  person  in  possession, 
and  in  case  a  man  wants  a  chance  to  become  the  purchaser,  he  should 
have  the  right  to  bid  against  the  riparian  owner  or  occupant.  Think  the 
state  should  sell  the  lands  in  front  of  the  cities  at  once  and  not  lease  them, 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  state's  property  could  not  be  rendered  for 
taxes  or  assessments  for  municipal  purposes,  and  with  the  exception  of 
improvements  on  the  lands.  We  regard  the  water  front  as  essential  to  the 
growth  of  our  city,  and  think  it  should  be  gotten  into  the  hands  of  pri- 
vate owners  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  Think  the  city  has  right  to 
streets  on  tide  lands.    There  are  ovster  claimants  on   both   sides  of 
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Whatcom,  and  one  of  them  was  at  our  meeting.  Think  the  territory  un- 
dertook to  piiss  a  law  regarding  oyster  claimants,  which  they  had  no  righl 
to  pass.  I  think  the  people  should  be  represented  !)y  the  attorney- 
general  and  the  county  attorneys. 

City  Hall,  Whatcom,  Washington,  January  22,  1890. 

Mr.  Sicklin  submits  writleii  statement:  Meeting  called  to  order  by 
Mayor  W.  J.  Pratt,  who  stated  the  object  of  assembly  to  be  consideration 
of  the  tide  lands,  disposition  of  same,  and  appointment  of  a  committee 
to  present  the  wants  of  our  citizens  to  the  legislative  tide  land  com- 
mittee. On  motion,  W.  L.  Miller  was  chosen  chairman  and  T.  (J.  Nick- 
lin  secretary.  By  request  the  secretary  read  House  bills  Nos.  136  and 
137,  on  tide  hind  subject,  now  pending  before  the  legislature.  A  general 
discussion  of  the  two  bills  followed.  It  was  finally  decided  to  incorporate 
the  best  features  of  both  bills  into  a  new  bill,  incorporate  some  new  pro- 
visions and  amendments,  and  recommend  the  same  to  the  committee  for 
adoption.  On  motion  of  L.  W.  Marcy,  it  was  declared  to  be  the  sense  of 
the  meeting  that  county  commissioners  would  bo  the  most  responsible 
appraising  board.  Motion  prevailed  that  the  tide  lands  should  be  sohl  at 
an  early  date,  in  quantities  not  exceeding  one  lot  on  city  plats,  or  one  acre 
in  unplatted  tracts;  that  as  far  as  possible  the  sales  should  be  made  to  the 
highest  bidder,  who  shall  pay  for  the  same  on  an  easy  installment  plan, 
as  per  House  bill  No.  136.  No  lands  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  appraised 
value.  No  exclusive  rights  or  special  privileges  of  any  character  shall 
be  granted  to  shore  line  owners  or  riparian  claimants,  nor  to  tide  land 
jumpers  who  have  squatted  upon  or  taken  possession  of  tide  lands;  but 
in  all  cases  the  tide  lands  shall  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  preserving, 
however,  the  rights  and  interest  of  the  chusses  named  in  section  3  of 
House  bill  No.  136,  so  that  in  case  the  owner  of  actual  improvements 
shall  not  desire  to  bid  in  the  lands  upon  which  his  improvements  are  lo- 
cated, then  the  party  bidding  in  the  same  shall  pay  to  the  owner  of  said 
improvements  a  fair  price  for  the  same,  acconling  to  appraisement.  On 
motion,  the  committee  amendment  to  Hou.se  bill  136.  giving  reputed  own- 
ers of  shore  lands  on  which  they  have  paid  taxes  si)ecial  privilege  to 
l)urchase,  was  cut  out  of  bill.  On  motion,  it  was  decided  that  thirty  (30) 
days  was  sufticient  time  to  give  option  of  })urchase  to  any  bidder.  Motion 
was  carried,  that  appeals  from  appraisers  may  be  taken  to  court  and 
there  decided  by  jury  where  any  party  feels  aggrieved,  that  further  a])- 
peal  may  be  taken  to  supreme  court.  Motion  prevailed  that  no  creative 
act,  such  as  section  3,  in  House  bill  137,  shall  become  law.  In  order  to 
properly  lay  the  above  suggestions  before  the  legislative  committee,  the 
following  committee  were  appointed:  T.  G.  Nicklin,  H*  B.  Williams.  W. 
L.  Miller,  W.  H.  Forts,  Dr.  Werden.  On  motion,  adjourned. — W.  L. 
Miller.  Chairman;  T.  G.  Nicklin.  Secretary. 

Mr.  Charles  I.  Roth:  I  do  not  think  the  tide  flats  should  be  sold  to  the 
highest  bidder,  think  it  valuable  only  for  manufacturing  purposes. 
Think  the  legislature  should  enact  laws  providing  for  the  .sale  of  these 
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lands  for  raaniifacturing  purposes.  I  think  the  riparian  owners  ought 
to  have  some  rights,  I  did  not  know  of  citizens'  meeting,  and  think  that 
none  of  the  tide  flats  claimant's  were  present.  Think  the  amount  of  tide 
flats,  as  testified,  too  large.  Think  there  is  about  480  acres  in  front  of 
What<5om.  I  live  in  Whatcom.  Part  of  the  tide  flats  here  are  covered 
hv  patent  to  half  tide.  I  don't  think  there  is  anything  to  be  gained  by 
selling  the  tide  lands,  as  they  are  becoming  more  valuable,  but  think  long 
leases  good.  Think  the  law  should  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the 
land,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  law.  Don't  think  the  value  of  tide 
lands  amounts  to  anything,  excei)t  as  the  improvements  makes  them  valu- 
able. I  think  the  majority  of  the  people  here  hold  to  Mr.  Nicklin's  view, 
but  this  is  probably  on  account  of  the  fact  that  a  few  persons  here  have 
large  holdings,  and  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  ai'e  ownei's  of  small 
holdings. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Scott:  I  think  200  feet  ought  to  be  reserved  for  harbor  or 
wharf  purposes. 

iMr.  F.  H.  Richards:  Think  the  lands  should  be  sold  at  once.  Think 
two-thirds  of  our  people  would  prefer  the  ('larke  bill  rather  than  the 
Moultrav  bill.  If  the  owner  of  the  shore  line  will  be  allowed  by  the 
legislation  you  enact  to  go  to  the  deep  water  line,  then  some  lot  holders 
who  have  only  paid  small  sums  will  be  permitted  to  hold  and  purchase 
a  very  large  lot  of  tide  flats.  The  lot  holders  at  Bellingham  have  the 
right  to  go  to  deep  water.  I  think  there  is  great  difference  between  the 
shore  line  and  the  tide  flats. 

Judge  Williams:  There  were  a  number  of  persons  at  the  meeting  who 
did  not  favor  the  plan  of  selling. 

Mr.  Nicklin:  I  am  w^illing  to  have  a  committee  appointed  to  take  the 
sense  of  the  people  on  this  subject. 

PAIKHAVEN. 

Faikhaven,  Washington.  January  25,  18iK). 

Mr,  E.  L.  Cowgill:  I  reside  in  Fairhaven.  My  opinion  as  to  the  man- 
ner of  disposing  of  the  tide  lands  is,  that  there  are  a  great  many  rights 
to  be  considered.  The  riparian  owner  has  rights  which  should  be  con- 
sidered. Bj'  taking  away  that  right  they  would  be  deprived  of  a  valuable 
appurtenance.  If  he  could  get  title  from  the  state,  he  would  improve, 
and  thus  benefit  commerce;  but  if  the  two  are  separated,  the  value  of 
either  would  be  diminished.  The  right  of  the  bank  owner  is  paramount, 
and  this  is  true  although  there  might  be  a  tide  flat.  The  high  rise  and 
low  fall  of  the  tide,  gives  a  depth  of  water  at  high  tide  which  is  navigable. 
Think  even  at  Seattle,  where  there  are  larger  tracts  of  mud  flats,  the 
bank  ow^ner  should  own  to  deep  water,  regardless  of  the  distance.  It  is 
hard  to  draw  the  line  so  as  to  cover  extreme  cases,  and  .»^ome  hardship 
might  work;  but  in  the  case  of  the  city  of  Seattle,  the  land  would  l)e 
given  to  many  owners.  In  the  case  of  valuable  improvements  on  tide 
flats,  would  think  the  owner  of  them  should  receive  some  consideration. 
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and  that  riparian  owners  should  also  be  considered.  Don't  think  that 
there  are  any  cases  of  this  kind  at  this  point.  There  are  some  at  What- 
com, some  few  houses.  Think  the  patent  to  that  ground,  however,  ex- 
tended out  over  the  flat*.  There  are  some  piles  driven  and  capped  at 
Whatcom  which  are  outside  the  patent  line.  I  think  the  best  system  of 
appraisement,  if  not  by  local  appraisers,  it  should  be  done  in  connection 
with  them.  Say  county  commissioners.  Think  the  local  appraisement 
plan  the  best,  as  the  values  are  local  and  local  appraisers  would  better 
know  the  value.  Think  they  should  govern  the  values.  Where  the  high 
land  is  more  valuable  the  tide  lands  would  be  greater.  Think  it  would 
be  well  to  consider  the  plan  of  the  United  States  in  regard  to  public  lands 
in  making  a  flxed  value.  When  1  bought  my  land,  I  did  so  with  a  view 
to  the  shore  line  on  the-  lahd  in  front  of  it.  I  own  some  shore  line  at  this 
point. 

Mr.  H.  Y.  Thompson:  I  live  in  Portland.  Don't  own  any  tide  lands  in 
the  state.  1  represent  the  Fairhaven  Land  Company,  as  attorne}*.  This 
tide  land  question  is  so  large,  it  is  safe  to  start  with  the  proposition, 
that  all  lands  in  the  state  where  tide  ebbs  and  flows  are  the  property  of 
the  state,  and  may  be  disposed  of  as  any  other  lands.  As  land,  it  is  not 
valuable,  and  iis  water  it  is  useless,  the  value  consists  in  its  being  a  way 
of  connecting  the  two.  The  state  takes  by  virtue  of  its  sovereignty.  The 
policy  of  the  other  states  has  been  to  permit  the  shore  owner  to  have  pre- 
emptive right  within  a  certain  limited  time.  This  plan  worked  well  in 
Oregon.  The  law  concerning  appraisement  was  a  bad  one  as  it  was  local 
in  its  plan.  Where  there  are  tide  flats  with  improvements  in  front,  think 
it  sound  policy  to  permit  bank  owners  to  have  exclusive  right  of  pur- 
chase. If  he  has  sat  by  and  seen  his  neighbor  make  valuable  improve- 
ments he  should  be  estopped  from  claiming  the  land  covered  with 
improvements.  This  is  under  a  general  principle  of  estoppel  and  acqui- 
escence. The  riparian  right  is  a  fresh  water  doctrine.  The  state  owns 
the  lands  between  ordinary  low  and  high  tide  and  they  convey  the  right 
to  wharf  out.  I  see  no  difference  between  a  man  who  has  a  large  tide 
flat  and  a  small  one.  The  appraisement  should  be  made  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  improvements  made.  I  think  the  lands  ought  to  be  sold 
at  their  actual  value  and  not  for  a  nominal  value.  The  government 
makes  a  gift  of  her  lands  to  induce  settlement;  I  think  the  state  should 
demand  very  reasonable  rates  according  to  their  actual  value.  1  think 
the  settlement  and  the  improvements  made  have  given  these  lauds  their 
value,  and  that  these  things  ought  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  Think 
the  value  should  be  made  cheap  to  the  shore  owners  on  account  of  their 
improvements.  The  government  makes  special  rates  on  certain  lands. 
The  government  has  never  claimed  any  title  in  the  tide  lands;  $20  per 
acre  is  the  highest  value  placed  upon  government  lands.  Q.  Do  you  think 
the  local  conditions  should  be  taken  into  consideration  in  appraisal? 
A.  I  think  general  utility  or  advantages  of  location  should  govern. 

Mr.  Fierce  Evans:  1  have  had  occasion  to  talk  with  pei-sons  concerning 
this   matter.     The    riparian    doctrine    is   familiar   to    me.    The   state 
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owns  the  tide  lands  by  virtue  of  the  common  law  and  acts  of  congress. 
The  legislature  has  the  power  to  make  statutes  in  relation  to  its  com- 
mercial needs,  by  the  legislation  it  shall  enact.  The  title  of  these  lands 
l>^ing  in  the  state,  the  question  is  whether  the  state  shall  sell  the  lands  in 
^ront  of  incorporated  the  cities.     I  favor  the  sale  of  these  lands  in  front  of

incorporated  cities  on  the  ground  that  pei-sons  will  be  moi'e  likely  to 

^ski^  permanent  and  valuable  improvements;  with  a  mere  lease,  noth- 

"Jg  valuable  would  be  done.     Don't  think  it  right  for  the  state  to  specu- 

'«ite  upon  the  public  lands,  and  that  it  would  be  short-sighted  policy  to 

deserve  the  fee  to  the  detriment  of  the  improvement  of  the  country.

States  to  erect  defensive  works  on  Puget  Sound;  has  also  passed 
Senate  bill  No.  34,  An  act  to  relieve  innkeepers  from  liability  in 
certain  cases;  has  passed  Senate  bill  No.  81,  An  act  concerning 
official  bonds;  has  passed  Senate  bill  No.  120,  An  act  prescribing 
the  duties  of  lieutenant-governor,  etc.;  has  amended  and  passed

The  clerk  of  the  House  a])peared  and  announced  that  he  was  in- 
structed by  tlie  House  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House  had 
refused  to  pass  Senate  bill  No.  «5,  An  act  relating  to  suits  against 
the  state. 

Has  passed  Senate  bill  No.  49,  An  act  to  provide  for  the  de- 
termination of  conflicting  claims  to  property,  etc. 

Has  passed  Senate  bill  No.  80,  Relating  to  the  filing  of  transcripts 
of  judgment  in  district  or  circuit  courts,  etc. 

Also,  House  bill  No.  250,  Authorizing  the  hauling  of  timber 
across  railroads,  and  has  ])assed  the  emergency  clause. 
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Also,  Houae  bill  No.  223,  An  act  to  regulate  and  fix  the  tare  on 
hop8,  the  weight  of  hop  baling  and  a  standard  weight  of  hop  bales. 

The  House  has  passed  Hoase  bill  No.  227,  To  provide  for  the 
regulation  of  the  charges  for  water  for  irrigation  purposes  by  cor- 
porations.

Hon.  Henry  Drum,  Olympia: 

Dear  Sir — In  the  matter  of  House  resolution  No.  25,  relative  to  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  confer  with  reporters  of  the  constitu- 
tional convention  in  regard  to  transcript  of  their  notes  of  the  debates. 

By  the  reports  of  the  proceedings  yesterday  upon  said  matter  in  the  Sen- 
ate, I  judge  that  there  is  some  misapprehension  on  the  part  of  some  of  the 
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senators.  Mr.  Bowman  and  myself  were  the  reporters  of  the  convention 
nnder  a  proposition  made  by  us  and  accepted  by  the  convention,  the 
same  binding  us  to  present  our  claim  for  compensation  to  the  first  legis- 
lature of  the  state.  All  that  we  care  about  at  this  tiiiie  is  to  have  a  com- 
mittee appointed  to  lay  the  matter  before  the  legislature  with  a  view  of 
getting  paid  for  taking  said  debates,  upon  tiling  our  notes  with,  say,  the 
secretary  of  state,  either  in  the  original  or  transcribed,  as  the  legislature 
may  see  fit  to  arrange  for  at  this  time.  We  must  make  this  legislature 
some  proposition  in  order  to  protect  whatever  rights  we  may  have,  and 
all  we  desire  is  an  opportunity  to  do  this.  All  that  we  desire  is  a  com- 
mittee appointed,  before  which  we  can  lay  the  whole  matter,  and  then 
the  legislature  can  accept  or  reject  our  proposition  as  it  sees  fit.  and  we 
are  satisfied. 

1  do  not  think,  myself,  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  publish  these  de- 
bates at  this  time,  and  that  was  not  our  intention  in  having  this  resolu- 
tion introduced;  but  it  is  necessary,  as  I  have  before  explained,  that  we 
should  have  an  opportunity  of  submitting  the  matter,  and  protect 
ourselves. 

I  wish,  therefore,  that  you  would  try  and  have  the  resolution  (which  I 
understand  has  been  laid  on  the  table)  passed  and  the  committee  ap- 
pointed. If  the  situation  was  understood  by  the  senators,  I  do  not  think 
there  would  be  any  opposition  to  its  passage.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

State  of  Washington,  Executive  Department, 

Olympia,  February  14,  1890. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Washington: 

Gentlemen  —  I  return,  without  my  signature.  Senate  bill  No.  120,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  prescribe  the  duties  and  compensation  of  the  Heu- 
lenant-governor,  and  declaring  an  emergency." 

The  constitution,  section  10,  article  3,  provides  for  four  contingencies, 
upon  the  happening  of  either  of  which  the  duties  of  the  office  of  governor 
shall  devolve  upon  the  lieutenant-governor.  These  are  "the  removal, 
resignation,  death  or  disability  of  the  governor."  The  legislature  cannot 
constitutionally  extend,  or  add,  to  these  contingencies.  The  constitu- 
tion declares  in  what  cases  the  lieutenant-governor  can  act  as  governor, 
and  the  subject  is  thereby  exhausted. 
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Section  2  of  the  ])ill  under  consideration  provides  that  "in  case  of  the 
absence  of  the  governor  from  the  state  the  lieutenant-governor  shall  act 
as  governor  .  .  .  during  such  absence  of  the  governor."  If  the 
legislature  can  provide  that  the  absence  of  the  governor  from  the  state 
will  authorize  the  lieutenant-governor  to  act  as  governor,  may  not  the 
legislature  also  provide  that  the  absence  of  the  governor  from  the  capital, 
or  from  his  office,  will  authorize  the  lieutenant-governor  to  assume  the 
duties  of  the  office  of  governor? 

The  absence  of  the  governor  from  the  state  is  fully  covered,  in  my 
opinion,  by  the  word  ''disability"  in  the  constitution.  If  I  am  correct 
in  this  construction  of  the  constitution,  then  that  portion  of  section  2, 
which  refers  to  the  absence  of  the  governor  from  the  state,  is  unneces- 
sary. 

If  this  construction  is  erroneous,  and  ''absence  from  the  state"  is  an 
additional  contingency,  then  section  2,  so  far  as  it  refers  to  the  absence 
of  the  governor  from  the*state,  is  unconstitutional. 

There  is,  however,  a  more  serious  constitutional  objection  to  the  last 
clause  of  section  2,  which  is  as  follows:  "In  case  of  the  removal,  resig- 
nation, death  or  disability  of  the  governor  the  duties  of  the  office  shall 
devolve  upon  the  lieutenant-governor  for  the  unexpired  term."  The 
obvious  meaning  of  the  constitution  is  that  the  lieutenant-governor  shall 
act  as  governor  while  the  disability  of  the  governor  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  his  office  shall  continue. 

The  bill  provides  that  if  the  constitutional  disability  exists,  and  the 
duties  of  governor  devolve  upon  the  lieutenant-governor,  he  shall  con- 
tinue to  act  as  governor  for  the  unexpired  term,  although  the  disability 
might  cease  in  a  few  <iays.  Therefore,  under  the  provisions  of  this  bill, 
should  the  governor,  by  reason  of  sickness  or  any  other  cause,  be  tem- 
porarily unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  the  lieutenant- 
governor  should  assume  those  duties,  he  would  succeed  to  the  office  of 
governor  for  the  unexpired  term,  although  the  disability  of  the  governor 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  no  longer  existed. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  thaf,  in  this  respect,  the  bill  is  in  conflict  with  the 
constitution.  Elisha  P.  Ferry.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

State  of  Washington.  Executivk  Depaktment, 

Olympia,  February  15.  18U0. 

To  the  Honorat)Ie  the  Senate  of  thv  State  of  Wasldngton  • 

Gentlemen — Having  maturely  considered  Senate  l)ill  No.  87,  entitled 
*'An  act  for  the  appointment  of  official  stenographers  for  the  superior 
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courts  of  this  State,  and  fixing  their  eompensation  and  duties/'  I  tind 
serious  constitutional  objectiorts  thereto,  and  return  it  without  my  sij;:- 
nature. 

The  freijuent  use  of  the  words  'Mieorshe"  in  the  bill,  and  the  last 
sentence  in  section  '2  clearly  indicate  that  females  as  well  as  males  niav 
be  appointed  st (biographers  under  the  bill.  Is  this  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  the  constitutionV  The  j)osition  created  by  the  bill  is 
either  an  office  or  an  emploj^ment.  If  it  is  an  office  then,  in  my  opinion, 
females  cannot  be  appointed  stenographers.  If  it  is  an  employment  then 
females  are  eligible. 

It  is  important,  therefore,  to  ascertain  whether  this  bill  creates  an 
office.  The  l)ill  declares  that  a  stenographer  when  appointed  is  an  officer, 
and  the  word  "office"  is  used  in  the  bill.  This,  however,  is  not  conclu- 
sive if  it  shouhl  appear  from  the  whole  tenor  of  the  l)ill  that  an  office  was 
not  created. 

Blackstone  defines  the  word  "office"  as  follows:  "Offices  area  right 
to  exercise  a  j)ul>lic  or  private  employment  and  to  take  the  fees  or  emol- 
uments thereunto  ])eh)nging." 

Kent  gives  this  delinition:  "Offices  consist  in  a  right  and  correspontl- 
ing  duty  to  exercise  a  pul)lic  and  private  trust,  -and  to  take  the  emolu- 
ments belonging  to  it." 

Chief  Justice  Marshall,  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States, 
defines  an  office  to  be  a  public  charge  when  the  duty  is  a  continuing  one 
which  is  defined  by  rules  prescribed  by  the  government.  This  definition 
by  Chief  Justice  Marshall  adds  to  the  elementary  definitions  givi»n 
above,  a  means  of  distinguishing  a  mere  employment  from  an  of1i<'^. 
This  distinction  is.  that  in  case  the  duty  is  a  continuing  one,  and  that  the 
position  and  duties  remain  the  same,  though  the  person  dies  or  is 
changed,  it  is  an  office.  But  when  the  .service  to  be  performed  is  an  iso- 
lated one,  where  the  chity  is  not  continuous,  and  when  it  appears  from 
the  law  that  there  must  be  an  end  to  the  performance  of  the  prescribed 
duties,  then  generally  this  is  an  employment.  The  distinction  drawn  by 
Chief  Justice  Marshall  has  been  generally  adopted  by  the  American 
courts.  To  illustrate:  A  commission  is  created  by  the  legislature  to  lo- 
cate and  construct  any  stat<*  in.stitution  ])rovided  for  in  the  constitiition. 
whose  powers  and  duties  should  end  with  the  completion  of  the  building. 
These  commissio!u»rs  wouhl  not  In;  officers.  It  would  be  a  ni(*re  tMuj)Ioy- 
nient  which  would  cease  when  the  duties  prescribed  were  jK»rfornie<l. 
Should,  however,  the  legislature,  after  the  com))letion  of  the  institution, 
provide  for  a  commission,  prescribing  duties,  term  of  office.  compen.**a- 
tion,  etc..  this  would  be  the  creation  of  an  office.  The  commission  would 
form  a  j)art  of  the  regular  and  permanent  administration  of  the  state  gov- 
ernment. This  is  one  of  the  te.sis  to  distinguish  the  difference  between 
an  employment  and  an  office. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  subject  I  have  arrived  at  the  con- 
clusion that  the  biH'creates  an  "office."     It  being  an  office,  are  femab 
eligible  to  ap|)ointment  thereto? 

There  are  three  provisiotis  in  the  constitution  bearing  upon  the  jjut 
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tion  of  the  elij]fH)ility  of  fomales  to  ottico  in  this  stiiti'.  Those  are  seetioii 
25  of  artiele  8,  and  seetions  1  an<l  2  of  artiele  6. 

"Section  2'i,  artiele  3.  No  person  except  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  and  a  qualitied  elector  of  this  stat(\  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  any 
state  office,  and  the  state  treasnrer  shall  be  ineligil)le  for  the  term  snc- 
ceedinp:  that  for  which  he  was  elected.  The  compensation  for  state 
officers  shall  tiot  l)e  increased  or  diminished  during;  the  t(»rni  for  which 
they  shall  have  been  elected.  The  lejjfislature  may,  in  its  discretion, 
abolish  the  offices  of  lieutenant-governor,  auditor  and  commissioner  of 
public  lands." 

"Section  1,  article  6.  All  male  persons  of  the  age  of  tw(?nty-one  years 
or  over,  possessing  the  following  qualilieations  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
at  all  elections:  Thev  shall  be  citizens  of  the  Tnited  States.  Thev  shall 
have  lived  in  the  state  one  year,  and  in  the  countv  ninety  <lays,  and  in 
the  city,  ward  or  precinct  thirty  days  immediately  preceding  the  election 
at  which  they  offer  to  vote:  Providetl,  That  Indians  not  taxed  shall  never 
lie  allowed  the  elective  franchise:  Pruvidid  further, 'Y\\w\  all  male  })er- 
sons  who" at  the  time  of  the  ado{)tion  of  this  constitution  are  (jualilied 
electors  of  the  teri'itorv  shall  be  electors, 

"Section  2.  article  6.  The  legislature  may  provide  that  there  shall  be 
no  denial  of  the  elective  franchise  at  any  school  election  on  account  of 


sex.'* 


The  tirst-named  section,  J  think,  only  applies  to  the  officers  referred  to 
in  the  article.  The  entire  article  refers  exclusively  to  those  offices  which 
constitute  the  executive  department,  and  section  2.")  must  be  const I'ued  in 
(•onnection  with  the  whole  article.  Therefore,  the  words  in  the  section, 
*'  any  state  oltice."  c>annot  be  construed  to  nu'an  "any  offici^r  of  the  state." 

Section  1,  article  6,  prescribes  the  <|ualifications  of  electors.  By  this 
section  the  elective  franchise  is  clearly  contined  to  "male  persons." 

We  are  now  confronted  with  the  qnivstion:  "Can  a  person  who  is  not 
an  I'lector  be  elected  or  appointed  to  an  ot!ice?"  It  apj)ears  to  be  a  well 
settled  principle  in  this  country  that  when  a  constitution  prescribes  the 
<|ualitications  of  electors,  and  is  silent  in  regard  to  eligibility  to  office, 
that  no  one,  except  an  elector,  is  eligible  to  office. 

There  is  another  fatal  objection  to  the  bill.  At  the  end  of  s(H-tion  2  is 
this  independ<*nt  provision:  "No  person  shall  be  ineligibh*  to  office  on 
account  of  sex."  This  is  general,  and  renders  females  eligible  to  any 
office  in  the  state,  and  is  con-^eciueiitly  ch»arly  unconstitutional. 

It  is  not  a  sufficient  answer  to  this  objection  to  say  that  it  n^fers  only 
to  stenographers.  We  cannot  assume  that  all  the  judges  in  the  state  will 
.so  construe  it,  and  within  a  year  we  might  have  the  singular  anomaly 
that  in  some  of  the  counties  of  the  state  females  might  be  dcclare<l  eligible 
and  might  be  elected  to  office,  while  in  other  counties  they  might  b(»  de- 
clar<»d  to  be  in<digil)le.  Growing  (»ut  of  this  state  of  affairs  serious  liti- 
gation may  arise.  This  can  (visily  be  avoided  by  the  passage  of  a  bill 
which  does  not  contain  the  objectionabh'  features  of  the  j)resent  bill. 

The  sentence  al)ove  referred  to  is,  however,  so  unambiguous,  and  re- 
fers so  clearly  to  all  offices  in  the  state,  that  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  how 
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liny  court  eouUl  pljioe  any  other  construction  upon  it  than  that  it  applied 
to  all  offices. 

Section  2,  article  6,  authorizes  the  lejfislature  to  confer  the  elective 
franchise  at  any  school  election  upon  females.  When  this  is  done  females 
will  be  eligihle  to  any  office  connected  with  the  schools  of  the  stat<*. 

The  conclusion  at  which  I  have  arrived  is,  that  under  the  constitution 
females  cannot  by  law  be  rendered  eligible  to  office  in  this  state,  exee])t 
to  school  olHces  under  section  2,  of  article  6.  Elisha  P.  Ferky.

As  we  are  informed  and  believe,  the  records 
of  the  board  of  conmiissioners  disclose  no  order  authorizing  said  trip  to 
be  made,  nor  was  any  written  report  of  the  investigation  made  bj*  Mr. 
Parker  at  San  Quentin  ever  sulnnitted  by  him  to  the  board,  we  must 
conclude,  therefore,  that  the  trip  charged  for  in  this  bill  was  made  with- 
out authority  of  law  and  without  the  sanction  of  the  board;  and  we  re- 
spectfully  report  the  same  back  wiwi  the  recommendation  that  it  be 
indefinitely  postponed.

*' where  the  valuation  of  such  land  shall  be  found  by  appraisement 
to  exceed  $100  per  acre." 

In  section  8,  strike  out  all  after  "occupy,"  line  6,  down  to  the 
words  " the  appraisers "  in  line  11,  and  insert  "which  shall  em- 
brace all  lands  upon  which  such  occupant  has  made  improvements: 
Provided y  The  same  does  not  exceed  160  acres,  and  if  it  is  his  only 
home,  the  said  occupant  shall,  upon  complying  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  be  entitled  to  retain  the  possession  and  occupancy  of 
such  lands  until  the  time  of  its  being  offered  for  sale  or  lease  as 
provided  in  this  act,  upon  such  terms  as  the  board  may  i)rescribe. 

Add  after  section  7,  "within  thirty  days  from  the  day  of  sale."

These 
sections  ap))ear  to  be  foreign  to,  and  iu)t  embraced  iti.  the  title  of  the 
bill,  and  are  therefcu'e  not  in  conformity  with  section  19,  article  2,  of  the 
constitution. 

Section  7  refers  to  injuries  to  mile  boards,  mile  stones,  or  guide  posts ; 
.section  9,  to  riding  or  driving  on  any  bridge  faster  than  a  walk ;  and 
.«5e(!tion  10,  to  injuries  to  shade  or  ornamental  trees  on  any  highway. 
Neither  of  these  sections,  under  the  most  liberal  construction,  have  any 
reference  to  "the  obstruction  of  a  highway,  or  the  abatement  of  a  nuis- 
ance." 

These  sections  are  penal  in  their  nature,  and  it  is  not  proper  or  atlvis- 
able  that  even  a  single  section  should  be  embraced  in  the  statutes  of  the 
State  under  which  criminal  proceedings  might  be  instituted,  costs  and 
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expenses  incurrod.  and  then  the  section  deehired  unconstitutional  by  the 
courts. 

These  sections  are  not  a  necessary  part  of  the  bill,  and  all  its  pro- 
visions can  be  enforced  without  them.  Elisha  P.  Ferry.

If  it  appear  to  the  said 
commissioner  that  said  lands  or  any  part  thereof  are  necessary  to  such 
applicants,  or  that  the  same  can  be  sold  to  the  advantage  of  the  state,  he 
shall  cause  such  lands  to  ))e  surveyed  and  appraised,  and  disposed  of  in 
the  manner  heretofore  provided  for  the  disposal  of  lands  in  or  adj^icent 
to  incorporated  towns  or  cities.  Said  board  of  appraisers  shall  meet 
within  thirty  days  after  their  appointment,  and  take  an  oath  to  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  of  the  State  of  Wasliington,  and 
faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office,  and  shall  organize  by 
electing  one  of  their  number  president  and  one  as  secretary. 

Within  thirty  days  after  the  harbor  line  shall  have  been  established 
and  the  wharf  strip  defined,  said  board  shall  examine  the  lands  in  front 
of  the  corporate  limits  of  any  incorporated  city  or  within  one  mile 
thereof,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  platted  and  dividetl  into  streets  and 
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blocks  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  size  and  in  conformity  with  the  general 
plan  of  the  adjacent  city:  ProiHded,  That  where  in  such  platting  any 
street  would,  if  extended,  run  through  or  take  in  the  land  now  occupied 
by  a  permanent,  substantial  and  valuable  improvement,  erected  in  good 
faith  for  the  purpose  of  commerce,  navigation  or  manufacture,  said 
street  shall  terminate  upon  reaching  the  same. 

Said  board  shall  also  cause  so  much  and  such  portion  of  said  blocks  to 
be  subdivided  into  lots,  as  in  their  judgment  the  best  interests  of  the 
state  requires.  • 

Said  board  shall  then  procee<l  to  examine  and  appraise  the  shore  and 
tide  lands  mentioned  in  this  act,  fixing  a  valuation  upon  each  lot.  block 
or  separate  tract  or  parcel  thereof,  excepting  such  lots,  blocks  or  tracts 
as  are  occupied  by  permanent,  substantial  and  valuable  improvements, 
erected  in  good  faith  for  the  purpose  of  commerce,  navigation  or  manu- 
facture, which  said  tracts  so  noted  shall  be  noted  separately,  and  shall, 
wdthin  thirty  days  after  the  completion  of  said  appraisal,  cause  plats  to 
be  filed  in  the  oflSce  of  auditor  of  the  county  in  which  such  lands  are 
located,  showing  the  size,  location  and  appraised  value  of  such  lot,  block 
or  parcel  of  land  so  by  them  appraised. 

Within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  said  plat  as  aforesaid,  the  said 
board  shall  publish,  for  four  successive  issues,  in  some  daily  newspaper 
published  in  the  county  where  said  lands  are  situated,  a  notice  that  at  a 
certain  place  in  said  county,  and  on  a  day  fixed  by  them  and  named  in 
said  notice,  they  will  offer  for  sale  at  public  auction  the  lots,  blocks  and 
tracts  of  land  described  on  said  plat,  and  not  occupied  as  aforesaid,  ami 
at  the  time  and  place  named  in  said  notice  shall  proceed  to  offer  said 
lots,  blocks  and  parcels  separately  to  the  highest  bidder,  and  if  at  such 
sale  a  sum  equal  to  the  appraised  value  shall  be  offered,  the  same  shall 
be  disposed  of  in  the  manner  hereafter  provided. 

Within  thirty  days  after  all  of  the  unoccupied  lands  shall  have  been 
sold,  or  offered  for  sale,  as  hereinbefore  provitied,  said  board  shall  pro- 
ceed to  appraise  the  said  occupied  lands,  such  appraisal  and  valuation  to 
be  made  excluding  the  value  of  any  improvements  thereon,  and  the  oc- 
cupant thereof  shall  have  the  exclusive  right,  for  the  period  of  ninety 
days  after  such  appraisal,  to  purchase  the  same  at  the  appraised  value, 
and  if  such  occupant  shall  not.  within  tli'j  period  aforesaid,  exercise  .*iaid 
right,  then  said  lands  shall  be  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner  hereinbefore 
provided  for  unoccupied  lands. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  purchasing  any  of  the  lands  as  pro- 
vided by  this  act,  shall  pay,  at  the  time  Of  purchase,  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
purchase  price  to  said  board,  taking  the  receipt  of  the  president  and  sec- 
retary therefor,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  from  the  land  com- 
mission  a  certificate  of  purchase,  entitling  the  said  purchaser  or  assigns 
to  a  deed  of  the  land  purchased  upon  payment  of  the  amount  unpaid  at 
any  time  within  twenty  years,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  payable  annually,  on  the  whole  amount  remaining  unpaid, 
and  upon  payment  of  the  whole  amount  due  upon  said  certificate,  said 
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purchaser  shall  be  entitled  to  receivom  deed,  executed  by  the  governor 
and  attested  by  the  secretary  of  state. 

Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  said  board  that  the  owner  or  owners  of 
lands,  abutting  or  fronting  any  of  the  lands  mentioned  in  this  act,  has 
made  permanent,  substantial  and  valuable  improvements  on  said  abutting 
land,  and  that  the  same  are  bona  fide  in  use  for  the  purpose  of  commerce, 
navigation  or  manufacture,  and  that  some  part  of  said  ti<le  lands  are 
necessary  for  the  convenient  use  of  said  improved  abutting  land,  said 
board  maj'  include,  as  in  the  manner  provided  for  improved  lands,  so 
much  of  the  tide  lands  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  convenient 
use  of  said  abutting  owner,  and  such  owner  shall  have  the  right  to  pur- 
chase the  same  in  like  manner  and  terms  as  is  herein  provided  for  the 
improved  tide  land.

The  s))caker  has  signed  House  bill  No.  18.5,  An  act  to  authorize 
county  commissioners  to  issue  bonds  for  road  purposes,  and  House 
bill  No.   182,   An  act  to  establish  a  normal  school  for  the  State  of 
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Washington  in  the  city  of  Cheney,  in  Spokane  county,  and  for  the 
government,  management  and  control  of  the  same,  which  have 
passed  both  Houses  and  been  correctly  enrolled. 

The  speaker  has  signed  House  bill  No.  262,  An  act  enabling  the 
Indians  to  sell  and  alien  the  lands  of  the  Puyallup  Indian  reserva- 
tion in  the  State  of  Washington. 

The  speaker  has  signed  Senate  concurrent  resolutions  Nos.  45 
and  47. 

The  House  has  concurred  in  the  Senate  amendments  to  House 
bill  No.  274,  An  act  relating  to  summary  proceedings  for  obtaining 
possession  of  real  property. 

Also,  House  bill  No.  230,  An  act  for  the  removal  and  location 
of  county  seats. 

Also,  House  bill  No.  283,  A  bill  for  an  act  providing  for  di- 
viding the  counties  of  this  state  into  commissioner  districts. 

Passed  Senate  bill  No.  202,  An  act  amending  the  code  concern- 
ing crimes  and  punishments.

To  the  Presidenl  of  the  Seyiate: 

I  have  this  day  signed  and  approved  Senate  bill  No.  194,  entitled  **An 

act  to  provide  a  single  and  uniform  method  of  removing  causes  from  the 

superior  courts  to  the  supreme  court,  and  to  regulate  the  practice  in  the 

supreme  court  in  such  causes."

Washington,  "would  report,  that  they  have  liad  the  same  under  consider- 
ation, that  they  have  thoroughly  investigated  the  same,  and  have  con- 
cluded that  the  subjcu'ts  i)roposed  to  he  legislated  upon  by  said  bills  may 
properly  be  covered  by  one  hill,  thereby  avoiding  the  needless  expendi- 
ture of  time  in  the  consideration  of  two  bills. 

Wherefore,  your  committee  report  said  bills  l)aek  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  they  be  indelinitely  postponed,  and  that  the  bill  herewith 
transmitted  be  i)assed  as  a  substitute  bill  therefor.

Mr.  President: 

Your  Committee  on  ( ■orj)orations  other  than  Municipal,  to  whom  was 
referred  House  bill  No.  287.  entitled  **A  bill  for  an  act  to  create  and 
establish  a  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  and  to  detine  and  rejfulate 
its  powers  and  duties,  and  to  fix  the  compensation  of  its  meml)ers,  and 
declaring  an  emergency,"  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  had 
the  same  under  consideration.  That  the  bill,  if  enacted  into  a  law. 
wouhl,  in  the  opinion  of  the  comnnttee.  be  in  contravention  of  section  18, 
article  XII  of  the  constitution  of  this  state,  rather  than  in  conformity 
therewith,  although  the  purpose  of  the  framer  in  drawing  it  and  the 
House  in  passing  it,  undoubtedly  was  to  provide  a  law  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  that  .section.  The  provisions  of  that  section  contemplate 
that  the  establishment  of  reasonable  maximum  rates  of  charges  for  trans- 
portation of  passengers  or  freight  shall  be?  by  laws  passed  by  the  legis- 
lature itself.  It  also  contemplates,  that  the  corr(»ction  of  abus<\s,  the 
)>reventi<)n  of  discrimination  and  extortion  in  the  rates  of  freight  and 
passenger  tariffs  shall  also  be  by  laws  i)a.ssed  by  the  legislature  itself. 
On  the  other  hand,  section  17  of  this  bill  seems  to  contemplate  that  the 
establishment  of  reasonable  maximum  rates  for  the  transportation  of 
jiassengers  ami  freight  shall  be  by  the  orders  of  the  commission,  create<l 
by  this  bill,  made  and  entered  of  record  as  a  part  of  their  proceedings 
authorized  l)y  the  bill.  The  bill  authorizes  them  to  tix  and  establish, 
change  and  alter  at  .will,  to  determine  and  by  reasonable  notice  fix  the 
time  for  going  into  effect,  that  which  the  constitution  authorizes  the 
legislature  to  establish.  What  is  said  here  n'lative  to  section  17  is  true 
of  almost  all  of  the  other  sections  of  the  bill,  and  particularly  those  which 
undertake  to  place  within  the  power  of  the  board  the  ab.solute  iletermin- 
ation  of  what  are  abuses,  and  gives  to  them  the  power  to  correct  the  same. 

Nowhere  in  the  bill  is  any  specification,  by  the  legislature  itself,  of  the 
abuses  to  be  corrected,  n,or  is  there  provided  by  this  bill  any  sch<;me  for 
the  correction  of  abuses  which  would  have  the  sanction  of  law  as  coming 
from  the  legislature  itself. 

While  it  is  true  that  section  18  of  the  constitution,  before  referred  to, 
l»rovides  that  a  railroad  transportation  commission  may  be  established 
and  its  powers  and  duties  fully  defined  by  law,  yet  the  constitution,  in 
authorizing  the  legislature  to  establish  a  commission  and  define  its  pow- 
ers and  duties,  doesiiot  contemplate  that  the  legislature  shall  provide  a 
commission  which  >hall.  in  turn.  (b*line  the  powers  and  duties  of  railroad 
companies.     Were  this  bill  entitled  "A  bill  to  provide  for  a  board  of  rail-

road  eoniniissioiiers  who  shall  determine  and  define  the  powers  and  <iuties 
of  railroad  corporations,"  the  subject  or  object  of  the  bill  would  then  be 
more  in  keej)ing  with  its  title,  but  hardly  less  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  constitution. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  the  power  confeiTed  upon  the 
commission  by  this  bill  are  of  such  a  legislative  nature  as  to  make  them 
in  contravention,  not  only  of  the  constitution  of  this  state,  but  of  all  fun- 
damental law  provided  for  the  organization  of  associations  of  people  into 
what  constitutes  a  state.  This  <lelegation  of  power,  authority  and  duty 
by  the  legislative  representatives  of  the  people  to  others  is,  it  is  true,  a 
delegation  to  those  who  may,  by  subsequent  process  of  election,  become 
representatives  of  the  people;  but  they  are  not  such  representatives  of 
the  people  as  the  people  themselves  have,  by  the  constitution,  designated 
as  the  legislative  de))artment  of  their  government,  or  any  part  thereof. 

In  view  of  what  has  been  said,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  frame- 
work and  entire  scheme  of  the  bill  is  such  that  its  defects  cannot  be 
remedied  by  any  amendment  which  your  committee  could  suggest. 
There  are  many  other  defects,  as  well  as  many  inconsistencies,  in  the  bill, 
but,  in  view  of  the  more  pronounced  defects  affecting  its  validity,  if 
enacted  into  a  law,  your  committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary,  at  this 
time,  to  go  into  details  for  the  purpose  of  pointing  out  the  minor  defect^?. 

Wherefore  your  committee  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  bill

For  the  unvarying,  kindly  consideration  which  1  have  received  at  your 
hands,  I  thank  you;  and  my  appreciation  of  this  is  as  deep  as  the  seat  of 
thought  itself.     I  desire  further  to  express  my  deep  obligation  for  the 
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earnest  co-operation  and  ever  ready  assistance  extended  nie  by  our  most 
efficient  secretarv'.  assistant  secn^tary,  sergeant-at-arms,  assistant  ser- 
geant-at-arms  and  others  of  tiie  official  and  clerical  force.  And  when 
the  gavel  falls,  marking  the  severance  of  our  official  relations,  I  beg  to 
assure  3'ou,  each  and  every  one,  with  no  exception,  of  my  warmest 
affection,  respect  and  esteem,  feeling  assured  that  when  your  constitu- 
ents are  as  fullv  acquainted  as  I  am  of  the  fidelitv  of  vour  labors,  that 
vou  will  receive  at  their  hands  that  consideration  which  vou  have  earned
